SUPERB  OAK  TREE  SHILLING

1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  Shilling.  Noe-5.  Rarity-2.  About  Uncirculated  58  and  vir- 
tually fully  Mint  State.  A very  early  striking  which  was  produced  sometime  before  the 
dies  clashed  and  the  tree  showed  the  die  damage  which  is  seen  on  virtually  all  known 
examples  of  this  variety.  Exceptionally  attractive  light  golden  gray  toning  with  pale  irides- 
cent overtones.  The  strike  is  remarkably  sharp  with  the  tree  especially  well  detailed.  The 
planchet  is  quite  large  and  round  with  a bit  of  lustre  remaining  on  the  impeccable  sur- 
faces. As  on  most  examples  from  this  Die  State,  the  striking  is  somewhat  off-center  toward 
6 o'clock.  According  to  our  research,  this  is  one  of  the  finer  known  examples  of  this  par- 
ticular die  variety.  In  addition,  it  represents  one  of  the  nicest  available  Oak  Tree  Shillings 
currently  available  to  collectors.

Large  plan- 
chet.  Intermediate  Die  State  with  clash  marks  showing  at  the  base  of  the  tree  on  the 
obverse.  An  entrancing,  totally  original  specimen  with  lovely  medium  gray  toning.  Quite 
sharply  struck  with  the  tree  showing  excellent  detail  and  virtually  all  of  the  legends  plain- 
ly visible.  There  is  a tiny  clip  at  the  lower  obverse  which  has  partially  obscured 
MASATHVSETS.  The  planchet  is  very  slightly  wavy.  It  should  be  stressed,  that  this 
waviness  is  Mint-caused  and  does  not  represent  a defect.  Overall,  a simply  outstanding 
specimen  which  would  suit  either  the  type  collector  or  the  specialist. 


3 1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe-8.  Rarity-4.  Recent  ANACS  graded  Extremely 

Fine.  Large  planchet.  Attractive  deep  gray  with  some  faint  orange  gold  undertones  on 
both  the  obverse  and  reversa  Struck  on  a most  unusual  somewhat  heart-shaped  plan- 
chet with  a semi-circular  cut  at  the  upper  obverse  and  a straight  edge  at  the  base.  Some 
diagonal  waviness  is  visible  at  the  centers.  All  of  the  detail  is  plainly  visible  with  the  ex- 
ception of  just  a few  border  beads.  This  piece  represents  one  of  the  latest  Die  States  we 
have  seen  for  this  variety,  with  some  massive  cracks  forming  on  the  reverse.  While 
somewhat  unusual  in  appearance  to  the  untrained  eye,  the  specialist  or  advanced  collec- 
tor will  recognize  the  importance  of  this  offering. 


4 1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Noe-16.  Rarity-2.  Very  Fine  30.  Small  planchet. 

Struck  on  a most  attractive  fully  round  planchet  with  excellent  centering  and  detail.  The 
tree  is  quite  well  defined.  The  surfaces  display  very  attractive  medium  gray  toning  with 
lovely  rich  greenish  gold  undertones.  Overall,  an  exceptional  type  coin.

6 1792  Washington  “Roman  Head”  Cent.  Baker-19.  High  Rarity-6.  Brilliant  Proof 

65.  Medium  golden  brown  gem  with  vivid  rainbow  iridescent  undertones  on  the 
obverse  and  at  the  peripheral  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  fully  reflective  and  free 
of  spotting.  We  note  one  thin  semi-circular  mark  on  the  reverse  which  was  prob- 
ably caused  at  the  time  of  striking.  This  enigmatic  issue  was  engraved  by  J.  G. 
Hancock,  a contemporary  British  diesinker.  Interestingly,  his  portrait  has  virtual- 
ly no  resemblance  to  Washington  and  one  can  assume  that  he  was  unable  to 
locate  a suitable  rendering.  Approximately  15  to  20  examples  are  known  of  this 
rarity.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  desirable  of  all  Colonial 
pieces.

7 No  Date  (1795).  Liberty  and  Security  Penny.  Baker-30.  Mint  State  63.  Medium  chocolate 

brown  with  some  iridescence  in  the  obverse  fields;  there  are  some  deeper  areas  of  toning 
forming  at  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  borders.  The  surfaces  are  mostly  prooflike  and 
free  of  all  but  the  smallest  marks.  A remarkably  bold  impression  with  even  the  hair  above 
Washington's  ear  fully  defined.  While  not  all  that  difficult  to  acquire  in  or  around  Mint 
State,  specimens  of  this  quality  are  scarce  and  desirable.

1792  Half  Disme.  Very  Fine  30.  A desirable  piece  with  exceptional  steel  toning,  un- 
characteristically good  centering,  and  a bold  strike.  The  strike  is  so  sharp,  in  fact,  that 
even  the  M in  DISME  is  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  The  surfaces  are  clean  and  virtually  flawless 
with  the  exception  of  a tiny  identifying  mark  on  Liberty's  chin;  we  also  note  an  insignifi- 
cant reverse  test  mark  above  AT  in  STATES.  The  Half  Dismes  of  1792  are  a provisional 
or  pattern  issue,  struck  and  designed  by  Mint  personnel.  A total  of  1,500  pieces  were 
struck  on  July  13,  1792  by  Adam  Eckfeldt  at  Harper's  cellar  near  the  site  of  the  first  Mint. 
After  striking,  they  were  given  to  Thomas  Jefferson  who  proceeded  to  present  them  to 
various  dignitaries.  These  coins  were  recognized  as  legal  tender  and,  thus,  many  entered 
circulation.  Approximately  200  or  so  survive  today  and  the  1792  Half  Disme  is  one  of 
the  most  historic  and  coveted  of  all  early  United  States  issues.

9 1795  With  Pole,  Punctuated  Date.  Breen-4:2-C.  High  Rarity-3.  Plain  edge.  Die  State  II, 

intermediate  stage.  About  Uncirculated  55.  An  absolutely  delightful  coin  with  truly  ex- 
quisite medium  chocolate  brown  color.  The  centering  is  excellent  with  full  border  details 
and,  where  struck  up,  the  impression  is  very  bold.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  perfect  and 
retain  much  of  their  original  glossiness.  As  is  characteristic  with  examples  in  this  Die  State, 
the  reverse  is  somewhat  weak  as  a result  of  die  failure.  However,  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that  all  of  the  value  is  plainly  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  A Condition  Census  example 
of  this  variety;  according  to  Breen,  6 Mint  State  pieces  exist  in  addition  to  3 which  he 
considers  About  Uncirculated.  A very  important  coin  for  the  date  or  type  coin  collector.

1 0 1840  Second  Restrike.  Small  Berries.  Breen-3:1-C.  Low  Rarity-7.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63, 

red  and  brown.  A considerable  amount  of  intense  original  mint  color  is  visible  below 
splashes  of  rich  magenta  iridescence.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  vibrant  and  ap- 
pear to  be  quite  reflective.  This  piece  appears  to  be  a series  IV  striking  with  no  trace  of 
a knife  rim  on  either  the  obverse  or  reverse,  as  well  as  strong  horizontal  die  file  marks 
between  the  date  and  the  first  star.  Very  rare;  less  than  a dozen  exist  and  only  a handful 
of  these  have  the  excellent  color  which  this  piece  possesses.  Note  that  the  scratch  on 
the  photograph  above  is  only  on  the  plastic  holder  and  not  the  coin.

Lovely  rich  olive  brown  color  with  fiery  gun  metal  and  violet  undertones.  The  surfaces 
are  basically  choice  and  quite  reflective.  A small  mark  at  the  center  of  Liberty's  cheek 
serves  as  identification.  According  to  Breen,  approximately  155  or  so  pieces  are  known 
to  exist  with  at  least  2 of  these  permanently  impounded  and  a number  of  others  in  strongly 
held  private  collections.  An  important  opportunity.

1852.  First  Restrike.  Small  Berries.  Breen-2;1-B.  Rarity-5.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64,  red  and 
brown.  Actually,  this  coin  is  more  accurately  described  as  olive  brown  with  iridescent  under- 
tones; we  are  unable  to  see  any  of  the  mint  red  as  designated  by  PCGS.  An  absolutely 
outstanding  example  of  this  rarity  with  extremely  clean,  fully  reflective  surfaces.  In  fact, 
this  piece  could  very  rightfully  be  called  a "gem"  as,  with  the  exception  of  the  mellowing 
of  color,  it  is  virtually  as  struck.  Breen  estimates  that  between  40  to  50  Proofs  are  known 
to  exist;  we  tend  to  lean  towards  the  lower  number  as  indicated  by  the  low  frequency 
of  auction  appearances  throughout  the  years.  Note  that  the  scratch  on  the  photograph 
above  is  only  on  the  plastic  holder  and  not  the  coin.

The  obverse  is  extremely  choice;  we  note  a few  very  fine  antique  hairlines  on  the  reverse. 
The  appearance  of  this  coin  is  excellent  and  it  is  free  of  spots  or  blemishes.  Breen  was 
only  able  to  trace  7 separate  Proofs  of  this  die  variety  and  noted  that  a few  others  "prob- 
ably exist.”  A very  important  piece  for  the  specialist.

1 4 1857.  Breen-2:1-B.  Rarity-4.  Doubled  T in  CENT.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63,  brown.  Rich  olive

A most  pleasing  coin  for  the  grade  with  absolutely  original  and  very  reflective  surfaces. 
As  this  is  one  of  the  more  "common"  Proof  Half  Cents,  this  particular  coin  would  make 
an  excellent  type  specimen.

1 5 1793.  Sheldon-1.  Rarity-4.  Chain  type.  Widest  date;  AMERI.  Extremely  Fine  45. 

A beautiful  Chain  Cent!  Very  sharply  struck  on  an  attractive  deep  brown  plan- 
chet.  The  obverse  shows  excellent  detail  with  a great  majority  of  the  hair  strands 
fully  defined;  the  reverse  is  unusually  bold.  The  surfaces  are  really  just  about 
perfect  with  an  almost  total  absence  of  marks.  For  the  sake  of  total  accuracy, 
we  must  mention  a few  very  small  bumps  on  the  obverse  rim.  To  our  way  of  think- 
ing, the  1793  Sheldon-1  Chain  Cent  is  among  the  two  or  three  most  desirable 
of  all  United  States  coins.  Specimens  of  this  quality  and  exceptional  overall  ap- 
pearance are  exceedingly  difficult  to  locate.  This  piece  is  a rare  find,  indeed,  for 
the  serious  type  collector.

Later  Die  State  with  the  obverse  die  showing 
a heavy  bulge  from  the  rim  to  the  hair  and  extending  to  the  jaw.  Extremely  Fine  45  / About 
Uncirculated  50.  Dark  brown,  almost  black  coloring  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  slight- 
ly lighter  with  a steel  overtone  and  very  faint  tinges  of  red  below.  The  "Sprung  Die"  on 
the  obverse  has  tended  to  somewhat  weaken  the  hair  detail  around  and  about  Liberty's 
ear;  the  reverse  is  exceedingly  sharp  and  shows  very  little  in  the  way  of  actual  wear.  A 
very  pleasing  Wreath  Cent.

The  surfaces  are  outstanding  with  full  cartwheel  lustre  and  a near  absence  of 
spotting.  Outstanding  quality  for  this  date.

A 
reasonably  "common"  issue  by  the  rigorous  standards  of  Proof  Large  Cents  and,  thus, 
an  excellent  example  for  the  type  collector.

2 1 1856.  Recent  ANACS  graded  Very  Fine  30/30.  An  absolutely  outstanding,  strictly  original 

example  with  lovely  color  and  exceptionally  even  wear.  About  the  only  fault  one  can  find 
with  this  piece  is  a tiny  obverse  rim  bump  at  2 o'clock.  Very  popular  and  always  in  great 
demand.  Only  1,000  struck.

22  1860.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A lovely  Gem  Proof  example  with  light  natural  color  atop  reflec- 

tive, vibrant  surfaces.  Under  magnification,  we  note  a few  minute  flyspecks  at  the  center 
of  the  obverse  but  these  hardly  detract  from  the  stunning  overall  appearance.  Popular  as 
a first  year  of  the  type  and  scarcer  than  its  original  mintage  figure  of  1,000  Proofs  would 
indicate;  after  meltings  the  net  mintage  was  only  542  or  so  pieces.

23  1864  Pattern  Cent.  Experimental  piece;  regular  dies  without  the  "L"  on  the  ribbon.  PCGS 

graded  Mint  State  65;  attributed  as  Judd-353  but  we  believe  this  is  incorrect.  This  piece 
has  a number  of  striking  characteristics  which  are  not  usually  seen  on  Judd-353;  most 
noticeably  a pronounced  doubling  on  the  64  in  the  date,  weakness  of  strike  on  the  feather 
tips  and  extensive  die  rust  on  the  obverse  device.  Since  this  piece  is  encapsulated,  it  can- 
not be  weighed  and,  therefore,  positive  attribution  is  impossible.  No  matter  what  the  ex- 
act variety  of  this  piece,  all  observers  will  agree  that  it  is  a superb  piece  with  excellent 
color  and  outstanding  surfaces.

24  1864-L.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Slightly  mellowed  red  changing  to  golden  iridescence. 

An  extremely  rare  issue  with  an  original  mintage  of  only  20  pieces;  of  these,  it 
is  estimated  that  only  10  or  so  still  exist.  This  piece  retains  much  of  its  original 
reflectiveness  and  is  very  choice  with  the  exception  of  a few  tiny  specks  on  the 
obverse  and  the  reverse.  As  on  virtually  all  genuine  Proofs  of  this  variety,  there 
is  a raised  die  scratch  below  Liberty's  ear.  This  piece  is  extremely  attractive  for 
the  grade  and  represents  an  unusual  opportunity  for  the  collector  of  Small  Cents 
to  obtain  a most  important  rarity.

Red  and  brown  with  considerable  amount  of  original 
mint  color  below  splashes  of  attractive  magenta,  blue  and  iridescent  gold  over- 
tones. The  surfaces  are  fully  mirrored  and  spot-free.  It  is  unknown  exactly  how 
many  Proofs  were  originally  struck  but  the  extreme  rarity  of  this  variety  suggests 
that  the  original  mintage  was  probably  no  more  than  two  dozen  or  so  pieces. 
Of  these,  it  is  believed  that  no  more  than  a dozen  exist.  A vast  majority  of  the 
survivors  have  either  been  cleaned  or  are  of  inferior  quality.  We  believe  that  this 
is  among  the  Finest  Known  examples.  A terrific  match  to  the  Proof  1864-L  Cent 
offered  above. 


30  1864  Large  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65,  brown.  Lovely  olive  iridescence  with  strong 

suggestions  of  golden  red  below.  An  exceptionally  choice  piece  with  the  reflective  sur- 
faces free  of  spots  or  marks.  In  our  experience,  this  is  an  extremely  underrated  issue, 
especially  when  as  well  preserved  as  this.  One  of  only  four  pieces  graded  as  such  by  PCGS 
with  none  higher.

One  of  960  Proofs  struck  and 
a very  difficult  Issue  to  find  as  choice  as  this. 


32  1872.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64,  red  and  brown.  Just  a bit  of  mellowing  is  noted  on  the 

vibrant,  reflective  surfaces.  This  piece  represents  extremely  good  quality  for  the  grade 
and,  in  fact,  we  have  seen  inferior  Two  Cent  Pieces  accorded  a higher  grade  by  PCGS.

medium  lilac  and  blue  toning.  As  on  all  known  examples  of  this  rarity,  the  word 
LIBERTY  is  strongly  doubled.  In  addition,  we  note  a number  of  raised  die  lines 
on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse;  again,  as  on  all  known  examples.  A total  of 
10,000  pieces  were  originally  struck.  However,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Twenty 
Cent  Piece  was  often  mistaken  with  the  Quarter  Dollar,  it  became  immediately 
unpopular  and,  as  a result,  the  entire  mintage  of  this  date  was  found  to  be  un- 
needed. On  March  19,  1877,  an  order  was  sent  by  Mint  Director  H.  R.  Linder- 
man  which  directed  James  Crawford,  Superintendant  of  the  Carson  City  Mint 
to  melt  down  into  bullion  all  Twenty  Cent  Pieces  which  were  on  hand.  Due  to 
this,  just  a small  number  escaped  melting.  In  the  interim,  this  issue  has  come 
to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  great  rarities  of  all  United  States  numismatics. 
It  is  probable  that  only  a dozen  or  so  exist  with  at  least  two  of  these  well  worn 
and  others  strongly  held  in  private  collections.  This  particular  coin  appears  to 
be  the  Finest  Known  example  and  epitomizes  the  enviable  combination  of  in- 
disputable rarity  and  superb  condition.  A look  at  the  auction  records  of  the 
1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  Piece  from  the  last  decade  or  so  can  prove  to  be  instruc- 
tive. The  specimen  which  was  offered  as  Lot  369  in  the  November,  1976  Kreisberg 
Sale  sold  for  a then-record  price  of  $63,500..  In  this  coin's  last  auction  sale,  as 
Lot  691  in  the  October,  1987  Norweb  I Sale,  it  realized  $69,300.  When  one 
calculates  how  much  coins  have  gone  up  in  value  in  the  past  13  years,  it  seems 
somewhat  astonishing  that  a coin  of  such  rarity  could  have  appreciated  no  more 
than  a scant  $5,000.  We  feel  that  the  1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  Piece  should  be 
a strong  6-figure  coin.

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  display  blazing  lustre  and  are 
toned  in  lovely  rich  lime  gold  shadings  which  change  to  a deep  reddish  gold 
towards  the  rims.  This  coin  could  very  easily  have  been  graded  even  higher  than 
it  was,  as  it  is  essentially  "as  struck."  According  to  figures  released  by  NGC  on 
January  22,  1988,  this  piece  was  one  of  only  two  Small-Sized  Bust  Quarters 
graded  Mint  State  66.

The  strike  is  excellent 
with  all  of  the  fine  details  up  and  bold;  all  of  the  stars  are  well  struck  up  which  is  rarely 
seen  for  this  date.  Most  importantly,  this  coin  has  excellent  "eye  appeal."  While  destined 
to  sell  as  a type  coin,  the  1839  Quarter  Dollar  is  a condition  rarity  in  its  own  right.  Most 
offered  for  sale  as  "Mint  State"  are,  in  fact,  no  better  than  lustrous  About  Uncirculated 
coins.

The  stars  at  the  left  obverse  are  extremely  faint  but  the  coin  becomes 
gradually  sharper  on  this  side  until  the  stars  at  the  right  are  nearly  full;  LIBERTY 
is  sharp  and  the  date  is  approximately  half  visible.  On  the  reverse,  the  legends 
are  virtually  indistinct  while  the  eagle  shows  enough  detail  to  affirm  the  grade 
which  we  have  assigned.

Extremely  well  struck  with  most  of  the  obverse 
hair  strands  individually  defined;  just  a touch  of  weakness  is  noted  at  the  innermost  part 
of  the  eagle's  wings.  Not  quite  perfectly  centered  with  the  denticles  at  the  left  obverse 
narrow  while  wide  at  the  right  obverse.  The  surfaces  are  completely  lustrous  and  display 
superb  natural  medium  gold  toning  with  splashes  of  iridescence  at  the  obverse  and  reverse 
borders  plus  some  bright  golden  orange  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  reverse  We  note 
one  small  mint-made  reverse  flaw  which  runs  from  the  IB  in  PLURIBUS  through  the  ST 
in  STATES  to  the  rim;  otherwise,  the  surfaces  are  virtually  pristine.

with  superb  original  toning.  The  strike  is  about  as  sharp  as  one  could  hope  for  on  a Dollar 
of  this  date  with  virtually  no  weakness  noted  even  in  the  centers.  The  centering  is  ex- 
cellent with  full  denticles  plainly  visible  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Both  sides  are 
quite  clean  and  show  abundant  original  mint  lustre.  What  makes  this  a particularly  pleas- 
ing example,  is  its  lovely  deep  rose  gray  color  with  underlying  bursts  of  electric  blue  on 
the  obverse  and  rich  russet  gold  on  the  reverse.  As  a date,  the  1801  is  one  of  the  rarest 
and  most  underrated  Bust  Dollars  in  high  grades.

struck  with  substantial  amounts  of  prooflike  reflectiveness  noted.  Both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  are  a pleasing  light  lilac  gray  with  underlying  orange  gold  toning.  As  is  typical 
for  this  variety,  the  obverse  rim  is  somewhat  indistinct  at  the  left.  With  the  exception  of 
one  faint  scratch  before  Liberty's  mouth,  the  surfaces  are  very  clean.  An  outstanding  type 
coin.

A simply  beautiful  example  of  this  issue  with  original,  fully  reflective  surfaces. 
Some  light  fiery  golden  toning  is  visible  in  the  exergual  region  of  the  obverse; 
the  reverse  shows  deeper  reddish  gold  color  at  the  periphery.  It  is  not  exactly 
known  how  many  of  these  restrikes  were  produced  for  collectors  but,  we  can 
assume  that  the  original  mintage  was  no  more  than  a few  dozen  pieces.  Of  these, 
it  is  doubtful  that  more  than  a handful  exist  with  a great  majority  of  those  pieces 
either  impaired  or  worn.  In  terms  of  overall  quality,  this  coin  compares  favorably 
to  the  piece  which  we  sold  as  Lot  1933  in  our  Buddy  Ebsen  Sale;  that  coin  realized 
$19,250.

too  lightly  and  far  too  low;  parts  of  the  upper  halves  of  the  original  846  show 
at  lower  halves  of  these  digits.  A truly  superb  and  unusually  well  manufactured 
early  Proof  coin.  The  strike  is  remarkably  bold  with  a wire  rim  noted  across  much 
of  the  obverse  The  surfaces  are  highly  reflective  and  superbly  toned  with  peacock 
blue  and  gold  undertones  below  a rich  charcoal  gray  overtone.  Close  inspection 
reveals  that  the  surfaces  are  virtually  pristine.  For  some  unknown  reason,  an 
unusually  "large”  number  of  Proof  1846  Silver  Dollars  were  struck.  Breen  was 
able  to  trace  approximately  15  auction  records  for  this  variety  (as  well  as  five 
for  the  normal  date);  this  probably  represents  a half  a dozen  or  so  separate  coins. 
We  would  estimate  that  the  total  surviving  population  is  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  a dozen  pieces  with  a few  of  these  impaired  and  at  least  one 
or  two  others  permanently  impounded.  This  splendid  example  is  among  the  Finest 
Known  and  it  represents  one  of  the  highest  quality  Proof  silver  coins  of  the  1840's 
which  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of  selling  in  some  time.

Brilliant 
Proof  64.  Bright  and  reflective  and  unusually  attractive  for  an  aluminum  pattern.  There 
is  a small  irregularity  in  the  left  obverse  field  with  some  light  scratches  through  it.  (Evidently, 
someone  attempted  to  remove  this.)  An  excessively  rare  and  greatly  overlooked  issue. 
In  the  past  15  years,  only  one  other  specimen  has  been  sold  at  auction.  According  to 
our  records,  either  three  or  four  pieces  are  known  overall  with  one  of  these  impounded 
in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  collection.

An  unusual  coin  in  that  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  show  ex- 
tremely high  wire  rims  but  Liberty's  breasts  and  the  eagle's  left  leg  and  talon  are  weakly 
impressed.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  reflective  and  quite  choice  overall.  One  of  700

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1879  Pattern  Dollar.  Unlisted  in  Judd.  Copper.  Plain  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Usual  1879 
Dollar  obverse  design  on  both  sides;  one  with  denticles,  the  other  without.  Dies  aligned 
in  a medallic  axis.  This  coin  traces  its  origin  from  the  estate  of  John  Pinches  Esq.,  the 
famous  medalist  and  numismatist  of  London.  It  first  appeared  on  the  numismatic  market 
when  the  Pinches  estate  was  sold  by  Glendining  and  Company  of  London  in  1948.  As 
has  been  previously  recounted,  there  are  two  theories  behind  the  issuance  of  this  piece. 
The  first  is  that  this  may  represent  a privately  produced  pattern  coin;  possibly  a proposal 
to  secure  a United  States  coinage  contract  by  the  firm  of  John  Pinches.  The  plausibility 
behind  this  argument  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  firm  did  produce  the  famous  Huth  Hawaiian 
Pattern  Dollars.  By  striking  this  coin  in  two-headed  form,  the  firm  wished  to  make  this 
piece  impossible  to  confuse  as  a regular  issue  and,  therefore,  not  illegal.  The  second  theory 
advocates  the  fact  that  this  is  a "fancy  piece"  which  was  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
When  one  considers  some  of  the  unusual  pieces  which  were  being  created  expressly  for 
collectors  during  1879  and  1880,  it  is  certainly  plausible  that  an  item  as  "neat"  as  a two- 
headed  example  for  the  new  Silver  Dollar  could  not  be  struck.  According  to  our  research, 
there  are  two  known  examples  of  this  issue;  this  piece  and  the  one  which  was  sold  in 
the  February,  1974  Stanislaw  Herstol  Sale.

255  1895-0  Branch  Mint  Proof  64,  graded  and  authenticated  by  NGC.  An  extremely 

exciting  new  discovery.  Viewed  solely  from  the  obverse,  one  would  have  no  hesita- 
tion calling  this  a "late  in  the  year"  Philadelphia  Proof.  Both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  show  extremely  deep  mirror  surfaces  which  are  unlike  that  which  we 
have  seen  on  any  business  strike  New  Orleans  Dollar  of  this  era.  In  addition,  the 
rims  show  a good  degree  of  squaring.  While  this  coin  does  not  show  the  overall 
quality  of  strike  of  a Philadelphia  Proof,  there  is  absolutely  no  doubt  in  our  mind 
that  it  was  specially  prepared  on  a highly  polished  planchet.  Adding  to  the 
plausibility  of  this,  is  the  fact  that  there  are  confirmed  Proof  1895-0  Quarters 
and  Half  Dollars;  one  can  assume  that  this  piece  was  part  of  an  original  five  coin 
set  (which  would  have  included  the  Dime,  Quarter,  Half  Dollar,  Dollar  and,  possibly. 
Eagle)  which  was  struck  for  some  unknown  presentation  purpose.  The  New 
Orleans  Mint  also  struck  Proof  Silver  Dollars  in  1879  and  in  1883;  again,  adding 
even  more  credence  to  calling  this  piece  a legitimate  Branch  Mint  Proof.

293  A complete  1885  "gold”  Proof  Set  struck  in  aluminum.  Judd-1751  through 
Judd-1756.  High  Rarity-7;  possible  Rarity-8.  Each  piece  is  regular  dies  triai  piece 
struck  in  aluminum  with  a Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63  or  better  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Three  Dollar  which  grades  Brilliant  Proof  60  on  account  of  some 
faint  scratches  near  the  first  S in  STATES.  A nicely  matched  set;  each  piece  is 
quite  brilliant  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  aforementioned  Three  Dollar  Gold 
piece,  lacks  the  blemishes  and  / or  faults  which  are  almost  always  seen  on 
aluminum  coins.  The  stellar  member  of  this  set,  the  Double  Eagle,  is  the  nicest 
single  coin  with  strong  claim  to  a gem  classification.  The  appearance  of  even 
one  of  the  individual  pieces  of  this  set  would  be  a memorable  event  for  Pattern 
collectors  as  the  most  "common"  issue  is,  at  the  very  least,  a great  rarity  with 
no  more  than  3 or  4 pieces  known.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  only 
intact,  complete  6-piece  set  and,  as  such,  it  most  assuredly  represents  an  un- 
paralleled opportunity  for  the  collector  of  either  Patterns  or  Proof  Gold.  Lot  of 
6 coins.

294  1849  Open  Wreath.  Large  Head.  Mint  State  63.  A remarkably  bold  strike  with  all  of  the 

hair  and  olive  leaf  detail  plainly  visible.  Very  attractively  toned  with  some  areas  of  cop- 
pery orange  and  greenish  color  forming  towards  the  edges.  The  surfaces  are  quite  frosty 
and  very  clean. 


295  1849  Open  Wreath.  Small  Head.  L on  neck.  Mint  State  65.  An  absolutely  awesome  little 

coin  with  the  most  attractive  coloring  and  lustre  imaginable.  Just  a bit  of  striking  weakness 
is  noted  on  the  curls  below  Liberty  but  it  is  hard  to  find  fault  with  this  coin  as  its  glowing 
light  yellow  gold  color  is  simply  remarkable.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  undisturbed.  A tiny 
reverse  rim  cud  at  1 o'clock  should  not  be  confused  with  a bruise  or  defect.  While  not 
all  that  difficult  to  locate  in  strict  Mint  State,  gem  examples  of  this  variety  can  legitimate- 
ly be  termed  scarce. 


296  1849-D.  Mint  State  60.  An  excellent  strike  from  slightly  rusted  dies.  The  obverse  is  quite 

choice  with  outstanding  light  coppery  color  and  excellent,  unbroken  lustre;  the  reverse 
shows  a few  tiny  marks  at  its  center  but  still  retains  a pleasant  appearance.  This  is  the 
most  common  Dahlonega  Gold  Dollar  in  Mint  State  and,  as  such,  it  represents  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  the  type  collector  who  is  seeking  just  one  example  for  his  or  her  Gold 
Dollar  set. 


297  1851-C.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  A bit  softly  struck  on  the  obverse  but  showing  above 

average  detail  on  the  borders.  A pleasing,  absolutely  original  example  with  light  green 
gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  clean  and  lustrous.  One  of  the  few  Charlotte  Gold  Dollars 
that  is  occasionally  available  in  Mint  State. 
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A UNIDUE  OFFERING  OF  GOLD  RING  DOLLARS 

The  existence  of  the  1852  Pattern  Gold  Half  Dollars  and  Dollars  lies  in  the  economic  malaise  which  characterized 
the  late  1840’s  and  early  1850's.  During  this  era,  silver  coins  were  disappearing  from  circulation  at  an  alarming 
rate,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  contained  a good  deal  more  bullion  than  their  face  value.  Because  of  the  extreme 
difficulty  of  procuring  small  denomination  silver  coins,  there  was  a huge  demand  for  Gold  Dollar  pieces,  as  well 
as  Half  Dollars. 

Early  in  1852,  the  Mint  began  to  experiment  with  perforated  or  annulated  Dollars  and  Half  Dollars  in  gold.  Accord- 
ing to  contemporary  accounts,  the  "rudeness"  of  the  design  was  done  so  that  time  and  money  could  be  saved 

by  not  having  to  execute  new  dies. 

These  ring"  Half  Dollars  and  Dollars  proved  to  be  quite  unpopular  and  impractical.  However,  the  crisis  was  alleviated 
when  the  Act  of  1853  was  passed;  effectively  reducing  the  silver  content  of  fractional  coins  and,  in  turn,  making 

them  worth  less  than  their  face  value  when  reckoned  as  bullion.

298  1852  Pattern  Gold  Dollar.  Judd-141.  Mid  Rarity-7.  Gold.  Plain  Edge.  Ring  Dollar. 

Brilliant  Proof  65  or  better.  Slight  planchet  convexity,  as  struck.  One  of  approx- 
imately 6 or  7 known  examples  and  apparently  the  lastest  known  Die  State  of 
these  pieces;  on  this  example,  we  note  some  fairly  extensive  die  rust  around  USA 
and  the  date,  as  well  as  throughout  much  of  the  reverse  legend.  In  addition,  the 
die  flaw  below  the  U in  UNITED  extends  further  up  the  base  of  that  letter.  This 
piece  is  essentially  "as  struck,"  with  extremely  good  reflectiveness  on  the  obverse 
and  pleasing  light  golden  color.  A tiny  mint-made  mark  in  the  left  obverse  field 
serves  as  identification.  The  exact  pedigree  of  this  piece  is  difficult  to  establish, 
but  it  appears  to  be  either  the  Bareford-Farouk  piece  or  one  of  the  two  Paramount- 
Wilkison  coins.  This  specimen  appears,  as  well,  to  be  the  equal  of  the  JHU-Garrett 
specimen  in  terms  of  quality.

299  1852  Pattern  Gold  Dollar.  Judd-145.  Rarity-6.  Gold.  Plain  Edge.  Thin  Planchet. 

Brilliant  Proof  65.  An  absolutely  wonderful  example  of  this  curious  issue.  The 
surfaces  are  extremely  reflective  and  the  quality  of  strike  is  considerably  above 
average.  Other  than  a tiny  mint-made  mark  to  the  right  of  the  second  S in  STATES, 
this  coin  is  virtually  perfect.  It  has  been  estimated  that  approximately  two  dozen 
or  so  examples  are  known  of  Judd-145,  with  a number  of  these  being  impounded 
or  in  some  degree  impaired.  This  piece  represents  the  finest  available  quality  and 
is  an  exceptionally  important  offering  for  the  collector  of  Patterns  or  Gold  Dollars.

300  1852  Pattern  Gold  Dollar.  Judd-145.  Rarity-7.  Gold.  Plain  Edge.  Thick  Planchet 

variety.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Struck  on  a noticeably  thicker  planchet  than  the 
preceding  coin.  As  the  Thick  Planchet  varieties  of  Judd-145  show  a different 
degree  of  reflectiveness,  a less  sharp  impression  and  a number  of  fine  die  cracks 
on  the  reverse,  we  would  surmise  that  these  pieces  could  be  classified  as  Mint 
restrikes.  This  particular  example  is  identifiable  by  some  fine  lint  marks  at  STAT 
in  STATES,  otherwise,  it  is  virtually  as  struck.  Extremely  Rare;  if  one  assumes 
that  the  total  number  of  Judd-145  1852  Pattern  Gold  Dollars  number  24  or  so 
coins,  it  is  probable  that  no  more  than  4 to  6 of  these  are  of  the  Thick  Planchet 
variety.  An  important  companion  piece.

1852  Pattern  Gold  Dollar.  Judd-147.  Rarity-7.  Copper.  Plain  Edge.  Mint  State  63.  Red 

and  brown.  Somewhat  crudely  struck  as  is  typical  of  the  copper  variants  of  this  design; 
the  borders  are  flat  with  this  being  most  noticeable  above  DOLLAR.  This  piece  is  a much 
earlier  Die  State  than  the  example  of  Judd-147  which  we  sold  as  Lot  3505  in  our  September 
1987  Sale;  it  shows  far  fewer  die  breaks  and  a much  sharper  overall  impression.  Based 
on  its  frequency  of  appearance  at  auction  throughout  the  years,  we  estimate  that  ap- 
proximately 8 to  10  pieces  exist. 


CDNDITIDN  CENSUS  1852-C  GDLD  DDLLAR 


302  1852-C.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  As  on  virtually  all  known  examples  of  this  date, 

the  reverse  shows  a mint-made  defect  between  the  second  L and  the  A in  DOLLAR.  A 
wonderful,  high  quality  example  of  this  scarce  issue  with  an  excellent  overall  impression 
and  superb  mint  color.  The  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  and  quite  clean.  This  coin  is  tied 
with  a few  other  pieces  as  the  fifth  Finest  Known  example  for  the  date. 


303  1852-C.  Mint  State  60.  The  reverse  defect  is  present  and  it  has  weakened  much  of  the 

LA  in  DOLLAR.  Otherwise,  a very  sharp  impression  for  the  date  with  approximately  50% 
of  the  denticles  visible.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  and  have  toned  to  pleasing  coppery  orange 
color.  Another  Condition  Census  example  of  this  underrated  issue.

304  1855  Type  2.  Mint  State  63.  Frosty  and  quite  well  struck  with  the  exception  of  the  8 

in  the  date  which  is  a bit  weak.  Struck  from  clashed  dies  and  with  a die  bulge  visible 
below  the  obverse  device.  Under  magnification,  we  note  a few  faint  pin  scratches  on  the 
obverse;  were  it  not  for  these,  this  would  rank  as  one  of  the  nicer  examples  of  this  scarce 
and  popular  issue  which  we  have  seen  in  some  time. 


1855  Type  2.  Mint  State  60+.  A good  strike  for  the  date  and  the  type,  with  just  a bit 
of  weakness  noted  on  the  8 in  the  date.  The  surfaces  are  clean  and  lustrous  with  very 
pleasing  light  orange  gold  color.  This  coin  appears  to  be  strictly  original,  uncleaned  and, 
as  such,  it  would  make  a very  presentable  type  example. 


1858.  Mint  State  63.  The  obverse  is  semi-prooflike  while  the  reverse  is  frosty.  Both  sides 
are  well  impressed  and  we  note  partial  wire  rims.  As  on  most  examples  of  this  date,  there 
are  some  mint-made  planchet  striations.  While  not  a really  rare  date  in  Mint  State,  the 
1858  Gold  Dollar  is  seen  less  often  in  Mint  State  63  than  one  might  expect. 


1861.  Mint  State  65.  Struck  from  heavily  clashed  dies  on  a planchet  which  shows  light 
striations  as  is  common  on  1861  Gold  Dollars.  Nonetheless,  the  detail  is  excellent  and 
the  lustrous  surfaces  are  free  of  significant  non  mint-induced  marks.  A common  enough 
date  in  lower  grades,  but  quite  scarce  as  choice  as  this. 
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VERY  RARE  1861-D  GOLD  DOLLAR

308  1861-D.  About  Uncirculated  58.  A typical  strike  for  this  issue  with  the  U in  UNITED 

indistinct  and  the  N in  that  word  somewhat  soft;  the  central  details  are  quite 
bold  with  the  Indian's  headdress  unusually  sharp  and  a full  date  and  value.  The 
surfaces  retain  a great  majority  of  their  original  lustre  and  have  toned  to  a very 
pleasing  medium  gold  shade.  There  is  just  the  slightest  amount  of  wear  visible 
on  the  high  spots  of  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  can  rightfully  be  called  fully 
Mint  State.  Taglione  estimates  that  only  "a  few  more  than  30"  examples  are 
known.  Interestingly,  approximately  25%  of  these  grade  Mint  State.  With  the 
exception  of  the  uncollectible  1849-C  Open  Wreath,  this  is  the  single  rarest  Gold 
Dollar.

309  1866.  Mint  State  66.  An  amazing  "first  strike"  example.  This  is  a needle-sharp  specimen 

with  some  crumbling  about  the  extreme  edges  of  the  milling  (not  affecting  any  of  the 
denticles).  The  surfaces  are  ablaze  with  intense  reflectiveness  giving  excellent  contrast 
to  the  frosty  devices  and  the  natural  greenish  golden  mint  color  is  superb.  A scarce  low 
mintage  date  as  only  7,100  were  struck  for  general  usage. 


310  1874.  Mint  State  65.  All  of  LIBERTY  is  indistinct  with  the  exception  of  the  L.  As  on  most 

examples  of  this  particular  die  variety.  Liberty's  hair  and  the  date  are  somewhat  weakly 
struck.  However,  this  is  an  absolutely  superb  coin  with  exceptional  orange  gold  color  atop 
frosty,  undisturbed  surfaces.  While  this  date  is  extremely  easy  to  locate  in  Mint  State  60 
and  even  Mint  State  63,  gems  of  this  quality  are  scarce  and  significantly  underrated.  This 
would  make  a wonderful  Type  3 type  coin  or  it  would  work  well  in  the  finest  of  Gold  Dollar 
sets. 
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VERY  RARE  PROOF  1877  GOLD  DOLLAR 


1877.  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Easily  identifiable  as  a Proof  by  its  full  orange  peel  texture,  as 
well  as  the  placement  of  the  date;  on  true  Proofs  of  this  year,  the  date  slants  slightly  to 
the  right.  Both  sides  are  quite  reflective  and  appear  very  choice  to  the  naked  eye;  under 
magnification  we  note  a few  very  fine  hairlines  in  the  right  obverse  field.  One  of  only  20 
Proofs  struck;  of  these  only  10  to  12  exist  with  at  least  2 or  3 of  these  impounded  in 
museums  and  a number  of  other  pieces  severely  impaired.  An  important  coin. 


1878.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Semi-prooflike.  Quite  sharply  struck  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  obverse  center  which  has  been  weakened  by  some  mint-made  striations.  Superb 
rich  orange  gold  mint  color  atop  unusually  choice  surfaces.  In  our  opinion,  this  coin  is 
at  least  one  full  point  undergraded  and,  we  seriously  doubt  that  it  will  remain  encapsulated 
much  longer.  A very  scarce  coin;  only  3,000  business  strikes  were  produced. 


SUPERB  1880  GOLD  DOLLAR

1880.  Mint  State  65.  Frosty  with  considerable  prooflike  reflectiveness  noted.  Quite  well 
struck  for  the  date  with  the  borders  lacking  the  die  deterioration  commonly  seen.  Both 
the  obverse  and  reverse  display  delicate  green  gold  mint  bloom  color.  Both  sides  are  ex- 
ceedingly clean  and  this  coin  is  really  just  about  "as  struck."  A stunning  Gold  Dollar  and 
a rarity  as  well;  only  1,600  business  strikes  were  produced.  This  is  certainly  among  the 
finer  survivors. 
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314  1880.  Mint  State  64.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty  with  a bit  of  reflectiveness  noted. 

Lovely  rich  golden  color  gives  this  coin  excellent  “eye  appeal.”  Scarce  and  very  popular 
due  to  its  minuscule  mintage  of  only  1,600  business  strikes.  Examples  of  this  quality  are 
scarce. 


GORGEOUS  PROOF  1885  GOLD  DOLLAR

315  1885.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A delightful  cameo  example  with  excellent  contrast  noted  be- 

tween the  device  in  the  fields.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  have  a rich  orange  peel  tex- 
ture which  is  plainly  visible  below  pleasing  medium  cloudy  golden  color.  The  surfaces 
are  reflective  and  free  of  noticeable  hairlines.  As  this  is  one  of  the  more  “common”  Proof 
Gold  Dollars,  this  would  make  an  excellent  example  for  the  type  collector. 


316  1887.  Brilliant  Proof  60-I-.  Very  appealing  medium  cloudy  toning  is  visible  atop  surfaces 

which  are  reflective  and  retain  rich  orange  peel  texture.  Upon  very  careful  examination, 
we  notice  a few  faint  hairlines  below.  One  of  1,043  Proofs  struck. 


317  1888.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  An  unusually  reflective  example  with  even  light  golden  color. 

Other  than  a faint  fingerprint  in  the  lower  left  obverse  field,  the  surfaces  are  quite  choice 
with  the  reverse  especially  so.  One  of  approximately  150  or  so  known  Proofs  of  this  date 
and  above  average  in  terms  of  quality  and  appearance. 
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1889.  Mint  State  65.  A pristine  gem  example,  well  struck  including  full  denticle  defini- 
tion. The  satiny  mint  surfaces  exhibit  full  original  mint  bloom  color  with  tinges  of  greenish 
orange  overtones.  Popular  last  year  of  the  denomination.

CHOICE  AND  RARE  1805  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1805.  About  Uncirculated  50-(-.  A bold  impression  for  the  type  and  date  struck  in  lovely 
light  green  gold.  The  obverse  shows  just  a bit  of  wear  and  retains  a good  amount  of  proof- 
like reflectiveness;  the  reverse  is  basically  Mint  State  and  has  a blend  of  frost  and  mirror- 
like reflectiveness.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  free  of  circulation  marks.  We  note  some  fairly 
extensive  reverse  adjustment  marks  at  the  rims  and  centers  which  ever  so  slightly  weaken 
the  detail.  Only  1,781  1805  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck  and  we  feel  that  only  75  to  85 
still  exist.  This  specimen  is  definitely  far  above  average  and  it  would  make  a simply  out- 
standing type  coin. 


1835.  Mint  State  60-(-.  A typical  strike  for  the  date  with  the  hair  below  RTY  in  LIBERTY 
and  the  corresponding  reverse  quite  weakly  struck.  The  surfaces  are  almost  wholly  proof- 
like and  have  a splendid  rich  light  greenish  color.  A few  light  contact  marks  in  the  fields 
are  somewhat  accentuated  by  the  depth  of  the  reflectiveness.  Overall,  a very  pleasing 
and  “flashy"  example  of  this  scarce  and  short-lived  type. 
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THE  SECOND  FINEST  KNOWN  1843  C LARGE  DATE  QUARTER  EAGLE

321  1843-C  Large  Date,  Plain  4.  Recut  date  and  mintmark.  Mint  State  60.  Early  Die  State 

with  the  3 in  the  date  showing  repunching  at  their  bases  and  the  mintmark  very  sharply 
doubled  to  the  left.  Somewhat  weakly  struck  at  the  centers  as  often  seen  on  examples 
of  this  date.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  satiny  and  display  superb  rich  golden  color; 
we  note  some  lighter  greenish  gold  color  at  the  value.  A few  very  faint  marks  on  Liberty's 
cheek  and  an  area  of  mint-made  roughness  at  2 o'clock  on  the  obverse  serve  as  iden- 
tification. This  is  a scarce  date  in  any  grade  with  a total  of  75  to  80  known  pieces.  Of 
these,  the  vast  majority  are  well  worn  and  even  About  Uncirculated  examples  are  rare. 
This  is  one  of  only  2 known  pieces  which  grade  Mint  State  and  it  is  listed  as  the  second 
finest  specimen  in  Winter's  standard  reference  on  Charlotte  Mint  gold  coins.  The  only 
other  finer  example  of  this  date  is  the  incomparable  Fairfield:  490  piece  which  is  off  the 
market  indefinitely.

CHDiCE  UNCIRCULATED  18540  QUARTER  EAGLE 


322  1854-0.  Mint  State  63.  Quite  sharply  struck  from  dies  which  show  less  of  the  peripheral 

die  rust  than  is  usually  seen  on  examples  of  this  date.  The  surfaces  are  quite  lustrous 
and  the  reverse  is  slightly  reflective.  Both  sides  exhibit  lovely  light  green  gold  color  with 
flashes  of  orange  at  the  upper  obverse  and  across  much  of  the  reverse.  A large  number 
of  1854-0  Quarter  Eagles  were  included  in  the  famous  Jackson,  Tennessee  hoard  of  a 
few  years  back  and  were  well  distributed  through  numismatic  channels.  However,  most 
of  the  examples  in  that  hoard  of  this  date  were  either  circulated  or  incurred  numerous 
severe  abrasions  after  being  dug  up.  In  this  grade,  the  1854-0  Quarter  Eagle  is  very  scarce.

1857-D.  Mint  State  60+.  Remarkably  well  struck  for  a Dahlonega  Quarter  Eagle  and  with 
a minimal  amount  of  the  rim  beveling  which  characterizes  this  issue.  The  fields  are  most- 
ly prooflike  and  this  tends  to  accentuate  some  light  marks  on  the  obverse;  the  reverse 
is  very  choice.  Of  the  original  mintage  figure  of  2,364  coins,  it  is  estimated  that  only  44 
to  55  pieces  still  exist.  It  is  probable  that  there  was,  at  one  time,  a hoard  of  1857-D  Quarter 
Eagles,  as  there  are  as  many  as  10  known  Mint  State  examples;  in  a surviving  population 
of  this  size  and  from  this  era,  one  would  only  expect  a tiny  fraction  of  the  survivors  to 
be  in  high  grades. 


VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1859  QUARTER  EAGLE 


324  1859.  Mint  State  64.  Struck  from  the  Type  2 or  "Modified"  reverse  hub.  Quite  sharply 

struck  for  the  date  with  just  the  slightest  amount  of  softness  visible  on  the  eagle's  left 
leg.  The  surfaces  are  exceptionally  frosty  and  vibrant  with  beautiful  natural  mint  color. 
Unlike  most  examples  of  this  date,  there  are  no  detracting  striations.  This  date  is  reasonably 
scarce  in  lower  grades  and  is  inevitably  found  in  Very  Fine  or  Extremely  Fine  condition. 
Uncirculated  1859  Quarter  Eagles  are  legitimately  rare  and  choice  pieces  are  very  rare. 
We  have  not  handled  a finer  piece  and  would  not  be  surprised  if  this  was  not  among  the 
Finest  Known. 
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CONDITION  CENSUS  1865  S QUARTER  EAGLE 


325  1865-S.  Mint  State  60.  A typical  strike  for  the  date  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  centers 

not  fully  brought-up.  An  exceedingly  attractive  coin  which  is  lustrous  and  which  displays 
good  color.  There  are  a few  contact  marks  on  the  surfaces  and  we  note  a scratch  near 
the  second  A in  AMERICA,  but  this  piece  is  far  nicer  than  its  grade  might  imply.  In  Uncir- 
culated, the  1865-S  Quarter  Eagle  is  very  rare.  Until  a small  hoard  was  discovered  in  1979, 
it  appeared  that  this  date  was  unknown  above  About  Uncirculated.  Today  we  are  aware 
of  only  5 pieces  (including  this  coin)  which  qualify  as  Mint  State. 


VERY  RARE  PROOF  1872  QUARTER  EAGLE

326  1872.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A remarkable  example  of  this  great  rarity.  The  surfaces 

are  undisturbed  and  highly  reflective  with  excellent  contrast  noted  between  the 
frosted  device  and  the  mirror-like  fields.  By  means  of  future  identification,  we 
note  one  infinitesimal  lint  mark  below  the  E in  UNITED.  Only  30  Proofs  struck;

tor Snowden  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  April  28,  1854,  and  we  can 
presume  that  possibly  another  dozen  or  so  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  in- 
troduction of  this  new  denomination  in  1854.  Of  this  original  mintage,  we  estimate 
that  between  6 and  10  pieces  still  exist,  with  a number  of  these  having  been 
severely  cleaned  at  one  time  or  abused  in  some  other  fashion.  This  example 
represents  unusual  quality,  as  its  surfaces  retain  all  of  their  original  mirror-like 
reflectiveness  below  splashes  of  rich  coppery  orange  toning.  We  note  some 
hairlines  scattered  about,  as  one  might  expect  from  a coin  of  this  grade,  but  the 
overall  appearance  is  exceptional.  In  terms  of  overall  quality,  this  piece  is  not  far 
removed  from  the  piece  which  we  sold  as  Lot  2393  in  our  Buddy  Ebsen  Sale 
which  was  catalogued  as  the  third  Finest  Known.

345  1855-S.  Formerly  sold  as  l-Ot  881  in  Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '84  and  nicely 

described  as  follows:  "Proof  63.  A very  attractive,  Brilliant  Proof  with  a 100% 
full  strike,  a sharp,  square  edge  and  deep  mirror  fields  that  have  considerable 
'orange  peel'  ....  The  color  is  a rich  greenish  gold  and  orange.  There  are  some 
light  hairlines  on  the  surfaces  but  virtually  no  contact  marks  or  abrasions.  In  front 
of  the  face  and  behind  the  head  there  is  the  'porosity'  (resulting  from  double 
striking  and  conforming  exactly  to  the  shape  of  the  wreath  on  the  reverse  which 
received  the  metal  flow)  that  is  seen  on  almost  all  Proof  63's.  From  the  stand- 
point of  quality  and  overall  appearance,  this  coin  is  very  pleasing,  better  than 
most  1854  Proofs  we've  seen,  as  well  as  most  of  the  1856  and  1857  Proofs. 
This  coin  is  undoubtedly  unique  and  its  existence  was  not  known  or  even  rumored 
until  it  surfaced  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  a short  time  ago.  Its  Proof  status 
is,  in  our  opinion,  absolutely  certain  and  the  coin  was  surely  struck  to  mark  the 
first  minting  of  the  Three  Dollar  denomination  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  (At  least 
one  Quarter  and  two  or  three  Half  Dollars  were  struck  for  a similar  purpose  in 
1855  and  this  coin  is  almost  identical  in  overall  'fabric'  to  those  pieces.  There 
is  also  a single  Proof  1854-S  $20  in  the  Smithsonian  minted  a year  earlier  to 
commemorate  the  first  $20  struck  in  San  Francisco).  We  have  examined  this  coin 
for  many  hours,  comparing  it  both  to  business  strikes  of  the  period  and  to  Proofs, 
including  an  1855  Philadelphia  Mint  Proof  $3.  It  is  totally  unlike  any  business 
strike  1855-S  $3  in  overall  appearance  and  texture  (albeit  from  the  same  dies) 
and  it  is  remarkably  similar  to  the  1855  $3  Proof  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
In  fact,  if  there  were  no  'S'  mintmark  on  the  reverse,  one  would  immediately  take 
it  for  an  1855  Philadelphia  Mint  Proof  . . 

In  its  only  prior  auction  appearance,  this  coin  realized  $41,250.  When  one  con- 
siders the  incredible  rarity  and  the  significance  of  this  piece,  that  amount  seems 
ridiculously  low.

Slightly  prooflike  but  with  the  surfaces  somewhat  disrupted  by  a number  of  small  abra- 
sions in  the  fields.  This  coin  has  actually  received  very  little  in  the  way  of  wear  as  evidenced 
by  an  examination  of  the  high  spots.  In  early  1873,  the  Chief  Coiner  of  the  United  States 
Mint  complained  that  the  logotype  of  the  Closed  3 from  this  date  looked  too  much  like 
an  8,  and  ordered  a switch  to  an  Open  3.  This  did  not  occur  until  quantities  of  Closed 
3 coins  were  struck;  as  evidenced  by  the  presence  of  the  Closed  3 on  the  regular  dies 
trial  piece  patterns  in  copper  (Judd-1333)  and  in  aluminum  (Judd-1334).  Additionally,  on 
the  other  denominations  of  this  year,  the  Closed  3 coins  are  known  to  have  been  struck 
first.  Thus  it  seems  quite  logical  to  us  that  these  coins  are  originals  while  the  Open  3 
coins  are  restrikes.

Extremely  well  struck  for  the  date  with  the  hair  to  the  left  of  Liber- 
ty's ear  and  the  corresponding  breast  feathers  on  the  reverse  showing  unusual- 
ly strong  detail.  The  surfaces  show  a few  light  abrasions  with  none  of  these 
especially  deep  or  detracting;  there  are  no  adjustment  marks  noted  as  well.

An  average  strike  for  the  date  with  a bit  of  weakness  noted  on  the  uppermost  part  of 
the  central  obverse  but  with  good  detail  on  the  reverse.  Light  greenish  gold  color  with 
fully  prooflike  reflectiveness  in  the  protected  areas;  the  obverse  fields  show  some  clusters 
of  abrasions.

This 
coin  is  remarkably  free  of  bag  marks  and  it  has  undoubtedly  received  some  special  care 
since  the  time  it  was  struck.  We  note  a tiny  planchet  flaw  on  Liberty's  cheek  immediately 
below  the  ear,  as  well  as  a few  ultra-fine  hairlines  in  the  left  obverse  field.  Approximately

413  1858.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Formerly  sold  as  Lot  1454  in  the  November,  1979  NERCA  Sale 

and  there  described  as  follows:  "...  A new,  unlisted  die  variety  discovered  by  Paul  Nugget 
at  the  1979  ANA  Convention  and  substantiated  by  Walter  Breen.  Formerly  all  business 
strike  1858  $10's  known  were  struck  from  a lapped  die,  with  curls  partly  detached  from 
the  back  of  the  neck.  This  specimen  must  have  been  one  of  the  first  business  strikes 
coined,  as  it  is  struck  from  these  same  dies,  but  unlapped,  with  curls  fully  joined  to  the 
neckline  and  each  other.  A most  interesting  coin,  although  its  real  value  lies  in  its  rarity 
and  fame  as  a date.  Perhaps  the  most  famous  of  all  $10  gold  pieces,  and  a classic  U.  S. 
rarity." 

This  date  is  quite  rare  in  all  grades  with  the  total  surviving  population  of  only  three  dozen 
or  so  coins.  Most  pieces  are  heavily  worn  and  show  a great  number  of  marks.  This  par- 
ticular coin  retains  a bit  of  original  mint  lustre,  has  excellent  color  and  far  fewer  marks 
than  normally  seen.  Overall,  this  is  a very  exciting  coin  for  the  specialist.

of  pieces  struck  in  gold,  gilted  copper  and  aluminum.  The  individual  coins  are 
described  as  follows.  Judd-661.  High  Rarity-7.  Gold.  Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof 
67.  Formerly  sold  as  Lot  332  in  Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '87  and  described 
as  follows:  "Rich  yellow  gold  color  and  full  original  Proof  brilliance.  The  surfaces 
are  absolutely  pristine  and  the  coin  is  essentially  as  struck.  (The  fields  do  show 
a myriad  of  raised  crisscrossing  die  scratches  that  resulted  when  the  dies  were 
polished  with  a cloth.  All  known  specimens  in  all  metals  have  precisely  the  same 
die  scratches.)  We  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a finer  quality  Proof  gold  coin  of  this 
period.  Magnificent!"  Previous  to  its  appearance  in  Auction  '87,  this  coin  was 
sold  as  Lot  528  in  Auction  '84;  prior  to  that  it  was  the  property  of  Dr.  Wilkison 
and  was  earlier  in  the  collections  of  Dr.  Judd  and  F.  C.  C.  Boyd.  This  coin  is  il- 
lustrated in  Akers'  standard  work  on  United  States  Gold  Patterns.  There  are  two 
other  specimens  known,  one  of  which  is  impounded  in  the  Connecticut  State 
Library.  Judd-662.  Copper.  Reeded  Edge.  Rarity-7.  Giit.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  The 
surfaces  are  somewhat  disturbed  from  the  gilting  process,  but  this  piece  appears 
to  be  an  absolute  gem.  While  not  nearly  of  the  rarity  of  Judd-661,  this  piece  is 
quite  desirable  in  its  own  right.  In  the  last  15  years,  there  have  been  a total  of 
13  auction  appearances  which  represent  6 or  7 different  specimens.  We  feel  that 
a total  of  8 to  10  are  known  with  a number  of  these  impounded.  Judd-663. 
Aluminum.  Reeded  Edge.  Rarity-7.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Outstanding  quality  for  an 
aluminum  pattern  with  the  surfaces  showing  unusual  reflectiveness  and  an 
absence  of  spotting  or  flaws.  This  issue  is  actually  surprisingly  "common"  com- 
pared to  some  of  the  other  aluminum  patterns  of  this  issue.  There  have  been 
a total  of  17  auction  appearances  since  1972;  this  probably  represents  8 or  9 
separate  coins.  We  feel  that  this  issue  is  in  the  lower  ranges  of  Rarity-7  with 
approximately  one  dozen  known. 

The  only  time  that  these  three  issues  have  appeared  together  (as  a set)  was 
when  Paramount  purchased  the  Dr.  Wilkison  Collection.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  these  have  never  appeared  as  a set  at  public  auction.  Truly  an  un- 
precedented opportunity.

1868.  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Formerly  sold  by  us  as  Lot  2703  in  our  Buddy  Ebsen  Sale  and 
there  described  as  follows:  “This  is  a most  attractive  coin  that  meets  the  diagnostic  criteria 
set  forth  for  Proofs  of  this  year  by  Breen,  i.e.,  the  second  stripe  is  thin  from  die  polishing. 
Additionally,  the  surfaces  have  a “look”  indicative  of  Proof  Eagles  of  this  era.  Some  handling 
marks  are  visible  below  rich  orange  gold  toning,  full  mirror-like  reflectiveness  is  retained. 
Very  Rare;  only  25  were  struck  and  only  7 or  8 are  known.  Two  of  these  are  in  institu- 
tions and  at  least  3 others  have  impairments.  This  is  an  exceedingly  rare  Eagle  and  may 
well  be  the  only  Proof  to  come  to  market  for  many  more  years."

417  1879-0.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Quite  sharply  struck  and  prooflike  but  with  the  reflec- 

tiveness of  the  surface  somewhat  interrupted  by  a rather  heavy  concentration  of  abra- 
sions in  the  fields.  The  most  noticeable  of  these  marks  is  located  immediately  above  Liber- 
ty's hair  bun.  Interestingly,  this  coin  has  really  received  very  little  in  the  way  of  actual 
wear,  as  a careful  examination  of  its  high  spots  show  a virtual  absence  of  this.  In  addition 
to  being  the  first  Eagle  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint  after  the  end  of  the  Civil  War, 
this  is  also  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Eagles.  Only  1,500  coins  were  struck  and  we  estimate 
that  only  25  or  so  coins  still  exist.  This  date  is  apparently  unique  in  Mint  State  and  just 
a handful  of  pieces  reach  the  About  Uncirculated  level.  Overall,  this  piece  is  comparable 
to  the  specimen  sold  as  Lot  282  in  Stack's  January  1986  Sale;  that  coin  realized  $3,740.

The  sur- 
faces show  some  light  abrasions  with  the  most  serious  of  these  located  at  the  base  of 
the  first  1 in  the  date;  the  reverse  is  quite  choice.  A legitimately  rare  coin  in  full  Mint  State 
with  less  than  a dozen  known.

This  date  is  quite  a bit  rarer  than 
its  mintage  of  6,764  coins  would  suggest.  A great  majority  of  the  surviving  population 
is  well  worn  and  the  "typical"  coin  is  apt  to  only  grade  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  In 
full  Mint  State,  this  date  is  extremely  rare  and  we  doubt  if  more  than  half  a dozen  or  so 
specimens  exist.

435  1907  Wire  Edge  with  Periods.  Mint  State  64.  Quite  well  struck  with  lovely  pale 

golden  color.  The  surfaces  are  exceptionally  clean  and  possess  a vibrancy  and 
quality  of  lustre  not  often  seen  on  this  issue.  The  rims  are  very  clean  and  lack 
the  myriad  of  small  marks  which  plague  this  issue.  While  no  one  is  exactly  sure 
whether  this  issue  was  struck  as  a Proof  or  not,  this  particular  specimen  gives 
a convincing  argument  for  ascribing  Proof  status,  as  it  has  an  overall  appearance 
which  is  highly  suggestive  of  a special  method  of  manufacture.  Ultimately,  this 
point  is  moot,  as  the  desirability  of  this  coin  is  quite  strong  no  matter  how  it 
was  struck.

the  date.  Formerly  sold  as  Lot  2099  in  the  Bowers  and  Merena  King  of  Siam  Sale 
and  there  described  as  follows:  "A  business  strike  issue,  not  a Proof,  and  one 
of  just  750  business  strikes  made!  Following  the  1882  and  the  1861  Philadelphia 
Paquet  $20,  this  issue  has  the  lowest  business  strike  production  quantity  of  any 
Double  Eagle  from  that  eastern  mint.  David  Akers  notes  that  it  is  comparable 
in  rarity  to  the  1854-0  and  1870-CC,  so  far  (as)  the  total  number  of  surviving 
specimens  is  concerned.  He  traces  auction  appearances  for  26  business  strikes, 
which,  net  of  duplication  (sic?)  probably  equates  to  15  to  20  different  pieces. 
In  addition,  a number  of  Proofs  survive.”  A fairly  noticeable  mark  in  the  motto 
on  the  reverse  serves  as  identification. 


451  1885.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Remarkably,  a second  business  strike  example  of 

this  important  rarity.  This  piece  is  also  prooflike  and  is  a virtual  twin  to  the  first 
1885  Double  Eagle  in  terms  of  overall  quality.  This  piece  is  most  readily  iden- 
tifiable by  a long  reeding  mark  above  the  arrows  on  the  reverse.  We  also  note 
some  surface  marks  across  the  cheek.  An  outstanding  opportunity  for  the  serious 
Double  Eagle  collector  to  acquire  one  of  the  true  rarities  in  the  series.

. certificate  for  authenticity  only.  This  fantastic  piece  was  created  at 
the  Philadelphia  offices  of  Bailey  and  Company.  This  was  a die  sinking  firm  which 
had  been  selected  by  Milton  E.  Clark  (a  partner  in  the  firm)  when  he  traveled 
east  in  December,  1859  in  order  to  purchase  the  machinery,  dies  and  furnishings 
for  his  mint.  ^ 


The  host  coin  is  plainly  visible  to  the  naked  eye;  one  can  plainly  see  two  obverse 
devices,  the  date  "1849,"  two  stars  and  on  the  reverse,  two  sets  of  devices, 
etc.  It  appears  that  this  piece  was  struck  on  a specially  pol- 
ished planchet,  as  it  has  a reflectiveness  which  would  most  probably  not  be  found 
on  the  1849  Eagle.  Evidently,  this  piece  was  saved  by  an  employee  of  Bailey  and 
Company  and  did  not  appear  until  1933  when  it  was  brought  to  the  United  States 
Mint  for  melting  by  an  employee  of  the  successor  to  the  original  firm.  It  was  then 
saved  by  a foresighted  mint  employee  and  was  first  publicized  to  the  numismatic 
world  some  time  in  the  mid-1950's. 

This  is  an  absolutely  unique  piece  which,  we  feel,  represents  one  of  the  most 
exciting  Territorial  rarities  ever  sold.  To  give  prospective  bidders  a sense  of  the 
value  of  this  coin,  in  a Spring  1976  Fixed  Price  List,  a prominent  dealer  offered 
for  sale  a comparable  Clark,  Gruber  overstriking  (this  one  being  on  an  1857-S 
Double  Eagle)  for  $85,000.

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Grading 

David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  the  numerical  grading  system  that  originated  with  Dr. 
William  Sheldon  and  was  first  popularized  for  all  coins  by  Paramount  Interna- 
tional Coin  Corp.  Because  there  can  still  be  a significant  variance  in  perceived 
quality  between  two  coins  of  the  same  numerical  grade,  we  are  also  using  a “+”  to 
distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of  a particular  numerical  classification.  Thus  a 
coin  graded  “65+”  is  still  an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  better  than  most 
other  coins  that  also  technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however,  a 66  or  67 
quality  coin  but  rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  (to  some 
bidders)  a premium  over  a normal  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision  is  not 
meant  to  confuse  but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the  most 
accurate  possible  numerical  depiction  of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the  coin 
being  described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  adjectival  descrip- 
tions, we  have  continued  to  provide  them  as  well  as  a numerical  grade.  The 
correlation  between  adjectives  and  numbers,  as  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.  uses  them, 
is  as  follows: 

a)  Superb  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  67,  68  or  69 

b)  Gem  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  65  or  66 

c)  Very  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  64 

d)  Choice  (Uncirculated  or  Proof):  63 

e)  No  adjective,  just  Uncirculated  or  Proof:  60,  61  or  62 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers  and  standard  adjectives,  David 
W.  Akers,  Inc.  gives  a description  that  focuses  on  the  factors  that  most  influence 
value,  i.e.  strike,  lustre,  color  and  noticeable  or  detracting  marks.  By  combining 
all  these  factors,  numerical  grade,  adjectival  grade,  and  detailed  description,  we 
hope  to  have  presented  as  thorough  a picture  as  possible  of  the  coin’s  overall 
appearance  and  technical  state  of  preservation  so  that  the  potential  bidder  can 
effectively  determine  what  the  coin  being  described  is  worth  to  him.

A very  attractive,  glossy  medium 
brown  color  with  a considerable  amount  of  mint  red  about  the  devices,  especially  on 
the  obverse.  Some  very  light  scattered  “keg  marks”  are  visible  also  mainly  on  the 
obverse.  A die  break  extends  from  the  rim  between  the  7 and  the  9 through  the  base 
of  the  7,  the  1 and  curl  to  the  lower  left  field.  Generally  well  struck  except  for  the  lower 
right  part  of  the  wreath.

509.  1857  Flying  Eagle,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deeply  mirrored  fields  and  radiant  lustre, 
both  uncommon  occurrences  on  a proof  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent.  The 
surfaces  have  a few  very  trivial  hairlines  and  pinpoint  spots  as  well  as  very 
attractive  light  iridescent  toning.  In  his  book  on  proof  coinage,  Walter  Breen 
indicates  that  this  is  a great  rarity  and  he  estimates  that  only  10-12  are 
known.  We  feel  there  are  probably  about  twice  that  many  (20-24)  in  exist- 
ence but  even  that  quantity  puts  the  proof  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent  squarely 
in  the  “Very  Rare”  category.

Dark  staining  around  border  and  across  capdueto 
long-time  storage  in  a wooden  drawer,  but  essentially  no  marks  or  impair- 
ments. Of  great  rarity  and  historical  importance;  it  is  claimed  that  only  12 
pieces  were  struck.  Ex  Dodson-Collier  Sale,  Lot  3421. 

The  Confederate  Cent  was  designed  by  Mr.  Robert  Lovett  Jr.,  a die  sinker 
from  Philadelphia.  Lovett  had  been  commissioned  for  the  work  by  Bailey  & 
Co.,  Philadelphia  jewelers  who  had  been  contacted  by  the  Confederacy  in 
early  1861  and  asked  to  supply  One  Cent  pieces  to  the  South.  Although  the 
dies  were  prepared  and  12  trial  pieces  struck  in  copper-nickel,  no  coins 
were  ever  delivered.  Mr.  Lovett  kept  the  coins  In  his  cellar  for  more  than  a 
decade  after  the  war  fearing  he  would  be  considered  a traitor  for  assisting 
the  Confederacy.  (Color  Plate)

This  very  attractive  Half  Dime 
rarity  was  featured  as  Lot  1359  in  Superior’s  Club  Cal  Neva  Sale  held  in 
September  of  1987.  It  was  described  as  follows: 

“Extremely  well  struck  with  full  hair  and  sharp  feathers.  The 
obverse  has  a pale  lilac  center  which  deepens  towards  the 
border,  the  reverse  has  an  olive  center  which  deepens  towards 
the  border.  Both  sides  are  lustrous  and  are  quite  clean.  While 
this  piece  probably  will  sell  as  a type  coin,  it  should  be  noted  that 
it  is  a very  rare  variety  with  only  a dozen  or  so  pieces  known.  In 
addition,  this  variety  is  very  rare  in  high  grades  and  we  are 
certain  that  this  coin  is,  at  the  very  least,  one  of  the  finest  known.”

THE  SPECTACULAR  GEM  NORWEB 
1800  LIBEKTY  HALF  DIME 


526.  1800,  LIBEKTY,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  \l-2.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
sale  of  the  Norweb  Half  Dime  collection.  This  beautiful  specimen 
appeared  as  Lot  309  in  Part  I of  the  sale  of  the  Norweb  Collection 
conducted  last  October  (1987)  by  Bowers  and  Merena.  It  was  described 
as  follows: 

“1800  LIBEKTY  variety.  V-2.  MS-65.  Rarity-4  for  variety,  full 
Rarity-7  for  condition.  An  outstanding  example  of  this  popular 
variety,  created  by  a break  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  loop  of  the 
R of  Liberty,  giving  that  letter  the  appearance  of  a K.  Although 
the  variety  is  readily  available,  there  is  but  a handful  surviving  in 
Uncirculated  condition,  probably  fewer  than  a dozen  specimens 
in  all.  Of  those,  this  present  example  ranks  among  the  finest 
known.  Very  typical  central  weakness,  particularly  on  the 
reverse.  Both  surfaces  are  uniform,  pale  golden  brown  with  dark 
gray  highlights.  The  strike  is  about  as  sharp  as  seen  on  the 
variety,  particularly  the  obverse.  The  Mint  had  some  difficulty 
striking  this  small-size  denomination,  and  half  dimes  of  early 
years  are  usually  found  soft  in  the  centers.  The  high  points  of  the 
coin  were  Liberty’s  bustline  and  the  central  portion  of  her  hair, 
behind  her  ear.  These  are  the  positions  that  are  usually  found 
softly  struck.  The  reverse  weakness  is  slightly  more  pronounced 
than  usually  seen.  Additionally,  there  is  an  area  of  weakness 
over  the  eagle’s  left  wing  tip  and  neighboring  cloud.  A cluster  of 
minor  marks  can  be  seen  in  the  left  field,  beneath  the  eagle’s 
wing,  but  these  are  hardly  noticeable  by  the  naked  eye.  Broad 
rims,  typical  of  the  date.” 

This  coin  realized  a price  of  $37,400  in  the  October  1987  sale.  We  believe  a 
higher  bid  should  prevail  today.

Fully  struck  and  attractive  with 
lustrous,  reflective  surfaces.  Another  low  mintage  year.  Only  19,955  Nickels  were 
minted;  of  this  amount  3955  were  proofs. 

532.  1883,  Shield,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Beautiful  multicolored  toning  in  shades  of  gold, 
rose  and  pale  blue.  The  strike  is  exceptional  with  all  details  present.  One  of  the  finest 
examples  of  this  last  year  of  type  we  have  handled.  (Plate) 


533.  1887,  Superb  Proof  67.  Beautiful  deep  mirror  surfaces  toned  in  attractive  shades  of 
rose,  gold  and  blue.  The  strike  is  perfect  and  the  surfaces  are  entirely  free  of  carbon  or 
any  other  imperfections.  A Nickel  for  the  perfectionist.  Only  2960  proofs  minted. 

534,  1909,  Gem  Proof  66.  Another  amazing  proof  Liberty  Head  Nickel.  The  surfaces  are 
immaculate  with  just  a faint  trace  of  gold  and  russet  toning.  Fully  struck  to  the  finest 
details.  Of  the  4763  proofs  issued  in  1909,  few  today  can  match  the  superb  quality  of 
this  outstanding  coin.  Certainly  worth  a premium  bid. 


535.  1924-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Attractive  medium  gold  and  pale  rose  toning.  The  strike 
is  far  above  average  with  nearly  full  tail  and  horn  detail.

Reverse  die  shattered,  but  the 
breaks  there  in  a moderate  state  of  development.  Obverse 
shows  signs  of  clashing.  Very  lustrous,  particularly  about  the 
peripheries  and  beneath  the  toning  on  the  reverse.  Finer  than 
the  Bareford:154  or  Garrett:1581  specimens.  Purchased  pri- 
vately from  the  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company  on  June  10, 
1953.”

593.  1898,  Gem  Proof  65  or  better.  An  outstanding,  fully  brilliant  cameo  proof  Barber  Half 
Dollar.  The  head  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are  heavily  frosted  and  stand  out  against  the 
deep  mirror  fields.  The  obverse  has  just  a few  trivial  hairlines  and  the  reverse  is 
essentially  perfect.  Overall,  this  coin  has  terrific  “eye  appeal”  and  is  a strong  candidate 
for  being  graded  a point  or  two  higher.

Quite  scarce  in  this  high 
grade.  Low  mintage  of  only  604,000  pieces. 


598.  1916-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A gorgeous,  original  specimen  with  radiant  lustre  and 
superb  natural  russet  toning. 

599.  1917-D,  Obverse  Mintmark,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Boldly  struck  with  full  mint 
lustre  and  just  a trace  of  golden  brown  peripheral  toning.  Clean  fields  but  some  light 
slide  marks  down  the  figure  of  Liberty. 

600.  A very  attractive  group  of  three  (3)  original  toned  high  grade  Walkers.  Included  are: 
1918,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  beautiful  deep  russet  and  gold  toning;  1934,  Very 
Choice  64,  medium  golden  gray  toning  with  some  light  rose  color  highlights;  and  1935, 
Gem  Uncirculated  65,  vivid  russet  and  green  gold  toning.  All  the  coins  are  well  struck.

606.  1933-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Another  spectacular  quality  1933-S,  this  one  toned  a 
superb  medium  russet,  violet  and  blue  color.  The  strike  is  absolutely  full  and  the  satiny 
surfaces  are  very  nearly  perfect. 

607.  1934-PDS  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  66  to  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  An  absolutely  fabu- 
lous trio  of  coins  that  could  scarcely  be  matched  much  less  improved  upon.  Each  coin 
is  fully  struck  with  superb  lustre  and  nearly  perfect  satiny  surfaces.  The  D-Mint  issue  is 
mostly  brilliant  with  just  a trace  of  light  russet  toning;  the  other  two  pieces,  particularly 
the  P-Mint,  are  more  toned  but  equally  beautiful  and  original.

608.  1934-PDS  Set,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better.  Not  quite  the  quality  of  the 
preceding  lot  but  still  very  nice.  Each  coin  is  sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with 
light  toning.  The  D-Mint  issue  is  a gem  (MS-65),  the  other  two  just  a shade  less.

609.  1935-PDS  Set,  Gem  Uncirculated  65  or  better.  All  three  pieces  are  completely  original 
with  excellent  lustre  and  virtually  no  marks.  The  light  golden  toned  S-Mint  issue  is  the 
least  choice  of  the  group  but  still  grades  MS-65.

An  excellent  starting 
point  for  a proof  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollar  collection.  Two  pieces. 


625.  1942,  Superb  Proof  67.  A gorgeous,  nearly  perfect  gem  proof  with  flawless  deep  mirror 
surfaces.  Russet  and  gold  peripheral  toning  on  the  obverse  while  the  reverse  is 
completely  brilliant.  A spectacular  proof  worth  a premium  bid. 

626.  1942,  Gem  Proof  66.  Spectacular,  full  original  brilliance  with  nearly  flawless,  deeply 
mirrored  surfaces.  If  you  have  been  looking  for  a proof  with  "flash”,  look  no  further. 
21,120  proofs  were  issued. 

627.  An  exceptionally  nice,  high  quality  group  of  Walking  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  This  group  of 
four  (4)  pieces  includes  a 1945-D  with  pale  rose  toning;  1946  with  russet  and  gold 
toning;  1946-S  and  1947.  All  four  coins  grade  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better.

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RARE  AND  BEAUTIFULLY  TONED 
1794  SILVER  DOLLAR 


628.  1794,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Bolender  1.  Lovely  natural  golden  gray 
toning  with  some  greenish  blue  highlights.  A trace  of  original  mint  lustre 
can  still  be  found  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  design.  Only  the  slightest 
evidence  of  circulation  wear  or  cabinet  friction  can  be  seen  on  the  highest 
points.  Numerous  mint  made  adjustment  marks  are  present  around  the 
borders  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Although  these  marks  are  rather 
heavy,  especially  on  the  reverse,  for  the  most  part  they  do  not  interfere  with 
the  central  designs.  Miss  Liberty’s  head  is  very  bold  with  nearly  all  hair  detail 
present.  The  eagle  and  wreath  are  almost  fully  struck  with  considerable 
detail  present.  This  specimen  of  the  United  States'  first  Silver  Dollar  rested 
for  many  years  in  the  collection  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society.  It 
was  sold  in  1983  at  public  auction  by  Bowers  and  Merena  where  it  was 
graded  Extremely  Fine  with  the  adjustment  marks  noted.  We  think  that 
grade  was  overly  conservative  and  feel  that  the  coin  really  has  very  little  real 
wear  and  should  be  graded  a full  AU,  as  we  have  done. 

Mint  records  indicate  that  a total  of  1 758  Silver  Dollars  were  minted 
in  1 794.  Of  this  number,  probably  fewer  than  1 00  pieces  survive  today. 
This  specimen  must  certainly  rank  in  the  top  20-25  when  condition  and 
‘‘eye  appeal”  are  taken  into  consideration.  This  is  a coin  which  cer- 
tainly will  become  the  “centerpiece”  of  an  important  Silver  Dollar 
collection.

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BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  1800  DOLLAR 


629.  1800,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Bolender  4.  Sharply  struck,  off  a little  to  the  right. 
Excellent  lustre  under  attractive  medium  iridescent  gold,  russet  and  blue  toning.  Very 
clean  surfaces;  just  a trace  of  friction  on  the  highest  points  keeps  this  from  the  Mint 
State  category.  A most  attractive,  high  grade  type  coin. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1840  DOLLAR 


630.  1 840,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  attractive  light  to  medium  gold  and 
lilac  toning  with  a few  blue  highlights.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  a 
partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  The  obverse  has  a few  very  light  bagmarks 
but  is  really  virtually  of  gem  quality.  The  reverse  has  two  rather  noticeable 
abrasions  above  the  eagle  but  is  still  quite  choice.  Only  61 ,005  were  minted 
of  this  issue  and  high  grade  mint  state  pieces  of  this  quality  are  very  rare.  We 
have  not  seen  its  equal  in  a number  of  years.

Possibly  Third  Finest  Known  Business  Strike 


631 . 1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  beautiful  coin  is  from  Paramount’s  session 
of  Auction  ’86,  Lot  1747,  where  it  was  described  as  follows: 

“A  truly  outstanding  example  of  this  rare  first  year  of  type.  It  is 
very  sharply  struck  with  almost  full  star  and  head  detail  and  it  has 
highly  lustrous  surfaces  that  are  bathed  in  absolutely  superb 
medium  gold  and  violet  toning.  Like  most  (but  not  all)  business 
strikes,  it  is  fully  prooflike,  although  it  is  not  a coin  anyone 
knowledgeable  would  ever  mistake  for  a proof.  There  are  a few 
miniscule  obverse  bagmarks  on  the  figure  (the  fields  are 
superb!)  but  the  reverse  is  essentially  flawless  and  unimprov- 
able. A stunning  coin  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  appearance 
and  “eye  appeal”. 

Only  49,625  1866  Motto  Silver  Dollars  were  struck,  a figure 
which  included  725  proofs.  T oday,  business  strikes  are  very  rare 
while  proofs,  which  were  meant  to  be  saved,  are  encountered 
with  regularity.

(to  us  anyway).” 


632.  1868,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  One  of  the  finest  specimens  of  this  date  to  appear  at 
auction  in  the  last  several  years.  The  strike  is  near  perfection  with  incredible  detail 
present  on  Miss  Liberty’s  head,  the  obverse  stars  and  the  eagle’s  feathers.  The 
surfaces  are  fully  frosted  with  the  slightest  traces  of  russet  toning  around  the  obverse 
edges.  One  of  the  low  mintage  issues  of  the  series  with  a total  production  of  only 
162,700  pieces.  Graded  by  PCGS  as  MS-63,  an  opinion  which  we  feel  is  on  the 
conservative  side. 
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OUTSTANDING  1870  PROOF  SILVER  DOLLAR 


633.  1870,  Gem  Proof  66. 1000  proofs  minted.  Fully  struck  with  a sharp,  square 
edge  and  exceptional  detail  everywhere  except  at  the  top  of  the  eagle’s 
wing.  The  surfaces  are  literally  flawless  (the  few  apparent  lines  in  the 
obverse  field  are  almost  all  planchet  lines,  not  hairlines)  and  are  highlighted 
with  very  light,  completely  natural  golden  brown  toning.  A sensational  coin 
in  all  respects  with  the  satiny  devices  standing  out  against  the  deeply 
mirrored  fields  to  give  the  coin  a lovely  cameo  effect.  Certainly  one  of  the 
very  finest  1870  proof  Dollars  in  existence. 


634.  1872,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Attractive,  lustrous  surfaces  with  some  very  light  golden 
toning  mainly  found  on  the  obverse.  Although  1,106,450  pieces  were  coined,  few 
remain  today  in  this  high  grade.  Graded  by  PCGS  as  MS-63.  (Plate) 

635.  A large  group  of  early  Morgan  Dollars.  Grades  range  from  Almost  Uncirculated  55  to 
Choice  Uncirculated  63+.

Included  in  this  group  are:  1885, 
1885-0,  1885-S,  1886,  1886-S,  1888, 1888-0  and  1888-S.  Grades  range  from  Almost 
Uncirculated  55  to  Ohoice  Uncirculated  63.  The  1886-S  is  the  lowest  grade  piece  and 
the  1886  and  1888-S  are  on  the  high  end  of  MS-63.  All  eight  coins  are  well  struck  and 
lustrous.  Eight  pieces. 

649.  1885-00,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  a beautiful  deep  mirror  prooflike  with  frosted 
devices  producing  a lovely  cameo  effect;  1887-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  very 
frosty  and  well  struck.  Two  pieces. 

650.  An  attractive  group  of  six  (6)  Silver  Dollars.  This  lot  includes  an  1887, 1887-0, 1891 , 
1891-00, 1891-0  and  1891-S.  Grades  range  from  Almost  Uncirculated  58  to  Choice 
Uncirculated  63.  The  1 887-0  represents  the  lowest  grade  while  the  balance  of  the  coins 
are  Choice  Uncirculated  or  nearly  so.

A 
trace  of  light  toning  around  the  edges.  (Plate) 
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654.  A pair  of  1892-CC  Dollars.  Both  pieces  grade  Choice  Uncirculated  63  and  are  full 
strikes  with  original  mint  lustre  and  a few  traces  of  light  toning  around  the  edges. 
Two  pieces. 

655.  A pair  of  Carson  City  Mint  issues  including  1892-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  full  mint 
lustre  with  semi-prooflike  surfaces;  and  1893-CC,  Uncirculated  60,  very  lustrous,  the 
reverse  is  nearly  of  gem  quality.  Two  pieces. 

656.  1892-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Fully  frosty  and  very  well  struck  for  the  issue. 
Considerable  hair  detail  over  the  ear  and  much  of  the  feather  detail  on  the  eagle  are 
visible.  Some  faint  obverse  bagmarks  but  the  reverse  is  very  clean.  Highly  lustrous 
surfaces  and  just  a whisper  of  pale  golden  toning.  (Plate) 

657.  An  original  roll  of  twenty  (20)  1 892-0  Morgan  Dollars.  Grades  range  from  Uncirculated 
60  to  Choice  Uncirculated  63+  with  most  of  them  in  the  MS-62  to  MS-63  range.  Most  of 
the  coins  are  average  to  above  average  strikes  (none  are  really  flat,  but  none  are  full) 
and  all  have  basically  the  same  delicate  natural  toning.  Close  inspection  is  recom- 
mended because  there  are  some  very  nice  coins  in  the  roll.  Twenty  pieces. 

658.  1892-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  excellent  lustre  and  much  better  than  average 
strike,  light  golden  toning;  1 902,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  a sharply  struck,  satiny  speci- 
men with  absolutely  fantastic  toning.  Two  pieces. 

659.  1893,  Uncirculated  62,  frosty  and  very  sharply  struck,  excellent  lustre  with  just  a trace  of 
very  light  golden  toning;  1893-CC,  Uncirculated  60+,  boldly  struck  with  full  mint  lustre 
and  a touch  of  toning.  Two  pieces,  both  scarce  dates. 

660.  1893,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  lovely  pale  golden  brown  toning,  sharply  struck  and 
lustrous;  1904,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  highly  lustrous  with  very  attractive  light 
golden  toning.  Two  pieces. 

661 . 1893-0,  Uncirculated  62.  Very  sharp  strike  for  the  issue.  Highly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike 
fields  and  just  a trace  of  peripheral  toning.  Moderate  bagmarking  but  still  with  an 
overall  pleasing  appearance.  Very  scarce  this  nice,  particularly  with  such  a strong 
strike  and  good  lustre.  (Plate) 

662.  1894,  Uncirculated  62.  Well  struck  with  full  mint  frost.  Lustrous  surfaces  with  light 
bagmarks,  none  of  which  are  really  serious.  Popular,  low  mintage  date. 

663.  A group  of  three  (3)  better  date  Morgan  Dollars  including:  1894-0, 1894-S  and  1895-0. 
The  rare  1895-0  is  a lustrous  Almost  Uncirculated  55  with  a sharp  strike  and  light 
peripheral  toning.  The  two  branch  mint  1894  issues  are  both  Uncirculated  60+,  possi- 
bly even  a bit  better.  The  1894-0  is  very  sharp  and  lustrous  for  the  issue.  The  1894-S 
has  attractive  light  to  medium  iridescent  toning.  Three  pieces. 


664.  1894-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautifully  toned,  well  struck  example  of  this  moder- 
ately scarce  issue.  The  toning  is  a warm  medium  russet  and  violet  gray  color  and 
underneath  are  lustrous,  virtually  unmarked  surfaces.  One  of  the  nicest  examples  of 
this  date  we  have  seen  in  sometime. 
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665.  1894-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Radiantly  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and 
beautiful  light  golden  toning.  The  surfaces  are  sufficiently  mirrorlike  that  many  will  call 
this  coin  prooflike  rather  than  semi-prooflike.  (Plate) 


RARE  AND  POPULAR  1895  PROOF  SILVER  DOLLAR 


666.  1895,  Gem  Proof  65.  An  outstanding  example  of  the  most  popular  date  in 
the  Morgan  Dollar  series.  This  beautiful  specimen  is  fully  struck  with 
complete  hair  detail  above  Liberty’s  ear.  The  edges  are  sharp  and  square 
with  a partial  wire  rim  on  the  reverse.  A whisper  of  pale  rose  toning  is 
present  mainly  on  the  obverse.  A few  very  trivial  hairlines  are  visible  under 
strong  magnification  on  the  deep  proof  surfaces.  The  devices  are  frosted 
producing  an  excellent  cameo  appearance.  One  of  only  880  proofs 
struck.  (Color  Plate) 


A SECOND  GEM  PROOF  1895  DOLLAR 


667.  1895,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  deep  rose,  lavender  and  gold  toning  covering 
the  lovely  proof  surfaces.  Bold  strike  with  frosted  devices.  A partial  wire  rim 
is  present  on  the  obverse.  The  “King  of  Morgan  Dollars”,  this  date  is  known 
only  in  proof  condition.  Although  Mint  records  indicate  12,000  Silver  Dol- 
lars were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1895  for  circulation  purposes, 
none  have  ever  been  verified  as  still  existing.  Only  a percentage  of  the  880 
proofs  are  left  for  collectors  to  vie  for  today. 
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668.  1 895-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Very  lustrous  with  some  traces  of  a prooflike  surface. 
A few  scattered  light  bagmarks  are  present  mainly  on  the  obverse.  A rare  date  in  mint 
state  prior  to  the  discovery  of  an  original  bag  in  the  Redfield  Hoard  in  1975.  This 
specimen  is  one  of  the  nicer  coins  from  the  bag.  There  is  a strong  demand  today  for  this 
date,  especially  so  for  a coin  this  nice. 

669.  1 895-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A second  very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce  and 
popular  date.  Somewhat  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  excellent  lustre.  A low  mintage  of 
which  only  400,000  were  struck. 

670.  An  interesting  group  of  five  (5)  Morgan  Dollars  including  several  scarce  issues  in  mint 
state.  Included  in  this  lot  are;  1896,  Choice  Uncirculated  63;  1896-0,  a “slider”  grading 
Almost  Uncirculated  58;  1896-S,  Uncirculated  60;  1897,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64, 
very  lustrous  with  some  russet  toning  around  the  edges;  and  1 897-0,  Almost  Uncircu- 
lated 55.  Five  pieces. 

671 . Three  (3)  beautiful  San  Francisco  Mint  Morgan  Dollars  including:  1897-S,  1898-S  and 
1 899-S.  All  three  are  virtual  gems  and  grade  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64+.  All  are  fully 
struck,  exceptionally  lustrous  and  quite  scarce  in  this  high  grade.  Three  pieces. 

672.  A group  of  three  (3)  Morgan  Dollars  including;  1897-S,  1903  and  1903-0.  The  1903 
grades  Ohoice  Uncirculated  63;  the  other  two  pieces  grade  Very  Choice  Uncirculated 
64  with  the  1903-0  having  strong  claim  to  full  Gem  (MS-65)  status.  The  almost  fully 
prooflike  1 897-S  has  attractive  gold  and  violet  toning,  the  others  are  frosty  and  brilliant. 
All  three  are  sharply  struck  with  excellent  lustre.  Three  pieces. 

673.  A group  of  six  (6)  Morgan  Dollars  including  1898-POS  and  1899-POS.  The  1898-S  is  a 
"slider”  (AU-58)  but  the  other  five  pieces  are  all  lustrous,  well  struck  uncs  grading  from 
Uncirculated  62  to  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  All  are  mostly  brilliant  but  several  have 
light  toning.  Six  pieces. 

674.  A pair  of  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  Dollars,  both  dated  1 898-S.  One  is  fully  prooflike, 
the  other  semi-prooflike.  Both  pieces  are  well  struck  and  exhibit  light  golden  toning. 
Two  pieces. 

675.  A large  group  of  ten  (10)  Morgan  Dollars  including  1900-POS,  1902-POS,  1904  and 
1921-PDS.  The  1904  is  Almost  Uncirculated  50  or  better  while  the  other  nine  pieces  are 
very  nice  uncs  grading  from  Uncirculated  62  to  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  All  the 
uncs  are  well  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and  have  varying  degrees  of  light  golden 
toning.  10  pieces. 

676.  Three  (3)  1 900-S  Morgan  Dollars  from  the  famous  Redfield  Hoard.  One  piece  is  almost 
fully  prooflike,  the  others  are  semi-prooflike.  All  three  grade  Very  Choice  Uncirculated 
64  and  have  full  mint  lustre  and  a trace  of  light  golden  toning.  Three  pieces. 

677.  Another  group  of  1900-S  Morgan  Dollars  from  the  Redfield  Hoard,  this  consisting  of 
five  (5)  pieces.  The  coins  grade  Choice  Uncirculated  63  to  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64 
and  are  either  almost  fully  prooflike  or  semi-prooflike.  All  have  outstanding  lustre  and 
light  golden  toning.  Five  pieces. 
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678  A group  of  three  (3)  Morgan  Dollars  including  1901 ,1901-0  and  1901 -S.  The  rare  1901 
is  quite  well  struck  for  the  issue,  not  to  mention  highly  lustrous,  and  grades  Uncircu- 
lated 60+  or  better.  The  very  scarce  and  underrated  1 901  -S  is  a very  “flashy”  coin  and 
grades  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  The  1901-0  grades  Uncirculated  62  with  light 
golden  toning.  Three  pieces. 


679.  1901-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Frosty  and  very  sharply  struck  with  beautiful  light 
golden  brown  toning.  An  absolute  minimum  of  bagmarks,  none  serious.  Scarce  and 
underrated  in  this  grade. 

680.  1903-S,  Uncirculated  60.  Light  golden  toning.  Very  few  bagmarks  but  there  are  some 
faint  hairlines  from  the  coin  being  lightly  cleaned  long  ago.  Without  the  cleaning,  this 
would  have  been  a solid  MS-63  example  of  this  rare  date.  Still,  a very  presentable 
specimen  for  the  person  who  does  not  wish  to  spend  thousands  for  a choice  or  gem 
unc.  (Plate) 

681 . 1904-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  prooflike  with  deep  mirror  fields  and  radiant  lustre. 
Almost  completely  brilliant  but  with  just  the  barest  trace  of  light  toning.  (Plate) 

682.  A nice  group  of  six  (6)  original  1 922-S  Peace  Dollars  grading  from  Choice  Uncirculated 
63  to  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  All  of  the  coins  have  well  above  average  strikes  and 
excellent  lustre,  as  well  as  varying  degrees  of  light  golden  toning.  Six  pieces. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1934-S  PEACE  DOLLAR 


683.  1934-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  beautiful  medium  golden  toning  and 
lustrous,  satiny  surfaces.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  entirely  free  of  bagmarks  but  there 
are  a few  very  faint  slidemarks  on  Miss  Liberty.  Excellent  “eye  appeal”.

684.  1876,  Gem  Proof  66  or  better.  This  coin  certainly  ranks  as  one  of  the 
prettiest  proof  T rade  Dollars  we  have  seen.  The  toning  is  incredible,  a pale 
gold  in  the  centers  blending  first  to  russet,  then  to  violet  and  finally  blue  at 
the  peripheries.  The  surface  quality  is  equally  outstanding  and  the  coin  is  so 
pristine  that  we  could  probably  have  graded  it  “Superb  Proof  67”  with  few 
arguments.  One  of  1150  proofs  struck  and  undoubtedly  among  the  finest,  if 
not  the  absolute  finest,  of  the  survivors.  (Color  Plate) 


GEM  PROOF  1881  TRADE  DOLLAR 


685.  1881 , Gem  Proof  65.  A very  “flashy”  specimen  with  superb  proof  lustre  and  light  golden 
toning.  Several  light  hairlines  in  the  left  obverse  field.  Outstanding  overall  appearance. 
Only  960  Trade  Dollars  were  struck  in  1881,  all  in  proof. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1893  PROOF  ISABELLA  QUARTER 


686.  1893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Proof  65+.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a square 
edge,  extraordinary  detail  and  deeply  mirrored  fields.  A comparison 
between  this  lot  and  the  next  (an  obvious  business  strike)  clearly  shows  this 
to  be  a true  proof.  In  addition  to  the  difference  in  the  surfaces  and  strike, 
close  inspection  shows  a distinct  difference  in  the  milling  as  well.  This  piece 
has  superb  medium  multicolored  toning  (russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish 
gold)  and  nearly  flawless  surfaces.  Far  nicer  than  the  60+  quality  Proof  in 
Auction  ’87  that  realized  $4400.  Extremely  rare;  no  more  than  1 5 specimens 
are  in  existence  today  although  it  has  been  reported  in  some  literature  that 
perhaps  as  many  as  103  were  actually  minted.  (Color  Plate) 


ORIGINAL  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1893  ISABELLA  QUARTER 


687.  1893  Isabella  Quarter,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  sharply  struck  specimen  with  a 
partial  wire  rim,  superb  satiny  surfaces,  great  lustre,  and  magnificent  multicolored 
iridescent  toning.  An  “old-time”  collection  coin  that  has  been  off  the  market  for  four 
decades.  One  of  the  rarest  issues  in  the  U.S.  Commemorative  Silver  coin  series  in  true 
gem  condition. 

24,214  Isabella  Quarters  were  issued  in  1893  and  many  of  these  were  sold  after  the 
Columbian  Exposition  closed  for  only  35  cents  apiece.  As  a result  many  were  later 
spent  or  used  as  pocket  pieces  and  so  circulated  examples  of  this  issue  are  seen  much 
more  often  than  of  any  of  the  later  commemora tive  issues.  ( T his  is  true  of  the  1 892  and 
1893  Columbian  Half  Dollars  and  the  1900  Lafayette  Dollar  as  well.) 
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SUPERBLY  TONED  GEM  1900  LAFAYETTE  DOLLAR 


688.  1900  Lafayette  Dollar,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  highly  lustrous,  satiny 
surfaces  and  superb  light  greenish  gold,  russet  and  blue  toning.  No  marks  or  abrasions 
worth  mentioning  and  the  cheeks  of  both  Lafayette  and  Washington  are  free  of  the 
usual  friction  and/or  marks.  Definitely  rare  in  gem  condition;  in  fact,  this  is  by  far  the 
most  expensive  commemorative  silver  coin  in  this  grade  and  very  likely  one  of  the  five 
or  six  rarest. 

Like  the  Isabella  Quarter,  the  mintage  of  this  issue  was  very  high  by  later  commem- 
orative standards  since  36,026  were  struck.  But  many,  if  not  most,  of  these  were  sold 
well  after  the  1900  Paris  Exposition  for  which  they  were  struck  for  as  little  as  a 10  cent 
premium  over  face.  As  a result,  many  subsequently  were  spent  or  carried  as  pocket 
pieces  rather  than  carefully  kept  as  collectibles. 


POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1921  ALABAMA  2x2 


689.  1921  Alabama,  2x2,  Superb  Uncirculated  67  or  better.  This  is  the  finest 
Alabama2  x2  we  have  ever  seen.  It  is  essentially  “as  struck”  except  for  the 
addition  over  the  past  67  years  of  superb  gold  and  violet  toning  highligh- 
ted with  a touch  of  blue.  The  strike  is  absolutely  full  and  the  lustre  is 
sensational.  Close  inspection  with  a glass  reveals  literally  flawless  surfa- 
ces, even  on  the  faces.  Only  6006  were  struck  of  this  2x2  variety  and  in 
gem  condition,  it  is  undeniably  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in  the  entire 
commemorative  series.  This  coin  has  the  potential  to  be  a five  figure  item. 
Obtained  by  the  consignor  over  40  years  ago  at  the  “high”  price  of  $17.50 
(envelope  included)!  (Color  Plate) 
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690.  A group  of  six  (6)  gem  quality  (MS-65)  commemorative  Half  Dollars  including  1936 
Albany,  1937  Antietam,  1935  Boone,  1933-D  Oregon,  1937  Roanoke  and  1936  York. 
Every  coin  is  well  struck  with  minimal  marks  and  booming  lustre.  The  Boone  has 
beautiful  violet  and  gold  toning;  the  others  are  more  lightly  toned  in  varying  shades  of 
gold.  Six  pieces. 

691.  Three  original  Arkansas  sets  (nine  pieces  total)  including  1935-PDS,  1937-PDS,  and 
1939-PDS.  All  of  the  coins  grade  from  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  to  Gem  Uncircu- 
lated 65  or  better  and  have  varying  shades  of  light  to  medium  golden  toning.  All  three 
sets  were  obtained  by  the  consignor  nearly  40  years  ago  for  $9.50,  $1 1 .75  and  $62.50 
respectively  (envelopes  included).  Every  coin  is  very  nice  but  the  pieces  in  the  rare  1939 
set  are  the  prettiest.  Nine  pieces. 

692.  1935-PDS  Boone  Set,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  It  is  hard  to  find  all  the  superlatives 
necessary  to  accurately  describe  this  set.  Each  coin  is  fully  struck  and  essentially 
flawless  with  breathtaking  medium  multicolored  toning.  Maybe  an  equal  quality  set 
exists  somewhere  but  certainly  no  finer  one.  This  is  a set  for  the  perfectionist  and  the 
lover  of  superb  natural  toning.  Three  pieces. 


BEAUTIFULLY  TONED  1925-S  CALIFORNIA 


693.  1925-S  California,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A magnificent,  original  commemorative  with 
superb  natural  medium  gold,  russet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  toning.  There  is  radiant 
lustre  under  the  toning  and  the  surfaces  are  sufficiently  close  to  perfection  that  we 
probably  could  have  graded  this  piece  “MS-67”  and  received  few,  in  any,  complaints. 


694.  1925-S  California,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A second  incredible  quality  California.  This 
piece  is  from  the  same  “old-time”  collection  as  many  of  the  other  commemoratives  in 
this  session  and  it  has  not  been  on  the  market  in  nearly  four  decades.  It  has 
absolutely  amazing  lustre,  nearly  flawless  surfaces,  and  superb  russet  and  blue 
green  peripheral  toning. 
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695.  1893  Columbian,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A frosty,  extremely  lustrous  example  with 
incredibly  beautiful,  multicolored  iridescent  toning.  In  recent  years,  it  has  finally 
been  recognized  that,  despite  the  very  high  mintage,  this  is  one  of  the  rarest  issues  in 
the  series  in  true  gem  condition.  Few  exist  that  can  match  the  quality  and  beauty  of 
this  piece  and  the  following  lot,  both  of  which  have  been  in  the  same  “old-time" 
collection  for  over  40  years. 

696.  1893  Columbian,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  quality  Columbian  Half  Dollar 
from  the  same  source  as  the  preceding  lot.  This  one  is  more  deeply  toned  but  is  also 
very  beautiful  and  completely  original.  Underneath  the  toning,  the  surfaces  are  nearly 
pristine.  (Plate) 

LUSTROUS  GEM  MINT  STATE  1928  HAWAII  HALF  DOLLAR 


697.  1928  Hawaii,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Superb  lustre  and  attractive  light  golden  toning, 
mostly  on  the  obverse.  Virtually  no  bagmarks  or  abrasions  but  close  inspection  does 
reveal  a stray,  faint  hairline  or  two.  Another  coin  that  has  been  off  the  numismatic 
market  for  40  years  or  so.  Only  9952  Hawaii  Half  Dollars  were  issued,  the  lowest 
number  of  any  commemorative  Half  Dollar  type. 


A SECOND  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1928  HAWAII  HALF  DOLLAR 


698.  1928  Hawaii,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  lustrous  example  of  this  popular  and 
“key”  issue  to  the  commemorative  series.  Shades  of  gold  and  pale  russet  toning 
highlight  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  surfaces.  A few  relatively  insignificant  marks  do 
not  detract  in  any  way  from  the  outstanding  overall  appearance. 
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699.  1925  Lexington,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A completely  original,  wholly  lustrous  speci- 
men with  beautiful  natural  golden  toning  highlighted  with  the  palest  of  lilac.  This  is  one 
of  the  most  common  commemoratives  in  the  lower  mint  state  grades  but  true  gems 
such  as  this  are  surprisingly  rare.  From  the  same  “old-time”  collection  mentioned  on 
numerous  occasions  in  this  section. 


700.  1936  Lynchburg,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  Another  magnificent,  original  commemorative 
that  has  been  in  the  same  collection  for  nearly  40  years.  This  piece  is  well  struck  with 
superb  lustre  and  beautiful  natural  golden  toning.  One  of  the  more  common  1936 
issues  but  distinctly  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  this  grade. 

701.  1934  Maryland,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lovely,  nearly  mark-free,  satinlike  surfaces 
toned  in  pastel  shades  of  green,  gold  and  rose.  The  combination  of  a sharper  than 
average  strike,  pleasing  lustre  and  toning  make  this  piece  one  of  the  most  attractive 
Marylands  we  have  recently  handled.

793.  1914-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Razor  sharp  strike  with  the  Indian's  hairbraid  and  the 
buffalo’s  horn  and  tail  fully  defined.  The  surfaces  are  very  lustrous,  essentially  free  of 
spots  or  marks  and  bathed  in  a warm  golden  toning. 


SUPERB  1915  MATTE  PROOF  NICKEL 


794.  1915,  Superb  Proof  67.  An  absolutely  fantastic  matte  proof  that  is  surely  the  equal  of 
any  in  existence.  It  is  essentially  “as  struck”  except  for  the  addition  over  the  years  of  a 
gentle  natural  golden  toning.  The  strike  is  perfect,  the  surfaces  are  perfect.  What  more 
could  one  ask  for?  Ex  Auction  ’84,  Lot  582,  at  $2750. 

As  is  the  case  with  all  early  proof  Buffalo  Nickels,  the  1915  is  much  rarer  than 
generally  supposed.  Many  choice  business  strikes  have  been  incorrectly  offered  as 
proofs  in  the  past  and  this  has  tended  to  give  collectors  a false  impression  of  the 
availability  of  these  matte  proofs. 
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795.  A group  of  three  (3)  rather  scarce  P-Mint  issues  including  1915, 1918  and  1919.  The 
1915  is  a warm  medium  golden  color  and  grades  MS-65.  The  1918  is  fantastic,  MS-66,  if 
not  better,  and  has  superb  reddish  gold  toning.  The  1919  isa  superbly  lustrous  MS-65+ 
with  light  golden  toning.  All  are  fully  struck.  Three  pieces. 


BEAUTIFUL  1915-D  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


796.  1915-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  An  outstanding  coin  with  superb  lustre,  just  a whisper  of 
light  golden  toning  and  spotless  surfaces.  The  horn,  tail  and  hairbraid  are  all  full. 
Certainly  one  of  the  finest  1915-D  Nickels  we  have  ever  seen. 


GEM  1915-S  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


797.  1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Medium  golden  toning  and  outstanding  lustre.  As 
sharply  struck  as  a business  strike  Buffalo  Nickel  from  this  era  could  possibly  be.  The 
obverse  is  literally  flawless;  the  reverse  has  a semi-circular  imperfection  (as  made?) 
across  the  buffalo’s  shoulder  but  is  otherwise  equally  perfect. 


798.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Boldly  struck  from  clashed  dies  (part  of  the  reverse 
motto  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  clearly  shows  under  the  Indian’s  chin!).  The  lustre  is 
excellent  and  the  surfaces  are  enhanced  by  very  attractive  natural  golden  toning.  No 
spots,  marks  or  hairlines  and  so  this  could  probably  be  just  as  easily  graded  MS-66  or 
better.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  it  could  be  improved  upon.

One  Of  Only  5 Or  6 Known 


799.  1917,  Superb  Proof  67.  A virtually  flawless  specimen  with  an  absolutely  full 
strike,  superb  proof  lustre  and  immaculate  surfaces  that  display  magnifi- 
cent natural  reddish  gold  and  iridescent  toning.  Ex  San  Diego  Sale  (Mid- 
American, September  1984),  Lot  410,  where  it  was  given  a full  page  color 
photo  and  realized  $7700. 

This  lot  is  accompanied  by  a letter  of  authentication  (as  a proof)  by  Walter 
Breen.  It  states  in  part: 

“This  certifies  that  I have  examined  the  accompaning  coin  and 
that  I unhesitatingly  declare  it  a geniune  1917  proof  nickel . . . 
Under  a strong  magnifying  glass,  the  piece  shows  plain  evi- 
dence of  at  least  one  additional  blow  from  the  dies  to  bring  up 
the  design  more  sharply  than  on  normal  business  strikes.  At 
present  there  are  approximately  5 or  6 such  1 91 7 nickels  known 
of  which  four  have  been  given  authentication  certificates.”

800.  1917-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fully  struck  with  superb  light  gold  and  iridescent 
toning.  Exceptional  lustre  and  very  clean  surfaces  that  are  completely  free  of  spots. 
Very  underrated  in  this  grade,  as  is  the  1917-S  that  follows. 
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801  1917-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  The  Auction  ’84  (Dr.  Steven  Duckor)  specimen 

where  it  appeared  as  Lot  587  and  realized  $1815.  This  coin  has  a very  bold  strike, 
superb  lustre  and  delicate  golden  toning  with  a blush  of  pale  blue.  Decidedly 
underrated  in  gem  condition. 


RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1919-D  NICKEL 


802.  1919-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  full  horn,  split  tail  and  full  hairbraid. 
The  lustrous  surfaces  are  evenly  covered  with  a warm  medium  golden  toning  that  is 
highlighted  with  a very  light  multicolored  iridescence.  Two  tiny  obverse  carbon  spots 
(including  one  under  the  point  of  the  chin)  but  otherwise  virtually  flawless.  One  of  the 
best  examples  of  this  scarce  issue  that  we  have  seen.  Ex  Stack’s  March  1980  Sale,  Lot 
876,  where  it  realized  $2700. 


OUTSTANDING  1919-S  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


803.  1919-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A highly  lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with  lovely  light 
golden  toning  and  faint  iridescence.  This  is  one  of  the  half  dozen  or  so  rarest  dates  in 
the  series  and  specimens  of  this  outstanding  quality  are  almost  never  available.  Equal 
to  any  1919-S  Nickel  that  we  have  seen  in  many  years. 
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804.  1920-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A magnificent,  original  specimen  with  unusually  beau- 
tiful sunset  toning  covering  lustrous,  virtually  unmarked  surfaces.  The  strike,  although 
not  full,  is  much  better  than  average  since  a weakly  struck  1920-S  Nickel  is  the  norm  for 
this  issue.

806.  1921 -S,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  An  incredible  example  of  this  rare  date,  at  the  very 
least  equal  to  and  quite  possibly  better  than  any  other  1 921  -S  Nickel  that  we  have  seen. 
The  strike  is  excellent,  especially  on  the  obverse,  and  the  lustre  is  nothing  short  of 
amazing.  The  surfaces  also  display  superb  natural  light  reddish  golden  toning.  Ex 
Auction  '84  (Dr.  Steven  Duckor),  Lot  595,  where  it  realized  $2090.

’84  where  it  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“Here  is  an  indisputable  “wonder  coin,”  100%  fully  struck  with 
boldly  defined  horn,  shoulder  and  hairbraid  and  a split  tail.  The 
lustre  is  exceptional  and  the  golden  toned  surfaces  are  pristine. 
Without  question,  this  is  the  best  1923-S  Nickel  we  have  ever 
seen  and  quite  likely  the  finest  known.  We  cannot  imagine  how  a 
“better”  one  could  possibly  exist.  In  fully  struck,  gem  condition, 
the  1923-S  is  as  rare  as  any  date  in  the  series  except  the  over- 
date. (It  is  much  rarer  than  the  more  touted  1921-S,  1924-S  or 
1919-D.)  This  amazing,  one-of-a-kind  coin  was  formerly  Lot 
1680  of  Auction  ’80  where  it  realized  an  all-time  record  $6000.  It 
won’t  bring  that  much  today  but  a bid  in  the  $3000-$4000  range 
is  certainly  likely.”

808.  1924-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Beautiful  medium  to  deep  gold  toning  highlighted 
with  multicolored  iridescence.  The  strike  is  razor  sharp  and  the  surfaces  are 
extremely  lustrous.  In  our  experience,  1924-D  Nickels  do  not  come  much,  if  any, 
better  than  this  one. 
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OUTSTANDING  1924-S  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


809.  1924-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  This  is  the  finest  1924-S  Nickel  we  can  recall  seeing.  The 
strike  is  extremely  bold  and  the  lustre  is  radiant  under  incredibly  beautiful  medium  gold 
and  iridescent  toning.  Close  inspection  with  a glass  reveals  perhaps  a pinpoint  carbon 
spot  or  two  but  no  marks,  abrasions,  hairlines  or  other  impairments  of  any  kind.  A 
magnificent  specimen  of  one  of  the  series’  rarest  issues.

SPECTACULAR  1926-S  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


810.  1926-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+  or  better.  This  coin  is  from  Paramount’s 
session  of  Auction  ’84.  It  was  catalogued  as  MS-65+  at  that  time  but  on 
seeing  it  again  now,  we  feel  that  it  may  even  be  a bit  better  than  that.  It  is 
truly  phenomenal  in  all  respects  and  quite  possibly  the  best  we  have  ever 
seen.  The  strike  is  100%  full  and  the  lustrous  surfaces  are  completely 
bathed  in  magnificent  russet,  gold  and  ice  blue  toning.  Obviously  the 
bidders  at  Auction  ’84  liked  the  coin  as  much  as  we  did  since  it  received 
very  active  bidding  before  finally  stopping  at  a record  winning  bid  of 
$6875.  A new  record  may  be  realized  at  this  sale  because  nothing 
remotely  comparable  to  this  coin  has  been  seen  since.  (Color  Plate) 


81 1 . 1927-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Hands  down  this  is  the  finest  1927-S  Nickel  we  have 
ever  seen.  It  has  partially  prooflike  (!)  surfaces  that  simply  radiate  lustre  and  the  toning 
is  a magnificent  warm  gold  and  violet.  Very  scarce  and  underrated  in  gem  condition. 
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812.  1 936,  Superb  Proof  67.  Type  one,  satin  finish.  Boldly  struck  with  a sharp  square  rim  and 
brilliant  mirror  edge.  Flawless,  spot-free  surfaces  and  magnificent  medium  golden 
toning  highlighted  with  a trace  of  violet.  Virtual  perfection  in  a proof  Buffalo  Nickel. 


SUPERB  AND  POPULAR  1937-D  3-LEGGED  BUFFALO  NICKEL 


I 813.  1937-D,  Three  Legged  Buffalo,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  “An  exceptional  coin  with 
absolutely  glorious  medium  multicolored  toning.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  (full  hairbraid, 
horn,  tail,  etc.)  and  the  lustrous  surfaces  are  free  of  spots  or  abrasions.  One  of  the  best 
we’ve  seen  and  quite  likely  the  prettiest.  Rare  and  extremely  popular."  As  described  by 
Paramount  in  Auction  '84.  The  coin  realized  $5280  at  that  time  but  is  likely  to  bring 
somewhat  more  today.

GEM  MINT  STATE  1908  QUARTER  EAGLE 


814.  1908,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  soft,  satiny  surfaces  and  excellent  lustre 
for  the  issue.  The  color  is  a beautiful  medium  orange  gold.  Surface  quality  is  outstand- 
ing with  virtually  no  marks  and  only  a stray  hairline  or  two.  Even  the  cheek  (the  coin  s 
highest  point)  is  amazingly  clean.  This  is  the  first  year  of  the  type  and  although  it  is  the 
most  common  Indian  Flead  Quarter  Eagle  in  gem  condition,  it  is  still  very  scarce  with  at 
most  a few  hundred  known  in  MS-65  or  better  condition. 
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815.  1909,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  sharply  struck  with  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces 
and  pale  orange  gold  color.  Very  clean  surfaces  with  just  a touch  of  friction  on  the  high 
point  of  the  cheek.  Very  scarce  in  this  grade;  probably  no  more  than  150  or  so  true 
MS-64  examples  exist. 


816.  1910,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A lovely,  sharply  struck  specimen  with  good  lustre 
and  medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Slight  buckling  of  the  dies  near  the 
border  as  occasionally  seen  on  this  and  some  other  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagle  issues. 
Slightly  more  rare  than  the  1909  in  this  grade  and  certainly  very  scarce. 


817.  1911,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Much  sharper  strike  than  normal  for  this  issue 
which  is  often  very  weak  on  the  lowest  feathers  of  the  headdress.  The  lustre  is  also 
above  average  and  the  color  is  an  appealing  greenish  gold  and  orange.  Very  scarce  in 
this  grade,  perhaps  a shade  more  so  than  even  the  1909  and  1910.

Ex  Herbert  M.  Bergen  Collection  Sale 
(Kreisberg,  1979),  Lot  1595,  where  it  realized  a then  very  high  $15,000, 
before  the  market  really  boomed.  Possibly  worth  $20,000  or  more  today. 
(Color  Plate) 


819.  1912,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  sharply  struck  with  exceptional  lustre  for  the 
issue  and  beautiful  medium  yellow  gold  color.  Only  a few  miniscule  marks  and 
certainly  one  of  the  finer  examples  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  a long  time.  Very 
underrated;  in  fact  we  consider  the  1912  to  be  the  fourth  rarest  issue  in  the  series  after 
the  1911-D,  1914  and  1914-D  in  MS-64  or  better  condition. 


820.  1913,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A very  lustrous,  boldly  struck  coin  with  unusually 
rich  color  for  this  issue,  a mediurri  greenish  gold  and  orange.  Almost  no  marks, 
hairlines  or  impairments  of  any  kind  and  really  very  close  to  the  gem  level.  In  the  top 
rank  of  1913  Quarter  Eagles  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  quality  and  “eye  appeal”.  In 
this  grade,  only  marginally  less  rare  than  the  1912  and  thus  also  very  underrated.  Just 
try  and  find  a true  gem  of  this  date  or  the  1912.  We  think  you’ll  be  surprised  to  find  that 
the  task  is  very  nearly  an  impossible  one  despite  their  so-called  "common  date”  status. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1914  QUARTER  EAGLE 


821 . 1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A truly  outstanding  example  of  this  rare  date 
that  easily  ranks  in  the  top  five  or  six  known.  It  is  fully  struck  with  excellent 
lustre  and  radiant  coppery  gold  color.  Purchased  by  Mr.  Kruthoffer  from 
Martin  E.  Haber  (see  the  following  section),  a dealer  known  for  his  love  of 
superb  quality  coins.  In  a note  to  Mr.  Kruthoffer,  Mr.  Haber  noted  that'This 
is  the  nicest  I have  seen.  I think  it  is  a superb  coin."  We  couldn't  agree  more 
and  feel  that  it  would  be  nearly  impossible  to  duplicate  this  coin.  Second 
only  to  the  1911-D  in  overall  rarity  and  actually  very  nearly  as  rare  as  the 
much  higher  priced  1 911  -D  in  this  gem  condition.  (Color  Plate) 


822.  1914-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  This  is  possibly  the  most  underrated  issue  of  the 
series.  We  consider  it  the  third  rarest  issue  with  respect  to  both  overall  mint  state  rarity 
and  condition  rarity  (MS-64  or  better),  surpassed  only  by  the  1911-D  and  1914.  This 
specimen  is  unusually  well  struck  fora  1914-D  and  is,  in  fact,  almost  fully  struck.  Lustre 
is  excellent  as  usual  and  the  color  is  a very  pretty  medium  coppery  gold.  Specimens 
distinctly  better  than  this  are  all  but  unobtainable. 


823.  1915,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Light  coppery  gold  color  and  average  lustre.  Minor 
granularity  as  sometimes  seen.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  surfaces  are  really  quite 
clean.  A little  more  “flash”  and  this  would  have  easily  been  a solid  64  quality  coin.  Not 
quite  as  scarce  overall  as  the  P-Mint  issues  from  1 909-1914  but  still  surprisingly  difficult 
to  find  much  better  than  this. 
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824.  1925-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a clear,  well-defined 
mintmark.  Slight  die  buckling  at  the  border,  nothing  serious  or  detracting.  Great 
orange  gold  color  and  booming  lustre.  The  most  common  issue  of  the  series. 


825.  1926,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A frosty,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with  a strong 
strike  and  very  good  color.  One  of  the  three  most  common  issues  of  the  series  but  still 
rather  scarce  in  MS-64  or  better  grade. 


826.  1927,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  with  fantastic  lustre  and  color.  An  original 
specimen  of  great  beauty  that  should  definitely  realize  a premium  price. 


827.  1928,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Like  the  1927  just  offered,  this  specimen  has 
notably  excellent  lustre  and  color.  A few  tiny  nicks  on  the  Indian’s  cheek  but  otherwise 
clean  surfaces.  Very  good  overall  appearance. 
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828.  1929,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Sharply  struck  with  very  good  lustre  and  attractive 
medium  greenish  gold  color.  Relatively  few  marks,  none  of  which  are  serious.  One  of 
the  most  underrated  20th  Century  gold  issues  in  this  grade.  Although  very  common 
overall,  the  1929  is  very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  MS-64  or  better  condition.  In  particular, 
true  gems  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  find  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Kruthoffer 
was  not  able  to  locate  one  for  his  set. 


U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 


829.  1908,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Fully  struck  with  rich  greenish  gold  color  and 
radiant  mint  lustre.  Several  tiny  rim  nicks  but  only  a few  light,  scattered  marks  on  the 
surfaces.  Excellent  overall  appearance. 


VERY  RARE  AND  BEAUTIFUL  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1909  HALF  EAGLE 


830.  1909,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  One  of  the  nicest  1909  Half  Eagles  we  have 
seen  in  years,  maybe  the  nicest  since  Paramount  sold  Mr.  Kruthoffer's 
superb  specimen  in  1981 . This  coin  is  fully  struck  with  outstanding  lustre 
and  superb  rich  yellow  gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean  and 
virtually  free  of  even  the  most  trivial  of  marks.  Not  one  of  the  major  rarities  of 
the  series  but  still  very  rare  in  this  grade.  We  would  be  surprised  if  more  than 
two  dozen  or  so  true  gems  exist.  A very  important  opportunity  for  the  Indian 
Head  Half  Eagle  collector.  (Color  Plate) 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1910  HALF  EAGLE 


831.  1910,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  medium  orange  gold  color  and 
superb  lustre.  Very  sharply  struck  and  with  an  absolute  minimal  number  of 
marks  none  of  which  are  serious.  Very  rare  in  this  high  grade,  marginally 
more  so  than  the  1 909  just  offered.  Mr.  Kruthoffer’s  primary  example  of  this 
issue  was  superb  (MS-67)  and  the  finest  we  have  seen.  This,  of  course,  is 
not  quite  in  that  quality  category  but  it  still  must  rank  in  the  top  15-20 
specimens  known. 


ONE  OF  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  191 1-S  HALF  EAGLES 


832  1911-S  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Fully  struck  with  truly  astonishing 
lustre  for  the  issue.  (Most  1911-S  Half  Eagles  have  decent  lustre  but  nothing 
like  this.)  The  color  is  a lovely  light  to  medium  orange  gold  and  the 
mintmark  is  sharp  and  well-defined.  There  is  a small  gouge  in  the  field 
behind  the  head  of  the  eagle  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  virtually  of  gem 

Despite  its  high  mintage  ( second  only  to  the  1909-D  in  anf/Ve  aertesj, 
the  1911-S  is  rare  in  all  mint  state  grades  and  very  rare  in  MS-64  or  oetter 
condition.  In  fact,  we  estimate  only  about  15-20  specimens  exist  m this 
grade  along  with  only  6-8  true  gems.  This  makes  the  191 1 S one  ot  the 
rarest  issues  in  the  series  and  we  rank  it  7th  out  of  the  24  issues  inMS-64  or 
higher  grade.  The  Norweb  specimen  we  purchased  last  Fall  for  Dr.  Steven 
Duckor  at  $14,300  was  a shade  better  than  this  one,  but  not  much,  and  so 
this  could  also  bring  close  to  the  five  figure  level.

833.  1912-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A magnificent  example  of  this  extremely 
rare  issue  that  may  well  be  the  finest  191 2-S  Half  Eagle  in  existence.  At  least 
we  cannot  recall  ever  seeing  one  better  and  know  of  only  a very  few  that 
could  even  come  close  to  matching  it.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  (although  the 
mintmark  is  weak  from  the  usual  die  deterioration  near  the  rims)  and  the 
lustre  is  just  fantastic  for  a 1912-S.  The  color  is  also  terrific,  a vibrant 
medium  orange  gold.  Marks  are  virtually  non-existent  and  the  few  that  are 
present  are  trivial  in  nature  and  barely  visible.  Overall,  this  is  a coin  that 
belongs  in  the  finest  possible  collection  of  20th  Century  gold. 

In  any  mint  state  grade,  the  1912-S  is  rare  and  in  gem  condition  (MS-65)  it 
is  extremely  rare  with  perhaps  less  than  10  such  specimens  in  existence.  In 
MS-64or  higher  grade,  we  rate  the  1912-S  as  the  sixth  rarest  of  the  24  issues 
in  the  series,  but  when  overall  appearance  and  "eye  appeal"  are  considered, 
it  could  possibly  be  considered  the  rarest  since  most  examples,  even  high 
grade  ones,  are  quite  awful  looking.  This  one  most  definitely  is  not  and  we 
would  not  be  surprised  to  see  it  bring  well  over  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 


834.  1913,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb,  medium  orange  gold  color.  Boldly  struck  and 
highly  lustrous.  Although  considered  a “common  date”  by  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle 
standards,  in  truth  the  1913  is  a decidedly  rare  issue  in  full  gem  condition. 
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835  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  gorgeous,  original  gem  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle 
with  a full  strike  and  fabulous  lustre  and  color.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  no  more 
than  a few  tiny  marks  are  visible  even  under  a glass.  Somewhat  less  rare  in  this  grade 
than  the  1913,  but  certainly  not  by  much,  and  we  would  definitely  call  a 1914  in  this 
condition  “Rare”. 


836  1915,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Excellent  lustre  and  very  attractive  light  to  medium 
coppery  gold  toning.  Fully  struck  with  relatively  few  marks,  none  serious.  The  second 
most  common  issue  of  the  series  after  the  1908  in  MS-64  or  better  condition  but  still 
rather  rare  in  this  grade. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1916-S  HALF  EAGLE 


837.  1916-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  extremely  attractive  example  of  this 
rare  issue  with  a full  strike,  beautiful  light  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning 
and  superbly  lustrous,  frosty  surfaces.  Marks  are  minimal  and  the  overall 
“eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  quite  stunning.  Probably  less  than  20  or  so  true 
gems  exist  and  this  is  the  nicest  to  appear  at  auction  in  a number  of  years. 
(Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  AND  POPULAR  1929  HALF  EAGLE 


838.  1929,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A frosty,  sharply  struck  specimen  with 
excellent  lustre  and  very  attractive  natural  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning. 
Most  examples  of  this  issue  have  unusually  heavy  bagmarks  and  abrasions 
but  this  piece  is  an  exception.  Of  course,  it  does  have  some  marks  but  all  of 
them  are  quite  trivial  in  nature.  Rare  in  any  grade  and  really  very  rare  in 
MS-64  or  better  condition.  (Color  Plate) 


THE  MARTIN  E.  HABER 
U.S.  GOLD  TYPE  COIN  COLLECTION 


Mr.  Martin  E.  Haber  is  a well-known  Florida  coin  dealer  who  has  specialized  in  superb 
quality  coins  for  many  years.  He  is  a perfectionist  who  has  always  been  Interested  in  “finest 
know  ns”,  especially  when  assembling  his  own  personal  type  coin  collections.  His  pride  and 
joy  is  the  incredible  12  piece  Liberty  Head,  Indian  Head  and  Saint-Gaudens  gold  type  set 
offered  in  the  following  12  lots.  Long  before  it  was  as  fashionable  as  it  is  now  (or  even 
fashionable  at  all),  Mr.  Haber  was  one  of  a very  small  group  of  individuals  ( this  cataloguer, 
David  W.  Akers,  was  another)  who  wanted  only  the  finest  and,  most  importantly,  was  willing 
to  pay  the  often  substantial  premiums  required  to  obtain  the  pieces  he  wanted.  He  sought 
out  "wonder  coins"  relentlessly  ( and  they  seemed  to  seek  him  out  too  because  he  has  always 
handled  his  fair  share  and  more!)  and  the  results  can  clearly  be  seen  in  the  quality  of  the 
following  12  type  coin  lots  as  well  as  the  1896  Original  Proof  Set  included  in  this  section.  Mr. 
Haber  worked  on  this  type  set  for  well  over  a decade  and  upgraded  it  on  numerous 
occasions,  almost  always  paying  seemingly  outrageous  (at  the  time)  prices  to  get  the 
"wonder  coin”  he  was  looking  for.  But  the  end  result  is  a type  set  wherein  every  coin  is 
something  special  and  many  of  the  coins  are  so  incredible  that  even  the  most  seasoned 
numismatist  can  only  look  at  them  and  say  "wow”.  It  is  probably  pointless  to  say  that  no 
comparable  12  piece  type  set  has  ever  been  sold  at  public  auction  before  and  may  never  be 
again.  Every  coin  is  a sale  “highlight”  and  this  cataloguer  considers  it  a real  privilege  to  see 
and  write  about  such  amazing  coins.  Even  if  you  cannot  afford  to  bid  on  such  treasures,  do 
yourself  a favor  and  look  at  the  following  13  lots.  It  will  be  an  education.  Then,  at  the  sale,  sit 
back  and  enjoy  the  fireworks  because  some  record  prices  are  certainly  going  to  be  set! 
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GEM  1852  GOLD  DOLLAR 


839.  1852  Gold  Dollar,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  An  outstanding  specimen  with  a 
full  strike,  booming  mint  lustre  and  superb  rich  orange  gold  color.  The 
planchet  is  very  lightly  striated  (as  made,  of  course)  but  this  is  quite 
common  on  this  issue.  The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  very  clean  with  virtually 
no  marks  of  even  the  most  trivial  kind.  Type  One  Gold  Dollars  of  this  quality 
are  very  underrated  in  our  opinion.  Purchased  by  Mr.  Haber  from  the  late 
dealer  Gene  Edwards  who  specialized  in  “wonder  coins” 


SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1854  TYPE  TWO  GOLD  DOLLAR 


840.  1854  Gold  Dollar,  Type  Two,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  A really  fantastic 
example  of  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  gold  type  coins. 
This  specimen  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired  and  certainly  ranks  with  the 
handful  of  finest  known  examples  of  this  date  or  type.  It  is  100%  fully  struck 
from  lightly  clashed  dies.  (A// business  strike  1854  Type  Twos  have  clashing 
evident  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.)  The  lustre  is  absolutely  radiant  and  is 
matched  by  the  magnificence  of  the  color  which  is  a rich  orange  and 
greenish  gold.  Close  inspection  with  a strong  glass  reveals  the  surfaces  to 
be  very  close  to  perfection.  The  last  comparable  quality  specimen  we  can 
recall  is  the  Carter  Family  example  we  purchased  from  Stack’s  in  January 
1 986  for  a client  for  $37,400.  With  today’s  fanaticism  for  the  ultimate  quality 
this  incredible  example  should  bring  much  more.  (Color  Plate) 
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VIRTUALLY  PERFECT  1859  GOLD  DOLLAR 


841 . 1859  Gold  Dollar,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  how  a Type 
Three  Gold  Dollar  could  be  much,  if  any,  nicerthan  this  one,  and  a grade  of 
“MS-68”  could  probably  be  applied  to  this  coin  with  little  fear  of  contradic- 
tion. The  coin  is  very  sharply  struck  although,  as  on  all  business  strikes  of 
1859  that  we  have  seen,  the  planchet  is  lightly  striated  and  there  is  some 
indistinctness  (due  to  the  dies)  at  the  borders.  Essentially  this  coin  is  “as 
struck”  and  it  has  truly  superb  lustre  and  color.  In  this  high  grade,  an  1859 
Gold  Dollar  is  a major  rarity.  How  many  could  possibly  exist  like  this?  Ten? 
Five?  Probably  somewhere  in  single  digits,  that’s  for  sure.  This  coin  was 
purchased  by  Mr.  Haber  from  Stack’s  sale  of  the  fabulous  Harold  L.  Bare- 
ford  Collection  in  1978.  In  the  catalogue  for  that  sale,  Norman  Stack  aptly 
call  this  piece  a “Brilliant  Uncirculated  gem.  Pristine!”  (Color  Plate) 


SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1897  QUARTER  EAGLE 


842.  1897  Quarter  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Satiny,  fully  lustrous  surfaces 
that  are  virtually  immaculate.  The  strike  is  full  and  the  color  is  a beautiful 
light  pink  and  gold.  Few  business  strike  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Eagles  of  any 
date  are  a match  for  this  superb  piece.  But,  as  an  added  bonus,  this  coin  is 
also  a scarce,  low  mintage  date.  Only  29,904  pieces  were  struck.

843.  1 91 1 -D  Quarter  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  This  is  the  finest  1911-D  we 
have  seen,  slightly  surpassing  the  outstanding  Norweb  specimen  that  sold 
at  auction  for  a record  $30,800  this  past  March.  But  not  only  is  it  the  finest 
1911-D,  it  is  also  one  of  the  most  spectacular  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagles 
we  have  seen,  regardless  of  date.  The  coin  has  a perfect  strike  and  a sharp, 
bold  and  completely  defined  mintmark.  The  lustre  is  stupendous  for  a 
1911-D  (most  are  subdued)  and  the  color  is  a very  rich  and  beautiful 
medium  orange  gold.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  flawless  and  there  is  not  even 
a break  in  the  lustre  on  the  Indian’s  cheek. 

The  1911-D  is  the  rarest  issue  in  the  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagle  series  in 
all  grades,  including  gem  condition.  In  light  of  today’s  ultra-strict  grading 
standards,  we  estimate  that  fewer  than  20  specimens  are  known  in  MS-65  or 
better  condition,  two  of  which,  the  Kruthoffer  and  Haber  specimens,  are 
offered  here  in  this  session  of  Auction  '88.  (Color  Plate)

Tied  For  Finest  Known 


844.  1863  Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece,  Superb  Uncirculated  67  or  better.  We  origi- 
nally graded  this  piece  “MS-67”  but  on  looking  at  it  numerous  times  overthe 
past  few  months,  we  have  begun  to  feel  this  grade,  as  high  as  it  is,  may 
actually  be  too  conservative,  hence  the  “or  better”  addition  to  the  numerical 
grade.  Basically  the  coin  is  perfect  in  all  respects.  The  strike  is  perfect,  the 
color  is  perfect,  the  lustre  is  perfect,  the  surfaces  are  . . . you  guessed  it, 
perfect!  Of  course  the  planchet  is  lightly  striated  but  this  is  characteristic  of 
every  1863  business  strike  $3  Gold  Piece  known  to  us. 

The  1863  is  one  of  the  many  very  rare,  low  mintage  issues  in  the  series. 
Only  5039  were  minted  and  no  more  than  a few  hundred  exist  in  all  grades, 
most  of  which  are  in  the  EF  to  AU  range.  A small  number  of  mint  state 
examples  are  also  known  including  a handful  of  superb  pieces,  one  or  more 
of  which  are  essentially  the  equal  of  this  one.  The  top  grade  examples  are 
these:  (in  no  particular  order) 

a)  The  Gilhousen  specimen.  Purchased  by  Paramount  and  sold  to 
Fred  Davies.  Sold  by  Paramount  in  the  Davies-Niewoehner  sale  of 
1975. 

b)  The  Scanlon  specimen,  sold  by  Stack's  in  1973. 

c)  A piece  that  was  in  a 1978  Kagin's  sale,  there  purchased  by 
Paramount  and  sold  to  an  Ohio  doctor. 

d)  The  Gaylord-Auction  '84  specimen,  now  owned  by  David  W.  Akers. 

e)  The  Haber  specimen  offered  here. 

Mr.  Haber  claims  that  this  specimen  is  the  Gilhousen  coin.  Having 
handled  both  coins  and  also  comparing  this  one  to  photographs  of  the 
Gilhousen  piece,  we  don 't  think  it  is  but  it  is  certainly  possible  that  it  is.  If  it  is 
the  Gilhousen  example,  then  there  are  only  four  superb  quality  1863  Three 
Dollar  Gold  Pieces  rather  than  the  five  we  have  listed.  In  all  likelihood,  the 
winning  bid  on  this  spectacular  piece  may  well  reach  $50,000.  (Color  Plate)

ESSENTIALLY  PERFECT  1894-S  HALF  EAGLE 


The  Famous  Eliasberg  Specimen 


845.  1894-S  Half  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  69.  Wow,  where  do  we  start?  This 
coin  is  so  mind  boggling  it  is  hard  to  know  how  to  describe  it  adequately. 
When  this  cataloguer  (David  W.  Akers)  attended  the  famous  Eliasberg  Sale 
in  1982  and  viewed  all  the  lots,  I felt  that  this  1894-S  Half  Eagle  was  the 
single  highest  quality  coin  in  the  entire  sale  and,  considering  the  “straight- 
from-the  Mint”  quality  of  so  many  of  the  coins  in  that  sale,  that  is  quite  a 
testimonial.  I considered  it  (and  still  do)  perhaps  the  finest  business  strike 
gold  coin  of  the  19th  Century  I had  ever  seen  and  I wanted  it  for  my  own 
collection  sooo  badly.  But  so  did  Marty  Haber  and  we  battled,  bid  for  bid,  all 
the  way  up  to  the  seemingly  “unconscious”  price  of  $19,800  for  the  coin, 
with  Mr.  Haber  the  winning  bidder.  As  the  bidding  will  show  conclusively 
when  this  coin  sells  now  in  1988,  that  price  was  an  incredible  bargain. 

But, . . . back  to  the  coin  itself.  It  is  100%  fully  struck,  of  course,  but  it  is  the 
lustre,  color,  and  flawless  quality  of  the  surfaces  that  make  it  so  special.  We 
cannot  conceive  how  it  could  be  improved  upon  in  any  respect.  For  the 
connoisseur  who  wants  the  finest  quality  and  great  rarity  to  boot,  look  no 
further.  This  is  the  coin  you  want.  Ex  Eliasberg  Collection  Sale,  Lot  589. 
Earlier  from  the  John  Clapp  Collection.  Mr.  Clapp  had  purchased  it  directly 
from  the  U.S.  Mint  at  San  Francisco  in  1894  at  face  value. 

In  the  above  commentary  and  description,  we  have  focused  only  on  the 
coin's  fabulous  quality.  But  it  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  1 894-S  Half 
Eagle  is  a very  rare  issue  as  well.  Only  55,900  were  struck  and  nearly  all  of 
the  relatively  few  survivors  are  only  VF  or  EF  at  best.  Even  in  MS-60,  this 
date  is  a major  rarity  and  probably  no  more  than  a half  dozen  or  so  exist 
that  could  even  be  called  MS-63.  Nothing  else  is  remotely  close  to  this 
one,  however,  and  even  calling  it  “The  Finest  Known”,  which  it  obviously 
is,  somehow  fails  to  fully  convey  the  quality  of  this  literally  perfect  coin.

1908-S  HALF  EAGLE 

Equal  To  The  Finest  Known 


846,  1908-S  Half  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Magnificent,  frosty  mint  surfa- 
ces and  superb  medium  yellow  gold  color  with  light  coppery  highlights. 
The  lustre  is  simply  dazzling  and  the  surfaces  are  pristine.  Even  the  all- 
important  Indian’s  cheek  is  free  of  friction  or  breaks  in  the  lustre.  We  have 
seen  a few  equal  quality  examples  but  never  a superior  one.  In  fact,  the  coin 
is  so  nearly  perfect  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  even  imagine  what  a finer  one 
could  possibly  look  like.  Purchased  by  Mr.  Haber  from  dealer  Robert 
Emmer  a number  of  years  ago. 

The  1908-S  Half  Eagle  has  the  third  lowest  mintage  figure  of  the  entire 
series  after  the  1909-0  and  191 1-D.  Although  not  as  rare  as  some  of  the 
other  higher  mintage  issues  of  the  series,  the  1908-S  certainly  must  be 
considered  rare  in  true  gem  condition  and,  in  this  superb  mint  state  condi- 
tion, it  is  undeniably  very  rare.  (Color  Plate) 
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MAGNIFICENT  1904-0  EAGLE 
Finest  Known  — A Possible  Presentation  Piece 


847.  1904-0  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  68  or  better.  The  strike  on  this  coin  is 
incredibly  sharp  and  the  surfaces  have  a satiny  finish  that  is  not  unlike  the 
satin  finish  proofs  of  1 909  and  1 91 0.  And,  at  one  time,  this  coin  was  accom- 
panied by  a note  (now  lost)  saying  that  it  was  the  “first  coin  struck  at  the  Mint 
this  year”.  Forthe  foregoing  reasons,  we  feel  that  it  is  highly  possible  thatthis 
truly  incredible  coin  is  a branch  mint  proof  or,  at  the  very  least,  a presentation 
coin.  It  far  surpasses  any  other  1904-0  Eagle  we  have  seen  and  may  well  be 
the  finest  Liberty  Head  Eagle  we  have  seen  of  any  date.  The  superbly 
lustrous  surfaces  are  nearly  perfect  and  the  color  is  a magnificent  rich 
greenish  gold.  Die  scratches  are  evident  in  the  fields,  especially  on  the 
reverse,  giving  further  credence  to  this  coin’s  “special”  status  since  it  was 
obviously  struck  from  polished  dies  and  handled  with  extreme  care. 
Obtained  by  Mr.  Haber  at  the  1979  ANA  Oonvention  in  St.  Louis. 

Although  not  a great  rarity  as  a date,  the  1904-0  is  still  definitely  not  one 
of  the  common  dates  of  the  series  either.  Only  108,950  were  struck  and 
most  survivors  are  AU-Unc  with  few  being  especially  choice.  In  the  past 
decade  or  more,  we  have  seen  only  two  other  nice  1 904-0  Eagles,  a superb 
frosty  example  in  Stack's  December  1979  sale  that  realized  $12,500  and  the 
borderline  gem  in  the  Eliasberg  collection  that  brought  $6050.  This  coin  is 
far  superior  to  either  of  those  pieces  and  with  today's  incredible  demand  for 
the  ultimate  quality,  it  may  well  realize  close  to  $50,000.  Certainly  that 
amount,  or  even  double  that  amount,  could  not  buy  a duplicate  once  this 
piece  is  sold.  (Color  Plate) 
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FINEST  KNOWN  1908  WITH  MOTTO  EAGLE 


848.  1908  Eagle,  With  Motto,  Superb  Uncirculated  68  or  better.  Not  only  is  this 
the  finest  1908  With  Motto  Eagle  we  have  ever  seen,  it  is  also  every  bit  as 
nice  as  the  finest  business  strike  Indian  Head  Eagle  of  any  date  that  we  have 
encountered,  including  Mr.  Robert  Kruthoffer’s  nearly  perfect  1908-S  that 
Paramount  sold  in  1981 . This  coin  is  from  the  late  Gene  Edward's  personal 
type  set  and  it  is  truly  an  incredible,  exciting  coin  in  all  respects.  The  strike  is 
absolutely  full  and  the  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  essentially  perfect.  Add  to 
these  two  attributes  (strike  and  surfaces)  the  most  amazing  lustre  and  color 
one  could  imagine  and  one  can  easily  see  why  this  coin  is  the  very  epitome 
of  a “wonder  coin”. 

This  coin  is  a perfect  example  of  a “condition  rarity"  coin  as  opposed  to  a 
“population  rarity”  one.  The  1908  With  Motto  Eagle  is  one  of  the  more 
common  issues  of  the  series  and  mint  state  examples  are  actually  fairly 
common  overall.  Even  gems  ( MS -65  pieces)  are  seen  with  some  regularity 
and  perhaps  as  many  as  50-60  may  exist.  But  in  grades  of  MS-67  or  better, 
only  a few  are  known  and  in  this  grade,  the  population  may  be  down  to  only 
this  one  specimen,  although  we  have  seen  a few  others  that  came  very 
close.  A gem  can  be  purchased  today  for  about  $1 0,000-$1 5,000  depending 
on  just  how  “gem"  it  is.  This  piece,  however,  will  realize  many,  many 
multiples  of  the  gem  price  which  goes  to  show  how  much  3+  grade  points 
can  be  worth.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1897-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 
Tied  For  Finest  Known 


849.  1897-S  Double  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  An  amazing  quality  coin  for 
a Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle.  It  is  boldly  struck  with  superb  satiny  surfaces, 
radiant  mint  lustre  and  fabulous,  original  light  to  medium  gold  toning.  The 
reverse  is  essentially  perfect,  the  all-important  obverse  very  nearly  so.  Only 
the  Eliasberg  specimen  that  was  obtained  by  John  Clapp  directly  from  the 
Mint  at  face  value  in  1 897  compares  to  this  coin  in  overall  quality.  (Actually 
few  Liberty  Head  Twenties  of  any  date  can  match  this  coin;  it  is  that  nice.) 
Obtained  by  Mr.  Haberfrom  a Pennsylvania  dealer  who  purchased  the  coin 
over-the-counter  in  his  store  from  a non-numismatic  source. 

The  1897-S  Double  Eagle  is  a comparatively  common  issue  in  the  lower 
mint  state  grades  (MS-63  or  less)  but  true  gems  are  genuinely  rare.  Better 
than  MS-65,  the  population  drops  off  to  almost  nothing  save  for  this  coin, 
the  Eliasberg  specimen  and  perhaps  one  or  two  others  that  we  are  not 
aware  of.  (Color  Plate). 


OUTSTANDING  1911-D  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


850.  1911-D  Double  Eagle,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  Superb  lustre  for  this  typically  subdued 

issue.  The  surfaces  are  finely  granular  and  have  a satiny  texture  as  usual.  The  color  is 
outstanding,  light  orange  gold  in  the  central  obverse  blending  to  a deeper  shade  at  the 
border;  a lovely  uniform  medium  orange  gold  toning  covers  the  reverse.  Identifiable  by 
a lone  copper  stain  on  the  olive  branch  held  in  Liberty's  outstretched  hand.  The 
surfaces  of  the  coin  are  nearly  flawless,  free  of  even  the  most  trivial  of  bagmarks  or 
abrasions.  A few  tiny  marks  are  noticed  on  the  figure  of  Liberty  but  one  must  look 
closely  with  a glass  to  find  them.  Not  an  especially  rare  date  overall,  but  superb  quality 
examples  like  this  are  very  rare.

1896  PROOF  SET  WITH  GOLD 


851 . 1896  Original  Proof  Set,  One  Cent  through  Double  Eagle,  1 0 pieces  total.  A 
truly  incredible  set  with  grades  ranging  from  Gem  Proof  65+  to  Superb 
Proof  67.

The  Cent  has  a small  carbon  spot  on  the  rim  and  is  a beautiful  light  golden 
red  color.  The  Nickel  has  superb  light  golden  toning.  The  four  silver  coins 
are  spectacularly  toned  and  beautiful  beyond  compare.  The  Dime  has  a 
light  obverse  with  peripheral  toning  and  a deeper  toned  reverse;  the  three 
larger  denominations  have  medium  to  deep  multicolored  toning.  The  four 
gold  coins  are  just  sensational,  each  one  an  auction  “headliner”  in  its  own 
right.  All  of  them  are  a very  rich,  deep  yellow  gold  color  and  have  superbly 
frosted  devices  which  contrast  with  the  deeply  mirrored  fields  to  produce  a 
gorgeous  cameo  effect.  Quality-wise,  all  of  the  coins  in  the  set  are  outstand- 
ing. The  gold  coins  constitute  as  nice  an  original  set  as  we  have  ever  seen, 
and  may  well  be  the  finest  such  set  still  in  existence.  It  is  at  least  as  nice  (and 
possibly  a bit  nicer  overall)  as  the  1898  gold  set  that  was  sold  by  Rarcoa  in 
Auction  ’85  for  $94,500,  a set  that  subsequently  traded  hands  between 
dealers  early  this  year  for  $130,000.  The  Double  Eagle  in  this  set  is  espe- 
cially noteworthy  and  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle 
proofs  of  any  date  that  we  have  seen.  Sold  alone,  it  would  probably  realize 
$65,000  or  more. 

This  is  the  fourth  time  in  the  past  15  years  that  we  have  been  privileged  to 
handle  this  set.  We  first  purchased  it  for  Paramount  in  1973  and  sold  it  to  Mr. 
Harry  Lamborn.  When  Lamborn’s  collection  was  sold  as  the  ‘‘Fairfield 
Collection"  in  1977,  Paramount  purchased  the  set  again  and  subsequently 
sold  it  to  a collector  in  New  York.  After  repurchasing  it  in  early  1979, 
Paramount  then  sold  it  to  Mr.  Haber  at  the  1979  ANA  convention  in  St. 
Louis.  It  is  certainly  a thrill  to  be  able  to  handle  It  now  for  a fourth  time.  We 
have  always  considered  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  outstanding  numismatic 
items  we  have  handled  and  examining  it  again  closely  for  this  sale,  we  are 
even  more  convinced  of  that  fact.  We  anticipate  a winning  bid  of  $150,000  or 
possibly  more  for  this  magnificent,  one-of-a-kind  numismatic  treasure.

VERY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1859  GOLD  DOLLAR 


852.  1859,  Gem  Proof  65.  Boldly  struck  with  lovely,  medium  gold,  “orange 
peel"  surfaces.  The  head  and  devices  are  lightly  frosted  and  there  is  a 
trace  of  toning  on  both  sides.  The  coin  is  completely  original  and 
uncleaned.  A faint  planchet  streak  (as  made)  is  visible  in  the  left  obverse 
field  running  from  the  N to  the  E of  UNITED. 

The  exact  proof  mintage  of  the  1859  Gold  Dollar  is  unknown  but  it  was 
probably  on  the  order  of  20-25  pieces.  Fewer  than  that  exist  today, 
perhaps  15  or  20,  and  only  a handful  can  match  the  overall  quality  of  this 
exceptional  specimen. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1861 -D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


One  Of  The  Finest  Known  Specimens 


853.  1861-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A lovely  example  of  this  rare  and  highly 
regarded  issue.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  on  an  excellent  planchet  and  it  has 
great  color  (medium  orange  gold)  and  excellent  lustre.  The  weakness 
evident  at  the  borders  is  the  result  of  deteriorated  dies  but  it  is  much  less 
detracting  on  this  example  than  on  most.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and 
overall,  this  specimen  ranks  as  one  of  the  half  dozen  or  so  finest  known 
1861-D  Gold  Dollars.  In  particular,  it  is  finer  than  Paramount’s  Auction  '81 
specimen  that  realized  $27,000  and  is  distinctly  surpassed  only  by  the 
gem  Miles-Ullmer-Montgomery  specimen. 

All  1861-0  Gold  Dollars  were  struck  after  the  Confederacy  had  taken  over 
the  Dahlonega  Mint  and  therefore  the  exact  mintage  is  unknown.  However, 
judging  by  the  number  of  specimens  known  compared  to  the  number 
known  of  the  1855-D,  1856-D  and  1860-D,  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
mintage  would  be  somewhere  between  1200  and  1500  pieces,  only  25  to  30 
of  which  exist  today.  (Color  Plate) 
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BEAUTIFUL  GEM  1874  GOLD  DOLLAR 


854.  1874  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Beautiful,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  with  full  original  mint 
lustre  and  natural  greenish  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  nearly  blemish  free  and  are  as 
nice  as  the  day  this  coin  was  struck.  Although  the  1 874  is  a common  date,  specimens  of 
this  quality  are  becoming  very  difficult  to  locate  today.  This  piece  is  the  variety  with 
only  the  L of  LIBERTY  present  on  the  headband.

1882  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Graded  by  PCGS  as  MS-65.  We  feel  this  coin  is  definitely 
a high  end  65  and  quite  possibly  actually  in  the  66  grade  classification.  Very  attractive 
medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Boldly  struck  with  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces. 
The  second  rarest  date  of  the  1880’s  after  the  1884.  Only  5125  minted.

856  1889,  Gem  Uncirculated  66.  A sharply  struck,  fully  lustrous  specimen  with  beauhful 
orange  gold  color,  satiny  surfaces  and  virtually  no  marks.  Excellent  eye  appeal  . 1 he 
last  year  of  the  denomination.

1834  NO  MOTTO  QUARTER  EAGLE 


857.  1834,  No  Motto,  Gem  Proof  65.  Plain  4 in  date.  Small  head  variety,  as  are  all 
proofs.  Boldly  struck  with  a broad,  square  edge  and  incredibly  sharp  design 
details.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrorlike  and  the  entire  surface  of  the  coin  is 
almost  completely  free  of  marks  or  even  hairlines.  The  coin  is  fully  original 
and  uncleaned  with  superb  deep  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning. 
Astounding  quality  for  a proof  of  this  era,  far  superior  to  the  Proof  60 
example  in  the  1982  Eliasberg  Sale  and  surpassed  only  very  slightly  by  the 
magnificent  Garrett  specimen  now  in  a prominent  California  proof  gold 
coin  collection.  It  is  also  virtually  equal  overall  to  the  other  date  Classic 
Head  Quarter  Eagle  proofs  in  the  Eliasberg  Sale,  the  only  other  proofs  of 
this  type  that  have  appeared  at  auction  in  the  past  two  decades  or  more. 

The  1834  No  Motto  Quarter  Eagle  was  struck  in  proof  in  honor  of  the  new 
design  and  a few  ( four?)  were  also  minted  for  inclusion  in  the  famous 
presentation  sets  ( King  of  Siam  et  al.)  that  contained  the  1804  Dollar.  The 
exact  number  minted  is,  of  course,  not  known  but  an  educated  guess  would 
place  the  number  around  15-18  with  perhaps  8-10  still  accounted  for.  Of  the 
half  dozen  or  so  true  proofs  we  have  seen,  this  is  the  second  finest  after  the 
Garrett  specimen.  Here  is  a tremendous  opportunity  to  obtain  a coin  that 
may  not  appear  on  the  market  again  in  a generation,  a coin  that  combines 
extreme  rarity  with  outstanding  quality.  A bid  of  $40, 000 -$50,000  will  likely 
be  necessary  to  be  the  successful  bidder.

858.  1838,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  The  1838  Quarter  Eagle  from  the  famous 
Eliasberg  Collection.  Described  as  “a  breathtakingly  beautiful  example  of 
this  Classic  Head  quarter  eagle”  and  graded  MS-67  obverse  with  a MS-65 
reverse.  We  wholeheartedly  agree  with  Q.  David  Bowers  that  this  is  a very 
special  coin  with  a spectacular  appearance.  It  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest 
known  if  not  the  absolute  finest.  It  has  beautiful,  rich  golden  satiny 
surfaces  with  a nearly  perfect  strike.  Believed  to  be  from  the  John  H. 
Clapp  Collection  which  was  sold  intact  to  Mr.  Eliasberg  in  1942.  This  coin 
sold  for  $13,200  in  the  October  1982  sale  and  we  estimate  it  to  be  worth 
considerably  more  today.  (Color  Plate)

859.  1841-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  In  a session  filled  with  a remarkable  array 
of  rarities,  this  coin  stands  out  as  one  of  the  very  rarest,  based  on  its 
condition.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  by  far  the  finest  known 
1841-D  Quarter  Eagle  and  istheonly  piece  known  in  true  mint  state.  And,  of 
course,  not  only  is  this  piece  mint  state,  it  is  a remarkably  choice,  solid 
MS-63  specimen.  It  is  fully  struck  with  incredible  detail  for  a D-Mint  coin. 
The  edge  is  sharp  and  square  and  there  is  a partial  wire  rim  on  both  sides. 
The  color  is  a rich  natural  greenish  gold  and  the  surfaces  are  very  lustrous 
and  semi-prooflike  and  have  only  a few  very  modest  contact  marks,  in 
addition  to  a tiny  obverse  rim  bruise  at  11:00. 

The  1841-D  has  long  been  one  of  our  favorites  in  the  Quarter  Eagle  series. 
It  is  extremely  rare  and  underrated  in  any  condition  and,  when  available,  the 
typical  specimen  is  only  VF  orEFat  best,  and  nearly  always  softly  struck.  A 
very  few  AU  pieces  are  known  (the  last  one  we  saw  was  the  AD -50  Arthur 
Montgomery  specimen  in  Auction  ’84)  but  nothing  in  Mint  State,  except 
possibly  the  Davis-Graves  coin  which  we  have  not  seen,  has  ever  been 
reported  until  this  coin.  For  the  Dahlonega  collector  or  Quarter  Eagle 
specialist,  here  is  the  proverbial  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity  that  should 
not  be  missed.  This  will  be  far  from  the  highest  priced  coin  in  this  sale,  but 
for  the  lover  of  rare  date  U.S.  gold,  it  will  definitely  be  one  of  the  most 
memorable.

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VERY  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1845  QUARTER  EAGLE 


860.  1845,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A lovely,  sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous  early 
Liberty  Head  Quarter  Eagle.  Attractive  medium  greenish  gold  color  with  a touch  of  rose 
coloring  in  the  shield  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  quite  nice  with  only  a few  very 
widely  scattered  marks.  A hint  of  prooflike  surface  is  present  on  the  reverse.  The 
reverse  also  exhibits  die  breaks  which  seem  to  be  fairly  common  on  this  issue. 
Although  the  1845  is  not  a great  rarity  as  a date,  it  is  really  quite  scarce  in  full  mint  state 
and  rare  this  choice.

865.  1897,  Gem  Proof  66.  From  the  same  1950  ANA  Sale  as  the  1895,  this

$25.00.  The  color  on  this  piece  is  fantastic,  a deep  orange  gold  with  just  a 
touch  of  the  light  cloudy  toning  that  seems  to  be  a hallmark  of  original, 
uncleaned  Liberty  Head  gold  proofs.  A tiny  planchet  streak  can  be  seen  on 
Liberty’s  head  and  even  though  this  was  present  when  the  coin  was  struck, 
it  is  the  sole  reason  for  our  calling  this  beautiful  proof  “only”  Proof  66  rather 
than  67  or  higher  because  the  coin  is  pristine  and  essentially  “as  struck”. 
One  of  only  136  proofs  minted  and  there  certainly  cannot  be  a prettier  one 
around  than  this  piece.

866.  1898,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful,  original  frosty  mint  surfaces  with  pale  rose  and 
green  toning.  Full  strike  and  nearly  mark-free  surfaces.  Scarce  date  with  a relatively  low 
mintage  of  only  24,165  pieces. 
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LOVELY  GEM  PROOF  1899  QUARTER  EAGLE 


867.  1899,  Gem  Proof  66.  A beautiful,  rich  golden  toned  proof.  The  surfaces  are 
nearly  perfect  and  essentially  free  of  hairlines  and  other  impairments.  The 
strike  is  superb  with  the  head  and  other  devices  lightly  frosted.  Proof  gold  of 
this  quality  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  locate  in  today’s  quality 
conscious  market.

868.  A pair  of  very  high  grade,  original  Liberty  Head  Quarter  Eagles  dated  1903  and  1905 
respectively.  The  1903  is  a highly  lustrous  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  while  the  1905 
is  a frosty,  borderline  gem  grading  MS-64+.  Both  coins  have  excellent  color,  especially 
the  1905.  Two  pieces. 


869.  1905,  Choice  Proof  63+.  An  attractive,  original  proof  with  rich  coppery  gold  toning.  A 
few  very  faint  hairlines  and  marks  are  visible  with  a glass  but  the  coin’s  overall 
appearance  is  still  very  good.

Like  several  other  proof  Quarter  Eagles  in  this  section,  all 
from  the  same  “old-time”  collection,  this  piece  has  not  been  on  the  numis- 
matic market  for  nearly  four  decades.  It  is  a piece  of  exceptional  quality  with 
an  absolutely  pristine  obverse  and  a reverse  that  is  very  nearly  so.  The  color 
is  a beautiful  medium  golden  olive  and  is  more  vibrant  than  on  many 
examples  we  have  seen.  (Color  Plate) 


873.  1908,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  a lovely  example  of  this  first  year  of  type,  subdued, 
original  lustre  with  a few  light  obverse  copper  spots;  1910,  Uncirculated  60+,  sharply 
struck  and  lustrous.

VERY  RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  1856  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


879.  1856,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  under- 
rated issue,  one  that  easily  ranks  with  the  top  five  or  six  specimens  of  this 
date  that  we  have  seen.  It  is  fully  struck  (unheard  of  for  an  1856)  and  has 
semi-prooflike,  lightly  striated  surfaces.  The  lustre  is  outstanding  and  the 
color  is  a rich  orange  and  greenish  gold.  A few  light  marks  can  be  seen  with 
a glass  but  the  overall  appearance  is  that  of  a gem.  No  other  1856  $3  of  this 
quality  has  been  seen  at  auction  in  years. 

In  a series  literally  filled  with  rare  issues,  the  1856  $3  is  not  generally 
regarded  as  one  of  the  "key"  dates.  Butin  full  mint  state  ( MS-60  or  better),  it 
is  definitely  rare  and,  in  this  condition,  it  is  a major  rarity.  Compared  to  this 
issue,  almost  any  of  the  late  dates  after  1878  can  be  considered  "common" 
(Color  Plate) 
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THE  FAMOUS  NORWEB  1875  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


880.  1875,  Choice  Proof  63+  or  better.  A magnificent  exampie  of  this  ciassic  U.^ 
gold  rarity  It  has  lovely  medium  gold  toning  and  the  head  is  lightly  frosted 
as  are  the  other  devices.  A few  faint  and  scattered  hairlines  are  visible  under 
magnification,  but  they  do  not  detract  from  the  coin’s  overall  Pleasing 
appearance.  A very  small  copper  stain  is  present  on  the  obverse  rim  at  1 
which  will  serve  as  future  identification. 

Next  to  the  legendary  and  unique  1870-S,  the  1875  is  the  most  famous 
and  desirable  Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece.  Mint  records  of  1 875  indicate  that  20 
proofs  were  struck  with  no  production  of  business  strikes.  However,  it  is 
generally  agreed  today  that  the  figure  of  20  proofs  may  be  slightly  low  as 
auction  records  seem  to  indicate  a slightly  higher  number  of  known  pieces. 
This  specimen,  the  Norweb  coin,  is  among  the  finest  known.  It  was  pur- 
chased by  Albert  Holden  from  dealer  Henry  Chapman  and  for  nearly  eighty 
years  it  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  Norweb  gold  collection.  Appearing 
as  Lot  721  in  Part  I of  the  Norweb  Collection  Sale  conducted  by  Auctions  by 
Bowers  and  Merena,  this  coin  realized  a successful  bid  of  $110,000.  I his 
year,  with  even  more  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  combination  of 
and  quality,  we  would  expect  an  even  higher  winning  bid.  In  fact,  since  this 
date  has  auction  records  as  high  as  $150,000,  we  believe  a similar  value 
would  not  be  out  of  the  question  today.  (Color  Plate) 
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881 . 1881,  Uncirculated  60+.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  prooflike  with  rich  coppery  gold  color 
and  radiant  mint  lustre.  There  is  a tiny  obverse  rim  nick  at  4:00  and  some  light  hairlines 
in  the  fields.  One  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  $3  series  and  one  of  the  lowest  mintage 
regular  issue  U.S.  gold  coins.  Only  500  business  strikes  were  minted. 


VERY  RARE  1885  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


882.  1885,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  An  original,  high  quality  proof  with  light  to 
medium  orange  gold  color  and  slightly  cloudy  toning,  a hallmark  of  natural, 
uncleaned  proof  gold  coins  of  this  era.  A few  light  and  widely  scattered 
hairlines  are  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  excellent.

Terrific  overall  appear- 
ance. Rare  in  all  grades  and  certainly  very  rare  in  this  gem  condition.  Only  800  pieces 
were  minted  for  circulation.

884  1888,  Gem  Proof  65+.  An  absolutely  stunning  proof  with  rich  golden  teeing, 
deep  mirror  fields  and  extraordinary  proof  lustre  and  brilliance.  Close 
inspection  with  a glass  reveals  only  a few  very  faint  and  widely  scattered 
hairlines  and  the  overall  “eye  appeal  ’ of  this  magnificent  specimen  is  that  of 

a Superb  Proof  67  quality  example.  ^ /wo-  „ 

The  1888  is  probably  the  most  "common" proof  Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece 
but,  of  course,  no  proof  Three  can  really  be  considered  common  in  any 
absolute  sense.  Only  291  pieces  were  struck  and  it  is  highly  unlikely  that 
more  than  100  or  so  still  exist  today.  In  our  opinion,  this  piece  ranks  right  up 
there  with  the  very  finest.  (Color  Plate)

1879  Flowing  Hair,  Proof  50.  An  attractive,  lightly  circulated  example  of 
one  of  the  rarest  and  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  gold  coin  denomination^ 
Although  by  far  the  most  common  date  and  variety  of  the  Four  Dollar  gold 
issues,  only  a mere  415  pieces  of  this  date  and  variety  were  minted  and 
distributed.  It  is  reported  that  the  majority  of  this  mintage  was  of'icaMV 
offered  to  members  of  Congress  and  personal  or  political  friends  at  the 
production  cost  of  $6.50.  Many  of  the  recipients,  however,  unknowingly 
slightly  mishandled  their  Stellas  and  in  some  cases  used  them  as  jewelry 
or  pocket  pieces.  The  specimen  offered  here  was  undoubtedly  once  part 
of  a piece  of  jewelry  as  evidenced  by  the  lightly  burnished  surfaces  and 
the  barely  noticeable  evidence  of  a removed  mounting.  Perhaps  this  com 
once  graced  the  neck  or  wrist  of  a Congressman’s  wife  or  was  on  the 
watch  fob  of  the  Congressman  himself.  No  matter  how  this  com  received 
its  lightly  worn  surfaces,  it  is  still  a very  attractive  and  respectable  example 
of  this  very  rare  and  popular  U.S.  gold  issue.

MAGNIFICENT  MINT  STATE  1795  HALF  EAGLE 
One  Of  The  Finest  Known  Specimens 


886.  1795,  Small  Eagle,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better.  A spectacular 
example  of  our  nation's  first  gold  coin.  It  is  fully  struck  with  a sharp  square 
edge,  incredible  design  detail  and  deeply  mirrorlike  fields.  There  is  evidence 
of  die  rust  on  the  obverse  (most  noticeable  on  the  lowest  haircurls,  around 
the  first  two  stars  and  1 in  the  date  and,  much  lighter,  in  the  fields  behind  the 
head)  but  the  surfaces  are  remarkably  free  of  marks  or  hairlines  that  might 
have  occurred  since  the  time  of  striking.  The  coin  is  free  of  adjustment 
marks  and  has  a very  appealing  bright  yellow  gold  color.  The  strike,  lustre 
and  deeply  prooflike  nature  of  the  fields  would  cause  us  to  call  this  a 
presentation  piece  were  it  not  for  the  die  rust  which,  not  so  incidentally, 
does  not  affect  the  value  of  this  piece  since  many  known  examples  of  the 
1795  were  struck  from  the  same  rusted  dies.  We  know  of  only  one  slightly 
finer  1795  $5  than  this  one,  the  Garrett  specimen  now  in  the  Mack  Pogue 
Collection,  and  that  piece  is  frosty  rather  than  fully  prooflike. 

Although  not  particularly  rare  by  early  Half  Eagle  standards  (we  rank  it 
42nd  overall  out  of  the  60  issues  from  1795  to  1834),  the  1795  is  more 
valuable  than  many  other  rarer  issues  due  to  its  aforementioned  status  as 
the  first  U.S.  gold  coin  and  its  popularity  as  a short-lived,  four  year  type.  The 
total  mintage  was  only  8707  pieces  and  only  a few  hundred  still  exist  today. 
Perhaps  25-30  grade  MS-60  or  better  but  only  a handful  remain  in  MS-63  or 
better  condition.  In  our  opinion,  this  specimen  is  possibly  the  second  finest 
known  and  it  should  realize  a mid-five  figure  price,  i.e.  around  $50,000- 
$60,000.  (Color  Plate)

886  preceding)  but  there  are  some  light  adjustment  marks  (as  made,  of 
course)  on  the  reverse.

888  1796, 6 over5.  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  extremely  attractivespecimen  of  the 
very  rare  1796  overdate  issue.  Sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered  with 
a rich  golden  color.  A couple  of  very  minor  marks  are  present  in  the 
obverse  fields  but  they  do  not  detract  from  the  coin’s  overall  pleasing 
appearance.  Only  6196  pieces  of  this  date  were  reportedly  comedy  In  our 
opinion  this  date  is  far  rarer,  perhaps  3 to  4 times  rarer  in  fact,  than  the 
first  year  of  issue  1795.  We  estimate  that  only  60  to  75  specimens  are 
presently  known.  Graded  Extremely  Fine  40/40  and  authenticated  by 
ANACS  in  1987.

889.  1797,  Small  Eagle,  16  Stars,  Extremely  Fine 40.  Lustrous,  pale  greenish  gold 
color.  Light  marks  and  abrasions  consistent  with  the  EF  grade  are  scattered 
about  the  partially  prooflike  surfaces.  The  strike  and  centering  are  excel- 
lent. This  issue  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Half  Eagles;  only  an  estimated  25-30 
specimens  are  known  in  all  grades  and  this  example  is  approximately  the 
quality  generally  available  (cf.  the  specimens  in  the  famous  Garrett  Elias- 
berg  and  Norweb  Collections).

890.  1797,  7 over  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  58.  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse.  Just  the 
barest  trace  of  friction  on  the  obverse  away  from  full  mint  state  and  thus 
either  the  first  or  second  finest  known  example  of  this  extremely  rare  issue. 
(Its  status  as  first  or  second  best  depends  on  the  quality  of  the  Dunham 
example,  long  thought  finest,  which  we  haven’t  seen  in  many  years.)  This 
coin  is  very  sharply  struck,  perfectly  centered,  and  has  superbly  lustrous 
orange  and  coppery  gold  toning  covering  the  partially  prooflike  surfaces. 
Marks  and  hairlines  are  both  minor  in  nature  and  few  in  number.  There  are 
some  very  faint  mint  made  adjustment  marks  on  both  sides. 

The  1797/5  Half  Eagle  Is  a great  rarity  but  for  some  unknown  reason,  it 
has  never  been  afforded  the  respect  it  deserves.  It  is  actually  more  rare  than 
either  of  the  two  1797  Small  Eagle  varieties  as  well  as  the  more  publicized 
1795  Heraldic  Eagle.  Only  12-15  specimens  can  be  accounted  for  putting 
this  coin  on  a par  rarity-wise  with  the  famous  1828  and  a step  ahead  of  the 
1819.

Perfectly 
centered  with  a full  strike.  Attractive  greenish  gold  color  highlighted  by  copper  colored 
toning  about  the  stars,  lettering  and  devices.  Interesting  die  breaks  are  present  on  both 
the  obverse  and  reverse  surfaces,  the  most  prominent  one  underlining  the  date.  A 
lovely  18th  Century  gold  type  coin  graded  Extremely  Fine  40/40  by  ANACS  in  1987. 
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892.  1800,  Extremely  Fine  45.  A bright,  lustrous  example  of  this  popular  early  type  Half 
Eagle.  Boldly  struck  and  well  centered.  There  is  only  the  slightest  evidence  of  wear  on 
the  highest  points  of  the  design.  Graded  in  1987  by  ANACS  as  Extremely  Fine  45/45. 


893.  1802,  2 over  1,  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  attractive  example  of  this  early  overdate  issue. 
Nearly  fully  struck  and  well  centered  with  a light  greenish  gold  color.  Authenticated 
and  graded  Extremely  Fine  40/45  in  1987  by  ANACS. 


894.  1803, 3 over  2,  Almost  Uncirculated  50+.  A very  attractive,  eye  appealing  specimen  with 
bright,  lustrous  surfaces.  A hint  of  prooflike  surfaces  is  evident  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  Light  mint  caused  adjustment  marks  are  present  on  the  reverse  to  the  left  of  the 
eagle’s  left  wing  and  below  and  left  of  the  tail  feathers.  Graded  Almost  Uncirculated 
50/50  by  ANACS  in  1987.

RARE  1806  POINTED  6 HALF  EAGLE 


897  1806,  Pointed  6,  Uncirculated  60+.  Softly  struck  in  the  centers  as  are  all  specinnens  but 
very  sharp  elsewhere.  Lustrous,  light  greenish  gold  color  with  faint  traces  of  copper 
toning  at  the  periphery.  Relatively  few  marks  and  hairlines,  all  of  which  are  rathertrivial 
in  nature.  Distinctly  finer  than  the  Norweb  example,  the  only  other  high  grade  speci- 
men we  have  seen  in  the  past  few  years.  , ^ 

This  Pointed  6 variety  is  the  rarest  of  the  Half  Eagle  issues  ( and  major  '^^r/ef/e^  from 
1800-1807.  It  is  many  times  more  rare  than  the  comparatively  common  1806  Hound 
Top  6 variety,  especially  in  full  mint  state.  This  variety  differs  from  the  Round  Top  bin 
more  ways  than  just  the  shape  of  the  6.  The  star  arrangement  is  different,  8xbon  this 
variety,  7 x 6 on  the  Round  Top  6. 
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898.  1806,  Round  Top6,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Light,  even  wearover  rather  subdued,  granular 
surfaces.  No  major  marks  or  abrasions  on  either  the  obverse  or  reverse.  One  small 
edge  bruise  is  present  at  12:00  on  the  reverse.  Graded  a bit  optimistically  in  our  opinion 
by  ANACS  in  1987  as  Extremely  Fine  45/45.  Still,  this  piece  is  quite  attractive  and 
worthy  of  a good  bid.

899.  1808,  8 over  7,  Uncirculated  60+  or  better.  A highly  lustrous,  well  struck 
specimen  with  very  attractive  light  greenish  gold  and  copper  toning.

900.  1810,  Small  Date,  Small  5,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A fully  struck,  lustrous 
specimen  with  light  yellow  gold  color  and  partially  prooflike  fields.  Some 
very  light  hairlines  and  faint  marks,  none  of  which  are  serious.  Very  pleasing 
overall  appearance.  Tied  forfinest  known  with  a specimen  now  in  a famous 
T0X3S  coll©ction 

This  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  in  the  entire  Half  Eagle  series,  a series  that 
is  filled  with  more  great  rarities  than  any  other.  Only  five  or  possibly  six 
specimens  of  this  variety  are  known  (the  same  as  of  the  1810  Large  Date, 
Small  5 ) and  so  the  1810  Small  Date,  Small  5 is  actually  more  rare  than  such 
famous,  highly  publicized  rarities  as  the  1798  Small  Eagle,  1815, 1819,  and 
1828  among  others.  It  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  underrated  of  all  U.S.

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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1814/3  HALF  EAGLE 


901.  1814,  4 over  3,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A gorgeous  example  of  this  rare 
issue.  It  is  boldly  struck  and  completely  original  with  excellent  lustre  and 
great  natural  greenish  gold  toning.  Thesurfacesare  very  clean  with  only  the 
very  lightest  of  contact  marks  and  not  even  very  many  of  those.  One  of  the 
very  best  examples  of  this  underrated  date  that  we  have  seen,  better  by  far 
than  the  examples  in  such  famous  collections  as  Garrett,  Eliasberg, 
Naftzger  and  Norweb,  and  possibly  the  finest  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  the 
past  decade. 

The  1814/3  (all  1814  Half  Eagles  are  overdates)  is  a rare  date  in  any  grade 
and  very  rare  in  this  Choice  condition.  It  is  substantially  rarer  in  all  grades 
than  the  "common"  1813  (no  surprise  there)  but  it  is  also  rarer  in  MS-63  or 
higher  grade  than  the  1818  and  1820  and  possibly  even  the  1823. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1819  HALF  EAGLE 


902.  1819,  Almost  Uncirculated  50. 5D  over  50  variety.  A well  struck  specimen 
with  pleasing  orange  and  greenish  gold  toning  and  prooflike  fields.  The 
hair  curls  around  Miss  Liberty’s  face,  the  stars,  and  the  eagle’s  feathers  all 
show  complete  detail.  Except  for  one  mark  above  the  eagle’s  wing,  the 
surfaces  of  the  coin  are  relatively  clean.  Since  many  known  1819  Half 
Eagles  grade  only  EF  or  so,  this  attractive  specimen  is  distinctly  above 
average  quality  for  the  date. 

The  1819  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  legendary  rarities  in  U.S.  numismatics 
and  comparatively  few  other  issues  have  received  so  much  acclaim.  Its 
reputation  as  a rarity  is  fully  justified  since  only  an  estimated  15-18  speci- 
mens are  known,  most  of  them  being  this  5D  over  50  variety.  In  our  opinion, 
this  extremely  rare  coin  should  realize  close  to  $40,000.

903  1828, 8 over?,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Boldly  struck  with  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  and  beautiful  copper  toning  around  the  stars,  date  and  letters. 
There  are  a few  very  light  contact  marks  but  only  a trace  of  friction  on  the 
highest  points.  Very  attractive  overall  appearance  and  choice  enough  to 
have  been  graded  “Uncirculated”  at  each  of  its  appearances  at  auction 
prior  to  Auction  ’80  where  it  sold  to  the  present  owner  and  consignor. 

The  182817  is  the  third  rarest  date  of  the  type  issued  from  1813-1829, 
surpassed  only  by  the  1 82514  and  the  legendary  1 822.  It  is  more  rare  than 
the  1815, 1829  Large  Planchetand  181 9 and  is  three  times  (!)  as  rare  as  the 
1828  Normal  Date,  l^e  have  definite  knowledge  of  only  four  distinct 
specimens,  listed  below  in  decreasing  order  of  quality. 

1 The  Louis  Eliasberg  specimen.  Purchased  as  part  of  the  John  Clapp 
collection  of  Half  Eagles  in  the  early  1940’s.  Often  referred  to  in  the 
"old  days"  as  a "proof”  but  actually  a very  choice  mint  state  speci- 
men. Now  owned  by  Texas  collector.  Mack  Pogue. 

2.  The  Naftzger  specimen.  Ex  1976  ANA  Sale,  Clifford  Smith,  King 
Farouk,  Colonel  Green,  Waldo  Newcomer.  Choice  Uncirculated. 
Now  owned  by  Texas  collector,  Harry  Bass. 

3.  This  specimen,  the  Wolfson-Baldenhofer  coin.  Purchased  privately 
from  the  Dupont  Collection  by  Baldenhofer.  Sold  by  Paramount  in 
Auction  ’80  for  $55,000.  Ex  John  Murrell  Collection;  probably  Ex 
Bell-Flanagan.  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  but  catalogued  in  the 
past  as  Choice  Uncirculated. 

4.  The  Smithsonian-Lilly  specimen.  Probably  Ex  "H.  R.  Lee”  Sale,  the 
Eliasberg  duplicate.  Almost  Uncirculated.  The  plate  coin  in  David  W. 
Akers’  reference  work  on  U.S.  Half  Eagles. 

It  is  possible  that  the  Bell-Flanagan  specimen  is  not  the  Wolfson  coin  (this 
specimen)  and  it  is  also  possible  that  the  “H.R.  Lee"  coin  is  not  the  Lilly 
specimen.  If,  in  fact,  either  of  these  coins  is  different,  then  there  would  be 
five  or  six  specimens  known.  However,  we  believe  the  above  pedigrees  are 
correct  and  that  only  four  182817  Half  Eagles  exist.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1828  HALF  EAGLE 
A Fully  Struck  Prooflike  Specimen 


904.  1828,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A very  choice  and  attractive  example  of  one 
of  the  classic  U.S.  gold  coin  rarities.  This  coin  is  exceptionally  well  struck  for 
the  issue  with  bold  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  and  very  sharp  feathers  and 
claws  on  the  eagle.  Every  star  has  its  full  radial  lines.  (Note:  Most  1828  Half 
Eagles  are  softly  struck  in  the  centers  and  this  is  the  only  fully  struck 
business  strike  we  have  ever  seen.  Actually,  it  has  some  of  the  characteris- 
tics of  a true  proof!)  The  coin  has  nearly  full  prooflike  fields  and  very 
appealing  deep  golden  toning.  There  area  number  of  light  contact  marks  in 
the  fields  but  none  are  really  serious  and  we  doubt  if  this  specimen  has  seen 
actual  circulation.  Ex  Auction  ’81 , Lot  442,  at  $40,000  and  Ex  1963  J.F.  Bell 
sale.  Lot  605,  where  it  was  called  a “Brilliant  Uncirculated  Gem". 

The  1828  Half  Eagle  with  the  so-called  "normal”  or  “perfect"  date  has  long 
been  regarded  as  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  important  U.S.  gold  coins.  Only 
12-15  specimens  are  known  making  this  date  very  nearly  as  rare  as  the  more 
famous  1815  and  slightly  more  rare  than  the  1819.  The  1828  is  also  consid- 
erably more  rare  than  the  1827  or  1824.  We  feel  that  this  coin  should  again 
realize  at  least  the  $40,000  it  brought  in  Auction  81;  actually,  a price  closer 
to  $50,000  would  be  more  in  line  with  its  true  rarity  and  value.  (Color  Plate) 
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THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE 
1829  SMALL  PLANCHET  HALF  EAGLE 

The  Famous  Eliasberg  Specimen  — 
One  Of  Less  Than  12  Known  Examples 


905.  1829,  Small  Planchet,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  In  the  Eliasberg  Sale  cata- 
logue, this  piece  was  graded  “EF-45”  and  noted  that  it  was  cleaned  long 
ago”.  In  our  opinion,  the  coin  is  very  close  to  uncirculated,  if  not  ^tually  tull 
mint  state,  but  it  has  been  very  harshly  cleaned  leaving  the  surfaces  wi^th 
little  or  no  lustre,  a deep  greenish  gold  color  and  many  fine  hairlines.  Had  it 
not  been  cleaned,  this  possibly  would  have  been  the  finest  known  business 
strike  since  we  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a true  unc  of  this  issue. 

This  issue  is  not  only  one  of  the  most  famous  rarities  in  the  Halt  tagie 
series  it  is  also  one  of  the  rarest,  most  famous  coins  in  all  of  U.S.  numisrnat- 
ics.

Small  Planchet  is  more  rare  than  any  other  issue  of  its  and 

it  is  also  more  rare  than  such  more  famous  issues  as  the  f°i5,  1819  arid 
1828.  This  is  the  only  business  strike  1829  Small  Planchet  Half  Eagle  to  be 
offered  at  public  auction  in  the  1980’s.  It  was  last  seen  as  Lot  388  of  the 
Eliasberg  Sale  in  1982  and  after  it  sells  here  in  Auction  '88,  it  may  well  be 
many  years  before  any  of  us  sees  another.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1834  WITH  MOTTO  HALF  EAGLE 


906.  1834  With  Motto,  Uncirculated  60+.  Plain  4 in  date.  A highly  lustrous,  boldly 
struck  specimen  with  semi-prooflike  fields  and  very  attractive  medium  gold 
toning  with  a few  coppery  highlights.  Virtually  no  marks,  certainly  none  of 
significance  and  thus  really  quite  close  to  the  “Choice  BU”  grade  classifica- 
tion. Undoubtedly  one  of  the  five  or  six  finest  known  examples  of  this  very 
rare  and  classic  issue. 

Although  50,141  Half  Eagles  of  the  old  style  (With  Motto)  were  minted 
fj^ost  were  melted  and  never  actually  released  into  circulation  because 
the  value  of  the  gold  bullion  in  the  coin  exceeded  the  face  value.  Todav 
approximately  75-100  1834  With  Motto  Half  Eagles  are  known  of  the  two 
varieties  ( Plain  4 and  Crosslet  4)  with  perhaps  40-50  of  those  being  this 
Plain  4 variety.  (Color  Plate)

lustrous  surfaces.  The  strike  is  excellent  with  nearly  every  detail  present.  For  the  most 
p^art  the  surfac^  are  free  of  any  noticeable  marks.  This  is  the  first  year  of  the  Liberty 
Head  design  by  Christian  Gobrecht.  Actually  the  1 839  design  is  distinctly  different  from 
coins  dated  1840  and  later  and  the  difference  is  sufficient  that  the  1839  should  be 
considered  a one-year-only  type  coin 


908.  1841,  Uncirculated  60.  A lustrous,  fully  struck  example  with  lovely  greenish  gold 
coloration.  Every  detail  is  present  in  the  obverse  stars  and  the  feathers  of  the  eagle  on 
the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  prooflike.  A very  scarce  issue;  only  15,833 
were  minted  and  mint  state  examples  are  very  rare  and  seldom  offered.  (Plate) 


909.  1 848,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  struck  with  bright,  lustrous  surfaces.  A hint  of  light 
copper  colored  toning  is  evident  amid  the  stars  on  the  obverse.  A very  attractive 
example  of  the  scarce  “No  Motto"  Liberty  Head  Half  Eagle  type. 

910.  1848,  Uncirculated  62.  Full  original  mint  lustre  and  sharp  strike.  The  surfaces  are 

somewhat  prooflike  and  are  free  of  major  marks  or  abrasions.  Quite  scarce  in  this  high 
grade.  (Plate)  ^

91 1 1859-D,  Uncirculated  60+.  Rich  natural  golden  toning.  Well  above  average  strike  for  the 

issue  although  there  are  areas  of  weakness  as  always  in  the  haircurls  around  Liberty  s 
face  and  on  parts  of  the  eagle.  Only  1 0,366  pieces  were  minted,  probably  only  a couple 
hundred  of  which  still  exist.  Mint  state  pieces  such  as  this  one  are  very  rare. 


VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1872  HALF  EAGLE 


912  1872,  Uncirculated  60+.  This  beautiful  coin  last  appeared  in  Paramount’s 
session  of  Auction  79  where  it  realized  $4500  and  was  described  in  part  as 
follows: 

“Beautiful  rich  reddish  gold  toning  and  full  prooflike  surfaces. 
There  are  some  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  the 
overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent.  There  is  just  a trace 
of  softness  on  the  haircurls  around  Liberty’s  face  but  the  strike 
is  otherwise  very  sharp. 

This  coin,  one  of  only  1690  struck,  formerly  appeared  in 
Paramount’s  1976  Burnheimer  Sale  where  it  realized  $2,200. 

Prior  to  that  it  was  in  the  1973  Gilhousen  Sale.  It  is  the  only 
strictly  Uncirculated  1 872  $5  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  the  past 
ten  years  and  is  actually  one  of  just  a few  to  appear  in  any 
grade  during  that  period”. 

In  the  intervening  nine  years  since  this  coin’s  appearance  in  Auction 
’79,  no  other  mint  state  1 872  Half  Eagle  has  been  offered  for  sale  at  public 
auction  which  means  that  this  is  the  only  such  specimen  to  be  available  to 
collectors  in  more  than  15  years. 
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913.  1880-S  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  struck  with  original  mint  lustre  and  pale  rose 
toning.  Not  a scarce  date,  but  quite  difficult  to  find  in  choice  mint  state  condition. 


914.  1893-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Lovely,  subdued,  frosty  surfaces  with  a trace  of 
pale  rose  color  toning.  The  strike  is  extremely  sharp.  The  mintmark  is  “filled”  as  usual  A 
very  scarce  issue  in  choice  mint  state  since  apparently  most  of  the  224,000  minted  were 
sent  directly  into  circulation.

This  lovely  coin  appeared  as  Lot  609  in  the  October  1982  sale  of  The 
United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection”.  Prior  to  being  owned  by  Mr.  Eliasberg 
it  was  part  of  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection.  Mr.  Clapp  purchased  the  coin 
directly  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  November  of  1904  at  face  value.  A 
bid  of  $12,100  was  successful  in  1982  but  we  would  estimate  a value  of 
considerably  more  today.

An  exquisitG  Gxample  of  our  nation’s  first  Ten  Dollar  gold  coin.  It  is  fully 
struck,  perfectly  centered  and  has  extraordinary  original  color  and  lustre. 
The  fields  are  almost  fully  prooflike  and  have  only  a few  very  insignificant 
marks.  Without  question,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  1 795  Eagles  in  existence, 
a classic  American  numismatic  rarity  of  exceptional  quality  and  beauty.  In 
our  opinion,  early  U.S.  coins  of  this  quality  are  the  ultimate  numismatic 
items;  they  represent  what  collecting  coins  is  all  about  and  they  are  really 
very  underpriced  in  comparison  to  the  later  issues. 

All  three  Small  Eagle  $10  gold  pieces  are  rare  and  desirable,  particularly 
in  full  mint  state  condition.  Only  5583  Eagles  were  minted  in  1795  and 
although  an  exact  census  of  the  existing  specimens  is  not  possible,  it  is 
our  estimate  that  only  250-300  examples  exist  in  all  grades.  Perhaps  10  /o 
(25-30)  of  that  number  are  mint  state  but  no  more  than  8-10  are  compar- 
able in  overall  quality  to  this  sensational  coin.  It  should  easily  realize  in 
excess  of  $40,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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930.  1796,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Sharply  struck  and  extremely  attractive  forthe  grade.  Fully 
prooflike  fields  and  lovely  light  yellow  gold  and  coppery  toning.  Only  4146  pieces 
were  struck  and  probably  no  more  than  150  or  so  still  exist  making  this  issue 
approximately  twice  as  rare  as  the  1795.  (In  mint  state,  especially  MS-63  or  better 
condition,  the  1796  is  more  like  4-5  times  as  rare  as  the  1795.) 


931 . 1797,  Heraldic  Eagle,  Extremely  Fine  45.  A particularly  sharply  struck,  well  balanced 
specimen  with  excellent  lustre  and  outstanding  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning. 
(By  “well  balanced”  we  mean  that  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  of  similar  quality  and 
appearance.  While  this  is  hardly  unusual  on  most  coins,  it  is  not  very  common  with 
this  issue  since  very  often  the  obverse  and  reverse  scarcely  look  as  though  they 
belong  together.) 

As  a date,  the  1797  Heraldic  Eagle  is  much  more  rare  than  the  1799,  1801,  or  1803. 
Only  10,940  were  struck  and  no  more  than  a few  hundred  still  exist.  Some  very  nice 
uncs  are  known  but  this  piece  is  actually  more  attractive  than  many  higher  grade 
examples  we  have  seen.

T his  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  important  of  aii  U.S.  $10  goid  pieces,  it 
is  the  second  rarest  of  the  eariy  Eagies  from  1795-1804  (surpassed  oniy 
by  the  underpubiicized  1795  9 Leaves)  and  ranks  in  the  top  six  issues  of 
the  entire  Eagie  series  in  terms  of  overaii  rarity.  This  7x6  Stars  variety  is 
2-3  times  as  rare  as  the  179817  9x4  Stars,  the  1797  Smaii  Eagie  and  the 
1804  and  many  times  more  rare  than  any  of  the  other  eariy  issues.  Oniy 
842  pieces  were  minted  and  we  estimate  that  oniy  15-18  specimens  (at 
most)  stiii  exist  today.  (Color  Plate) 


933.  1799,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Small  obverse  stars.  Well  struck  with  medium  greenish  gold 
color.  Cleaned  long  ago  but  still  with  some  original  lustre  remaining.  Numerous  light 
contact  marks  throughout  the  surfaces.  Overall,  a respectable  example  of  an  early 
U.S.  Eagle. 
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934.  1801  .Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Very  lustrous  and  well  struck  with  nearly  perfect  center- 
ing. Bright  yellow  gold  surfaces  with  a few  light  contact  marks  and  hairlines  mainly 
visible  on  the  obverse.  A considerable  amount  of  original  mint  lustre  remains  in  the 
protected  areas  of  both  sides  of  the  coin.  Graded  55/55  and  authenticated  by  ANACS 
in  1987.  A very  popular  early  U.S.  gold  type  coin  which  should  see  spirited  bidding.

935.  1803,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Small  reverse  stars,  as  on  prior  issues.  A 
fully  struck,  superbly  lustrous  specimen  with  a lovely  light  yellow  gold  color 
that  is  highlighted  with  light  coppery  colored  toning.  The  surfaces  are  super 
frosty  and  very  clean  with  only  a few  faint  hairlines  and  tiny  marks,  all  of 
which  are  scarcely  noticeable.  A few  mint  made  adjustment  marks  are 
noted  across  the  top  of  the  cap  and  the  letters  LI  in  LIBERTY.  The  overall 
“look”  and  “eye  appeal”  of  this  specimen  are  outstanding  and  this  clearly 
ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  known  1803  Eagles.  In  fact,  at  public  auction,  only 
the  similar  Eliasberg  specimen  that  was  sold  in  1982  for  $27,500  could  rival 
this  piece  in  the  past  decade. 

Only  15,017 1803  Eagles  were  struck  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  issue  is 
perhaps  twice  as  rare  as  either  the  1799  or  1801.  (Color  Plate) 
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936.  1803,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Small  reverse  stars.  Pleasing  greenish  gold  coloring  cover- 
ing very  lightly  circulated  surfaces.  The  strike  is  nearly  full  with  only  the  slightest 
weakness  appearing  in  the  first  five  stars  to  the  left  of  the  date.  The  surfaces  are  free 
of  distracting  marks  and  exhibit  only  the  honest  wear  associated  with  the  grade.  A 
few  light  mint  made  adjustment  marks  are  visible  in  the  stars  and  clouds  on  the 
reverse.  A scarce  low  mintage  issue  with  a mere  15,017  pieces  coined.  Graded  by 
AN  ACS  in  1987  as  Extremely  Fine  40/45.

Numerous  light  abrasions  in  the  fields  but  the  coin  still  presents  a very  attractive 
overall  appearance.  Low  mintage  of  only  20,000  pieces.  Very  rare  in  this  grade  with  at 
most  8-10  specimens  known  in  full  mint  state.  Worth  a mid-high  four  figure  bid. 


; 938.  1 864-S,  Very  Good  8.  Quite  attractive  for  the  grade.  Lots  of  honest  wear  but  there  are  no 

problem  marks,  cuts  or  abrasions  to  describe.  All  of  the  borders  are  sharp  and  still 
intact,  as  are  the  lettering,  date,  and  stars.  The  1 864-S  is,  without  question,  one  of  the 
rarest  dates  of  the  entire  denomination.  Only  2500  were  minted  and  all  would  appear  to 
have  been  placed  directly  into  circulation.  Virtually  unknown  better  than  VF  and  we  are 
not  even  aware  of  the  existence  of  a strictly  graded  AU  example. 

i 939.  1865,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Very  lustrous  for  the  grade  with  a trace  of  the  prooflike  surface 
still  remaining.  The  strike  is  fairly  sharp  except  for  the  area  in  front  of  and  above 
Liberty’s  ear.  Pale  rose  gold  toning.  Another  very  rare  coin  in  any  condition;  essentially 
unavailable  better  than  full  EF.  Only  4005  minted.  (Plate) 
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940.  1876-CC,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Bright,  lustrous,  prooflike  surfaces  and  pale  coppery  gold 
color.  The  strike  is  nearly  full  with  only  the  slightest  bit  of  weakness  present  in  the  hair 
above  Liberty’s  ear.  There  are  no  major  marks  or  abrasions,  just  a few  widely  scattered 
insignificant  ones. 

The  1876-CC  is  extremely  rare  in  any  grade  above  Very  Fine.  \Ne  are  aware  of  only 
three  or  four  other  specimens  which  are  of  equal  quality  to  this  piece.  Of  the  low 
mintage  of  4696  pieces,  we  would  estimate  that  less  than  100  pieces  remain  today, 
possibly  much  less.  This  lot  presents  the  advanced  collector  an  important  opportunity 
to  acquire  one  of  the  rarest  date  Liberty  Head  Eagles.

50,  bright  yellow  gold  color  with  a considerable  amount  of  original  mint  lustre  remain- 
ing; 1898-S,  Uncirculated  60,  lustrous  with  medium  gold  toning,  a scarce  date  in  mint 
state;  and  1 906-D,  Uncirculated  60,  full  mint  frost  with  a pale  rose  green  toning,  the  first 
year  of  issue  for  the  Denver  Mint.  Four  pieces.

943.  1898-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A completely  original  specimen  with 
superb  satiny  surfaces,  a full  strike  and  incredibly  beautiful  medium 
orange  gold  toning.  A few  faint  slidemarks  on  the  obverse  but  otherwise 
pristine.  The  reverse  in  particular  is  literally  perfect  in  all  respects.  This  is 
one  of  the  two  finest  1898-S  Eagles  we  have  seen,  the  other  being  the 
Eliasberg  specimen  sold  in  1982.  In  choice  or  gem  mint  state,  the  1898-S 
is  definitely  a very  rare  coin.

944.  1899,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64+.  Here  is  one  of  the  most  unusual  and 
interesting  coins  in  this  sale.  It  is  a fully  prooflike  1899  Eagle  with  a super 
sharp  strike,  amazing  lustre,  and  fabulous  deep  orange  gold  color.  What 
is  so  unusual  about  that,  one  may  ask?  Well,  simply  this.  Every  other 
business  strike  1 899  Eagle  we  have  ever  seen  has  been  frosty  and  lacklus- 
tre with  granular  surfaces.  They  have  a very  distinctive  “look”  that  this  one 
differs  from  by  1 80° ! Perhaps  it  is  just  a first  strike,  or  a special  presenta- 
tion coin  that  was  struck  on  a left  over  proof  planchet;  we  just  don’t  know. 
Whatever  it  is,  it  is  a remarkable  one-of-a-kind  item  that  is  deserving  of 
very  close  inspection. 

This  coin  was  purchased  over  40  years  ago  by  the  consignor  from 
old-time  Chicago  dealer  Charlie  Green,  as  a proof,  of  course,  for  $85 
(envelope  included).  It  is  unequivocally  not  a proof  but  it  certainly  isn’t  a 
normal  business  strike  either.  We  have  just  loved  looking  at  this  coin  and 
showing  it  to  some  of  our  knowledgeable  friends  in  the  business.  Watching 
and  hearing  their  reactions  has  been  both  interesting  and  entertaining.  It  is 
a coin  like  this  that  helps  to  make  this  such  an  endlessly  fascinating  hobby 
and  business.  Just  when  one  thinks  he’s  seen  about  everything,  out  of  the 
woodwork  pops  something  like  this!  (Color  Plate)

945.  1901,  Very  Choice  Proof  64,  A fully  brilliant  proof  with  lightly  frosted  head 
and  eagle  contrasting  with  the  deep  mirror  fields  to  give  an  excellent  cameo 
effect.  No  contact  marks  and  only  a very  few  trivial  hairlines.  T remendous 
“flash”  and  “eye  appeal”.  J ust  85  proofs  were  struck  and  no  more  than  about 
25-30  are  still  in  existence.  This  surely  is  one  of  the  better  ones.  (Color  Plate) 
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946.  1901-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A very  lovely  example  of  this  common  date  Liberty 
Head  Eagle.  It  has  fully  lustrous,  original  mint  surfaces  that  are  lightly  shaded  by  rose 
and  green  hues.  The  strike  is  near  perfection  and  only  a few  scattered  marks  keep  the 
coin  from  a higher  grade. 

RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1905  EAGLE 


947.  1905,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A boldly  struck,  satiny  gem  with  superb  original  mint 
lustre  and  gorgeous  natural  orange  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  clean 
with  no  more  than  a few  miniscule  bagmarks.  Decidedly  rare  in  this  grade,  more  so, 
in  fact,  than  in  proof. 


THE  ELIASBERG  SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1906-S  EAGLE 


948.  1906-S,  Superb  Uncirculated  67.  The  incredible  1906-S  Eagle  from  the 
U.S.  Gold  Coin  Collection  of  Louis  Eliasberg.  This  amazing  coin  was  sold 
as  Lot  838  in  the  October  1 982  sale  of  the  Eliasberg  Collection  by  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Galleries  Inc.  It  was  described  then  by  Q.  David  Bowers  as 
follows: 

“Another  "specimen”  issue.  While  we  hesitate  to  use  the  term 
"finest  known”  in  view  of  more  than  a dozen  auction  records, 
representing  coins  which  for  the  most  part  we  haven’t  seen,  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  it  is  highly  unlikely  that  a finerspecimen  exists. 
Another  superb  piece.” 

We  totally  agree  with  this  description.  The  coin  is  so  breathtaking  in 
every  way  that  a finer  specimen  is  simply  impossible  to  imagine.  The 
lustre,  color,  strike  and  satiny  surfaces  are  near  perfection.  A successful 
bid  of  $12,100  purchased  the  coin  in  1982.  However,  a bid  of  twice  that 
amount  or  more  would  be  more  in  line  with  today’s  market.  (Color  Plate) 
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949.  1907-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Sharply  struck  with  full  original  mint  lustre.  Pale  rose 
color  toning  over  semi-prooflike  surfaces.  A few  light  hairlines  are  visible  but  few 
bagmarks.  The  1907-S  in  mint  state  is  one  of  the  most  underrated  issues  in  the  entire 
$10  Gold  series  and  in  Choice  Uncirculated  (MS-63)  condition,  this  issue  is  very  rare. 
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> 952.  1908-D,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  60+.  Lovely  rose  color  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces. 
Nearly  a full  strike  and  especially  sharp  for  this  issue.  Only  a few  hairlines,  mainly  on 
the  obverse,  keep  this  coin  from  a higher  grade.  A very  scarce  coin  in  mint  state  and 
virtually  impossible  to  locate  in  gem  condition.  (Plate)

i 953.  1908,  With  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A most  attractive,  fully  lustrous  specimen 
' with  rich  gold  color,  a very  sharp  strike,  and  very  clean  satiny  surfaces.  One  must  look 
very  closely  with  a glass  to  see  even  the  tiniest  of  marks,  and  there  aren  t many  of  those. 
Although  this  is  one  of  the  most  common  issues  of  this  type,  gem  quality  specimens 
are  still  decidedly  rare.  If  you  missed  out  on  your  chance  at  the  incomparable  Haber 
specimen  a hundred  or  so  lots  ago,  here  is  your  second  chance  at  a beautiful  gem 
quality  1908  With  Motto  Eagle.  This  one  should  realize  a little  less. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1908-S  EAGLE 


954.  1908-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64+.  A borderline  gem  that  would  easily 
grade  a full  MS-65  or  better  were  it  not  for  a few  tiny  marks  on  the  obverse. 
The  strike  is  very  sharp  everywhere  except  the  leading  curve  of  the  eagle’s 
wing  and  the  lustre  and  color  are  absolutely  first-rate.  The  surfaces  are  very 
satiny  and,  except  for  the  aforementioned  obverse  marks,  which  really  are 
not  especially  detracting,  they  are  virtually  free  of  bagmarks,  hairlines  or 
other  impairments.  Finer  overall  than  the  example  in  Paramount’s  session 
of  Auction  ’87  that  realized  $5885  and  thus  possibly  worth  a bid  in  the 
$8000-$1 0,000  range. 
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955.  1909,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Fully  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and  beautiful  medium 
gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean  and  free  of  bagmarks.  There  are  a few 
very  light  hairlines,  mainly  on  the  obverse,  and  they  are  all  that  keep  this  coin  from  a 
point  or  two  higher  grade.  This  coin  has  excellent  “eye  appeal”  and  at  first  glance  has 
the  appearance  of  a gem.  The  1909  is  one  of  the  rarest  regular  issue  Philadelphia  Mint 
dates  of  this  type  with  a total  mintage  of  only  184,863.  Only  the  1 933  and  1908  No  Motto 
are  more  rare. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1909-D  EAGLE 


956.  1909-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  This  lovely,  high  grade  example  of 
this  very  rare  issue  was  formerly  Lot  43  (envelope  included)  of  Paramount’s 
famous  Robert  E.  Kruthoffer,  Jr.  Sale  in  1981  where  it  was  graded  “MS-65” 
(which  it  was  by  1981  grading  standards)  and  realized  $8500.  It  is  very 
sharply  struck  with  exceptional  lustre  for  the  issue,  minimal  marks  and 
superb  green  and  coppery  gold  toning.  Probably  no  more  than  20  or  so 
exist  in  the  MS-64  grade  along  with  about  8-1 0 true  gems.  One  of  the  “key” 
rarities  of  this  popular  series. 


957.  1909-D,  Uncirculated  60.  Beautiful  copper  and  greenish  gold  toning  over  lustrous 
surfaces.  A very  attractive  specimen  forthe  grade.  The  1909-D  is  rare  in  full  mint  state: 
in  fact,  it  is  the  sixth  rarest  issue  of  the  series  in  MS-60  or  better  condition.  (Plate)

the  1909-S  was  nearly  impossible  to  locate  in  mint  state.  Then  in  the  mid-1970’s  a small 
hoard  (50  or  less  pieces)  of  mint  state  examples  was  discovered  in  Europe.  The  present 
piece  was  probably  one  of  the  higher  grade  coins  from  that  group.

959  1910-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  radiant  mint  lustre  and  beautiful 
light  orange  gold  toning.  A few  really  trivial  hairlines  here  and  there  but  the  overall 
appearance  of  the  coin  is  just  outstanding.  This  is  the  most  common  branch  mint 
issue  of  the  series  but  any  Indian  Head  Eagle  other  than  the  1932  or  1926  is  rare  in 
gem  condition. 

960.  1910-D,  Uncirculated  60+.  Medium  gold  toning  covering  somewhat  subdued  original 
surfaces.  This  piece  exhibits  very  few  marks  or  abrasions.

One  of  the  more  common  issues  of  the  Indian  Head  $10  series  but  gem  quality 
examples  are  always  in  great  demand  as  type  coins. 

K 962.  1911,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Well  struck  and  lustrous  with  attractive  medium  gold 
toning.  An  attractive  type  coin. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1911-S  EAGLE 


963.  1911-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  One  of  the  finer  examples  from  a small  hoard 
of  40-50  pieces  that  was  discovered  in  Europe  about  ten  years  ago.  It  is 
sharply  struck  with  full,  original  mint  lustre  and  excellent  light  to  medium 
orange  gold  color.  The  semi-circular  “roughness”  in  the  field  to  the  left  of 
the  date  is  common  to  most  coins  from  the  hoard  (and  many  examples  of 
the  rare  1913-S  as  well)  and  does  not  detract  from  the  coin’s  value.  The 
surfaces  are  very  clean,  particularly  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  a few 
marks  and  abrasions  and  one  thin  horizontal  scratch  in  the  right  field  but 
they  are  not  enough  to  remove  this  coin  from  the  gem  classification. 

Despite  the  existence  of  the  hoard  (long  since  entirely  dispersed  to 
individual  collectors)  the  1911-S  is  still  a very  rare  issue  in  all  mint  state 
grades.  This  is  because  the  hoard  represents  probably  95%  of  the  mint  state 
1911-S  Eagles  in  existence  and  100%  of  those  grading  MS-64  or  better.  In 
other  words,  prior  to  the  hoard,  the  issue  was  virtually  unknown  in  mint  state 
as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  all  the  famous  "old-time”  collections  only 
contained  EF  or  A U examples. 


964.  1912,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Light  rose  gold  toning  and  full  satiny  mint  lustre.  The 
strike  is  above  average  with  nearly  complete  detail  on  the  eagle’s  wing  A very 
attractive,  completely  original  coin.  (Plate) 


965.  1913,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Very  similar  in  general  appearance  to  the  previous  lot 
but  with  a few  less  marks.  The  toning  is  in  shades  of  rose  and  gold  and  the  surfaces 
have  considerable  satiny  lustre.  Only  a very  few  marks  are  present  and  they  are  widely 
scattered.  Another  attractive  type  coin. 

966.  1913,  Uncirculated  60,  medium  gold  toning  over  lustrous  original  surfaces;  1932, 
Uncirculated  60+,  extremely  lustrous,  a few  light  scratches  are  visible  in  the  Indian’s 
headdress  but  still  quite  attractive.  Two  pieces. 
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\ 967.  1914-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  bright  and  lustrous.  A trace  of  pale  rose  toning 
is  evident  around  the  obverse  periphery.  The  strike  is  excellent  with  full  hair  detail 
I over  the  ear.  Another  coin  which  at  first  glance  gives  the  appearance  of  being  a full

This  date  is  very  scarce  in  full  mint  state  and  specimens  in 
choice  mint  state  (MS-63  or  better)  are  rare  and  in  great  demand. 
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VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1920-S  EAGLE 


970.  1920-S,  Uncirculated  60+.  Average  strike  for  this  issue  with  TY  in  LIBERTY 
very  weak  and  the  eagle’s  trailing  leg  and  claw  lacking  detail.  The  date, 
however , is  full  with  none  of  the  often  seen  weakness  in  the  19.  Lustre  and 
color  are  both  excellent.  Few  bagmarks  but  there  are  some  light  hairlines  as 
well  as  a vertical  scratch  in  the  left  reverse  field  through  the  motto.  Very 
pleasing  overall  appearance  due  mainly  to  the  fine  lustre  and  beautiful 
greenish  gold  and  orange  toning. 

The  1920-S  is  one  of  the  most  well-known  and  highly  regarded  gold 
issues  of  the  20th  Century.  Only  50-60  pieces  are  known  in  all  grades  with 
as  many  as  a third  of  those  in  the  EFto  high  AU  range.  This  is  the  mint  state 
quality  generally  available  since  MS-63  or  better  examples  can  legitimately 
be  classified  as  "extremely  rare".  (Color  Plate) 


ATTRACTIVE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1926  EAGLE 


971.  1926,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful,  full  original  mint  lustre  and  relatively  mark-free 
surfaces.  The  “eye  appeal"  is  superb.  The  color  is  a gorgeous  medium  yellow  gold  with 
a few  faint  traces  of  greenish  gold  highlights.  A beautiful  coin  for  a gem  gold  type  set  or 
a top  quality  date  set  of  Indian  Head  Eagles. 
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VERY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1930-S  EAGLE 


972,  1930-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  At  first  glance,  this  coin  appears  to  be  a 
point  or  two  better  than  we  have  graded  it.  There  are  really  very  few 
bagmarks  and  the  lustre  and  color  are  both  original  and  superb.  However, 
closer  examination  does  reveal  a fair  number  of  very  fine  hairlines,  particu- 
larly in  the  field  in  front  of  Miss  Liberty’s  face,  possibly  from  being  lightly 
brushed  with  someone’s  thumb,  for  example.  (It  doesn’t  take  much!)  Overall 
"look”  and  “eye  appeal”  are  so  good  though  that  this  specimen  is  destined 
to  end  up  in  a fine  collection  of  Indian  Head  Eagles. 

The  1930-S  has  long  been  considered  to  be  one  of  the  premier  dates  of 
this  beautiful  series.  Actually  a number  ( almost  half,  in  fact)  of  the  issues  in 
the  series  are  more  rare  in  mint  state  than  the  1930-S  but  since  they  are 
generally  available  in  circulated  grades  while  the  1930-S  is  not,  the  1930-S 
has  always  commanded  both  more  respect  and  higher  prices.  It  is  our 
estimate  that  perhaps  85-100  1930-S  Eagles  still  exist,  virtually  all  of  them 
mint  state  except  for  a few  carried  as  pocket  pieces.  (Color  Plate)

974.  1854-0,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  with  much  of  the  original  proof- 
like surface  still  intact  around  the  devices.  Very  lustrous  for  the  grade  with 
an  attractive  medium  greenish  gold  and  slightly  coppery  color.  No  serious 
problems  whatsoever,  just  the  normal  bagmarks  one  would  naturally  asso- 
ciate with  the  EF  grade. 

The  1854-0  is  one  of  the  most  famous  dates  in  the  Double  Eagle  series 
and  undeniably  one  of  the  rarest.  Among  regular  issue  Liberty  Heads, 
only  the  1 856-0  is  more  rare.  Of  the  3250  pieces  minted,  we  estimate  that 
only  20-25  still  exist,  nearly  all  of  them  in  the  VF  to  EF  grade  range.  To  the 
best  of  our  knowledge,  the  1854-0  is  unknown  in  full  mint  state  and  only 
four  or  five  ( at  most)  are  known  in  AU.  This  specimen,  therefore,  is  in  the 
second  tier  quality-wise  of  known  specimens,  probably  ranking  in  the  top

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EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  FAMOUS

975.  1856-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Similar  in  grade  and  overall  appearance  to  the 
1854-0  just  offered  although  this  piece  is  a little  more  heavily  bagmarked. 
The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  is  considerable  prooflike  surface  remain- 
ing. The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the  color  is  a bright  greenish  yellow  gold. 

This  is  the  rarest  regular  issue  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle,  just  slightly 
more  rare  than  the  1854-0  or  1870-CC.  One  and  possibly  two  mint  state 
examples  are  known  as  well  as  a couple  of  nice  AU  specimens  but  most  of 
the  15-18  existing  pieces  grade  only  VF  or  EF.  (Color  Plate) 


(.  976.  1862,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Very  lustrous  and  sharply  struck.  There  are  a few  too  many 
obverse  bagmarks  and  abrasions  to  grade  this  coin  a full  Almost  Uncirculated  but  in 
terms  of  lustre  and  wear  it  easily  grades  AU-50  or  higher.  The  surfaces  are  bright 
yellow  in  color  with  a trace  of  greenish  gold  toning.  This  date  is  very  scarce  in  all 
grades  and  is  especially  difficult  to  find  in  grades  approaching  mint  state.

The  Finest  Known  Specimen 


977.  1871-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  For  the  Double  Eagle  or  rare  date  gold 
collector,  this  coin  is  truly  a one-of-a-kind  item.  We  have  never  seen  or 
heard  of  another  1871-CC  that  was  even  close  to  it  in  grade.  In  fact,  until  we 
saw  this  coin,  we  had  never  seen  a full  mint  state  1 871  -CC  $20  and  only  3 or 
4 that  could  even  legitimately  be  graded  AU.  This  specimen  is  a choice,  fully 
struck  specimen  with  a sharp  square  edge,  somewhat  satiny,  somewhat 
semi-prooflike  fields  and  excellent  light  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning. 
There  are  only  a few  light  marks  and  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields  and  it  is  really 
quite  amazing  to  see  an  1871-CC  Double  Eagle  in  this  state  of  preservation. 
Ex  Bernard  Shore  Collection  Sale  (Superior,  January  1988),  Lot  4414 
where  it  realized  $39,600. 

After  the  1870-CC,  the  1871-CC  is  the  rarest  Double  Eagle  from  the 
Carson  City  Mint  It  is  one  of  the  rarest  issues  of  the  entire  series  in  terms  of 
condition  rarity"  and  few  Liberty  Head  issues  are,  on  average,  worse  than 
the  typically  available  1871-CC.  Here  then  Is  a wonderful  opportunity  to 
obtain  a coin  that  is  unequivocally  the  finest  known  example  of  its  issue,  a 
coin  that  is  at  least  two  full  grades  (8  grade  points)  or  more  better  than  the 
next  finest.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1879-0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


978  1879-0  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A beautiful,  high  grade  example  of  this  low  mintage 
issue  It’is  fully  struck  with  partially  prooflike  fields,  light  to  medium  yellow  gold  toning 
and  very  good  lustre.  The  light  bagmarks  present  are  not  at  all  detracting  and  the  com  s 
overall  appearance  is  excellent. 

The  1879-0  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  of  any  0-Mint  Double  Eagle  alter  the 
1856-0  It  is  also  popular  as  the  only  0-Mint  $20  of  this  type.  A mere  2325  pieces  were 
struck  and  probably  only  50-75  pieces  still  exist.  A few  mint  state  pieces  are  known 
along  with  just  a handful  of  A U quality  examples,  of  which  this  is  one  of  the  nicer  ones^ 
The  majority  of  1879-0  Double  Eagles  are  only  VF  or  EE  ( cf.  the  Amon  Carter  (VF)  and 
Eliasberg  (EF)  specimens)  and  so  this  coin  presents  on  important  opportunity  for  the 
Double  Eagle  specialist.

EXTREMELY  RARE  1882  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


979.  1882,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Medium  coppery  gold  toning  and  vibrant  lustre 
Sharply  struck  with  a great  deal  of  the  original,  fully  prooflike  surface  still 
evident.  From  a wear  standpoint,  this  specimen  is  AU-50  or  better  but  the 
bagmarks,  though  not  particularly  severe,  are  numerous  enough  to  put  the 
coin  into  the  Choice  EF  category  instead.  ^ ♦ 

With  a business  strike  mintage  of  only  571  pieces,  the  1882  has  the  lowest 
mintage  of  any  Double  Eagle  actually  struck  for  commercial  purposes.  In 
the  past,  we  have  consistently  claimed  that  only  10-12  business  strikes  are 
known  along  with  perhaps  13-15  proofs.  Other  experts  claim  that  more 
business  strikes  exist  than  that,  perhaps  as  many  as  20-25.  Whichever 
number  is  the  correct  one,  it  is  obvious  that  the  1882  is  a major  rarity  and 
probably  significantly  underpriced  in  comparison  to  the  1854-0, 1856-0  or 
1870-00.  Only  one  mint  state  piece  (a  blazing  proof  like  MS-65+  specimen!) 
is  known  to  us;  most  of  the  rest  are  EF  to  AU  like  this  one.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  ATTRACTIVE  1886  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


980.  1886,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Lustrous,  medium  coppery  gold  toning. 
Sharply  struck  with  a major  portion  of  the  original  prooflike  fields  remain- 
ing. Light  to  moderate  bagmarks.  One  of  the  rarest,  lowest  mintage  issues 
of  the  series.  Only  1 000  business  strikes  were  minted  along  with  1 00  proofs. 
Perhaps  as  many  as  25  non-proofs  still  exist  but  that  estimate  may  actually 
be  on  the  high  side.  Two  choice  mint  state  pieces  are  known  (both  grading 
MS-63  or  better)  but  most  of  the  rest  are  in  the  EF  to  AU  range.  From  an 
overall  grade  and  general  appearance  standpoint,  this  problem-free  coin 
probably  ranks  in  the  top  half  of  known  specimens. 


VERY  SCARCE  AND  UNDERRATED  1888-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


981 . 1888-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A sharply  struck,  fully  original  specimen  with  a 
satiny  obverse  and  a frosty  reverse.  The  lustre  is  excellent  and  the  color  is  an  appealing 
medium  orange  gold.  There  are  some  light  bagmarks  but  they  are  well  scattered  and 
none  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  A very,  very  scarce  coin  in  this  condition.

An  utterly  magnifi- 
cent, no  question  proof  that  is  essentially  perfect  and  “as  struck”.  The  satiny 
surfaces  have  incredible  lustre  and  are  filled  with  the  “straw”  (raised  die 
scratches  from  the  polishing  of  the  dies)  that  are  characteristic  of  true 
proofs.  The  high  wire  rim  is  completely  intact  and  unmarked  and  the  edge, 
struck  with  the  Extremely  High  Relief  collar  as  always,  is  brilliant  and 
mirrorlike  with  finely  etched  lettering.  A small,  thin,  foreign  object  (wood? 
wire?)  apparently  was  in  the  die  at  Liberty’s  face  when  this  piece  was  struck 
since  the  left  side  of  her  face  did  not  strike  up  properly.

Extremely  rare;  although  the  exact  number  of  High  Relief  proofs  struck  is 
not  known  (they  were  not  struck  for  collectors  like  the  later  matte  proofs 
and  therefore  are  not  a separate  part  of  the  mint  record),  it  is  estimated  that 
perhaps  20-25  were  minted  although  fewer  (15-18?)  are  known  today. 

This  coin  is  accompanied  by  a short  handwritten  (in  pencil)  note  attached 
to  a small  rectangular  card.  It  reads  as  follows: 

“$20  gold  piece  now  withdrawn  from  circulation.  Bought  by 
me  from  President  Roosevelt.

This  is  truly  a remarkable  coin  and  the  note  gives  it  the  added  signifi- 
cance that  it  was  once  personally  owned  by  President  Theodore  Roose- 
velt.

Likely  this  obverse  cracked  or  was  rejected  in  favor  of  the 
larger,  though  less  sensitive,  version  on  Baker  E-96,  as  it  is  clearly  in  an  unfin- 
ished state  with  the  obverse  border  around  the  bust  of  Washington  meant  to 
receive  a legend.  Assigned  Baker  number  E-96M  in  the  new  Fuld  book  on 
Washington  pieces,  this  very  high  relief  55mm  plain  edged  medal  is  in  GEM

this  identical  medal  appears  in  the  Fuld  work  with  the  notation  that  it  is 
UNIQUE.

In  addition  to  being  a choice  specimen,  it  is  of  THE  HIGHEST  RAR- 
ITY, possibly  being  UNIQUE,  and  never  before  appearing  at  auction  or 
even  being  seen  by  the  numismatic  fraternity!  In  commenting  about  the 
coin’s  great  rarity,  David  Akers  states  “Reportedly  two  proofs  were 
struck,  but  I am  unaware  of  their  present  location.”  Walter  Breen  also 
had  never  seen  a proof  specimen,  stating  as  far  back  as  1953  (for  the 
dates  1849-54),  “Have  seen  no  proofs  of  these  dates,  though  one  each  of 
the  1849  and  1854  have  been  reported.”  In  his  Encyclopedia  of  United 
States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins,  he  states  a mintage  of  “[  1 + ) Unknown, 
though  at  least  one  of  each  must  have  been  struck  in  proof  for  the  set 
made  up  for  the  Congressional  Committee  on  the  Library,  per  Patterson 
letter  9/26/50.” 

The  sale  of  this  specimen  offers  a UNIQUE  opportunity  for  the 
sophisticated  collector  of  U.  S.  Gold,  it  being  of  the  ultimate  rarity  and 
in  the  ultimate  quality.

Only  one  specimen  graded 
uncirculated  has  appeared  at  auction  in  14  years  (two  in  the  past  19)  and  rela- 
tively few  AU’s.”  The  Eliasberg  piece  was  catalogued  as  being  AU-55.  Sure  to 
be  much  sought  after  by  the  specialized  date  collector. 


1914  185 1-D  Coronet  Type.  No  Motto.  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED,  in  that  it  shows
